BRAE BURN HOCKEY.

Hero he dried his garments before the 
fire that was roaring In the open fire¬ 
place, later returning to the edge of 
the rink in time to witness the finish 
of the contest and applaud the vic¬ 
tory of the Dartmouth men. 


THE NEW ENGLAND OF 
TO-MORROW 


Governor Curtis Guild, Jr., writes 
most entertainingly in Suburban Life 
for January in regard to the recent 
conference of governors at Boston. 
Among other things, he says: “One 
New England governor who has in¬ 
vested in Pacific Coast apple orchards, 
■with no prospect of any profit for 
some years to come, said, after the 
close of the conference, that his in¬ 
vestment had suggested to him, last 
spring, experiments on the neglected 
Baldwin apple-orchard on his own es¬ 
tate. Hts trees, were, accordingly, 
this year, for the first time, sprayed, 
and the fruit graded and picked in 
the western fashion. His No. 1 grade 
Baldwins netted him $3.50 a barrel, 
a better return than, after many 
yearB, was even promised for his 
western venture.” 


BOY DROWNED. 

Peter Mlszkines, ten years of age, 
living at 21 Williams street, Newton 
Upper Falls, was drowned in the 
Charles river Monday afternoon. 

With his brother Charles and anoth¬ 
er Polish boy named John, whose last 
name the police were unable to find 
out, the boy went skating on the riv¬ 
er near the city pumping station at 
Newton Upper Falls. The lads start¬ 
ed a hockey game, during which the 
puck was shot into the middle of the 
river. The Mlszkines boy skated onto 
the thin ice over the deepest part of 
the stream In search of the puck. 
When the ice cracked beneath him he 
turned back but had gone only a few 
feet when he went under. His com¬ 
panions ventured out as far as they 
dared and tried to reach the boy with 
their hockey sticks, but their efforts 
were unsuccessful. 

Assistance was quickly summoned. 
Sergt. Clay and a derail of eight pa¬ 
trolmen went over the river bed with 
grappling irons and at 6.30, two hours 
after the accident, the body was re¬ 
covered by patrolmen ShaughneBsy 
and McKenzie In deep water. 


MR. FISHER DEAD. 

Mr. Henry C. Fisher, for over thirty 
years a resident of this city died on 
Sunday morning at his home on Walk¬ 
er street, Newtonville after a long ill¬ 
ness with locomotor ataxia. He was 
born at Henniker, N. H. 64 years ago 
and came to Boston when a young man 
and entered the railroad service. For 
some years he wns In charge of the 
Union Market stock yards at East 
Watertown, until his health compelled 
his retirement some five years ago. 
He is survived by a widow, who was 
Miss Mary Dearborn or Strathom, N. 
H. and three children, Mrs. John A. 
Collins of Lawrence, MIsb Marlon L. 
fisher and Ernest G. Fisher of 
Newtonville. Mr. Fisher was a 
member of Dalhousie lodge of Mas¬ 
ons, ot Newton Royal Arch Chapter, 
of which he served at one time as sec¬ 
retary, of Gethsemane Oommandry, K. 
T., of ihe Knights of Honor and ot the 
MasB. Society, Sons of American Revo¬ 
lution. 

Funeral services were held from his 
late residence on Tuesday afternoon.

Deposits Draw Interest from Jan. 10 
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To one who hast followed the recent 
agitation for an increase of $5,000 in 
the appropriations for schools from 
the beginning, the action of the alder¬ 
men on Monday night, in granting 
leave to withdraw, was not unex¬ 
pected. The care with which the 
appropriations are made up. the at¬ 
tention given every proposed Increase 
over present appropriations, makes It 
necessary for any body of citizens to 
come bncked with overwhelming facts 
and figures to obtain any change in 
the nldermnnic figures. As one alder¬ 
man observed after the hearing on 
Mondny night. “We have heard every 
side except that of the tax payers, 
and we represent the tax payers,'* 
states the situation in a nutshell. 

In many respects the agitation has 
done good. It has interested many 
average citizens In the details of city 
work. It has shown the care the al¬ 
dermen give to the interests of the 
tax payers ns a whole. It has empha¬ 
sized the value—with possibly too 
great stress paid on one or two minor 
matters—of our school system,' and 
incidentally. It has shown that our 
city fathers can be generouB with 
their own money and careful of the 
tax payers’ money at the same time. 

The “Indignant” citizens had 'our 
grievances,—the shortening of the 
term of the evening schools.—the pos¬ 
sible abandonment of the vacation 
schools,—the consolidation of the two 
ninth grades at Xewtonville< and 
which, by' the way, is the real cause 
for the agitation), and the possible 
curtailment of the money for convey¬ 
ance of pupils. 

The matter of conveyance of pupils 
is one upon which considerable can 
be said on both sides. Yet. no one, 
I believe, will question the wisdom 
or advisability of conveying the pu¬ 
pils residing at Chestnut Hill to the 
Mason school at Xewton Centre, un¬ 
til their numbers requires the erec¬ 
tion of a school building In that dis¬ 
trict. The curtailment which has 
been necessary’ this fall is due to the 
appropriations made for 1908, and I 
feel sure that the conveyance of pu¬ 
pils from Chestnut Hill during 1909 
will be to the entire satisfaction of 
the parents. 

The consolidation of the two ninth 
grades at Xewtonvllle has long been 
contemplated by the school commit¬ 
tee. Xewtonvllle is the only village 
in the city which has had two ninth 
grades. Xewton Centre with its much 
larger district has but one ninth 
grade—in two rooms, to be sure, but 
where the supervision of the master 
can be given wllhout loss of valuable 
time. No one outside of Xewtonvllle 
will question the action of the school 
committee in making this consolida¬ 
tion. 

The abolition of the vacation 
schools, which now seems necessary, 
is naturally to be regretted, unless it 
is possible to return to the former 
method or two years ago, when these 
schools were run by private subscrip¬ 
tion. As a matter of fact, the vaca¬ 
tion schools are not an educational 
necessity. They are of certain value, 
but are not an inherent part of the 
school system, ami as I have stated 
before are more philanthropic than 
educationul. Let us hope that the 
subscription plan will be revived un¬ 
til the financial condition of the city 
warrants another municipal appro- 
prlaiiou. 

The evening schools are not to be 
abandoned, the term is simply to be 
reduced to what it was a few years 
ago. Everything which was said at 
the hearing Monday evening, as to 
the value of these schools is true. It 
Is simply a matter of opinion as to 
how long the term shall continue. If 
it Is good io run them ten weeks, and 
■better to run them twenty weeks, 
why Isn't it fair to argue that they 
should lie continued for forty weeks. 
It Is simply a matter of money. 

It Is possible that the school com¬ 
mittee may be fairly criticized for 
making the $5,000 saving In the even¬ 
ing and vacation schools Items, There 
are some of us who do not believe 
that the city receives enough return 
to warrant expenditures for cooking. 


sewing, shower baths, and other frills 
of our edurnttonal plant, ft is all a 
rpiostlon of Judgment, and undouht 
edly. if an attempt was mode to abol¬ 
ish such items, other bodies of indlg- 
nnnt citizens would arise, and clouds 
of wrath descend nnew on the devoted 
heads of the school authorlltes. 

In conclusion, l again want to em¬ 
phasize the financial emergency which 
confronts ihe city for 1909. and which 
is responsible for the unanimous ac¬ 
tion of the aldermen In refusing ad¬ 
ditional appropriations. 

Wtih a loss of inec'te of $70,000. 
with increased appropriations caused 
by state law and the erection of new 
school buildings, of nearly ns much 
more, there will be upwards of $130,- 
000 to Le raised by taxation In 1909 
beyond what was raised In 1908. The 
tax payers are the ones who feel this 
burden first, last and all the time, and 
It is they whom the board of aider- 
men represent, 


An article wrltlen by Mrs. Harriet 
A. Eager and originally printed in the 
Xewton Journal, has in my opinion 
unwisely received considerable cir¬ 
culation by printing in circular form 
and distribution by mall thruout the 
city. It gives Mrs. Eager's impres¬ 
sions and conclusions relative to the 
proceedings at the recent '‘indigna¬ 
tion” meeting in the High School hall, 
upon the matter of additional appro¬ 
priations for the school committee. 
Mrs, Eager waxes indignant at Mr. 
Gorham's elhics, In mentioning the 
fact that members of the board of 
aldermen gave largely as individuals 
towni-ds the purchase of the Claflln 
Field, nltho opposed to any municipal 
expenditure for the same object. Mrs. 
Eager believes such ethics “decided¬ 
ly pernicious” and evidently falls to 
see the point Mr. Gorham clearly 
made, that while the aldermen were 
generous with their own money, they 
were most careful of the tax payers’ 
money. 

Mrs. Eager also criticises the school 
committee for saying that the aider- 
men were “generous" with the 
schools, on the ground that the aider- 
men were only “generous” with the 
tax payers' money, or a9 she puts It 
"generous with the money of the very 
people to whom they were talking.” 
Generosity at the best is simply a 
matter of comparison. The poor are 
undoubtedly the most generous of any 
class. In proportion of what they give 
to their means. But It witl take more 
than Mrs. Eager's logic to convince 
the tax payers that an appropriation 
of over $300,009. one quarter or the 
entire tax levy, is not a liberal (to 
say the least) amount for the school 
department. 

Mrs. Eager also objects to the use 
of the word charity as applied to the 
evening aud vacation schools. She 
thinks Mr. Gorham owes an apology 
for making such a statement. A care¬ 
ful reading of Mr. Gorham’s remarks 
fails to show his use of this much- 
abused word, so Mrs. Eager Is tilting 
at a man of straw in this particular 
instance. 

But the richest part of Mrs. Eager’s 
effusion is the statement that, "We 
ate quite of the opinion that women 
are of value on the School Committee. 
As the money for the schools must be 
secured from the Board of Aldermen, 
then women should be on that hoard. 
Women would not need to sit up long 
to grant money for the schools.” 

I have been a consistent advocate 
of the right of women to take an 
equal part in political affairs and re¬ 
gret that Mrs. Eager believes that the 
presence of women lit the board of 
aldermen would tend to such a hap¬ 
hazard and superficial consideration 
ot municipal finance. It Is to the 
highest credit of our board of aider- 
men that It burns the midnight oil 
In the attempt to make the best use 
of the money of the tax payers and I 
believe that the great body of Intelli¬ 
gent women will resent Mrs. Eager’s 
insinuation that women in the hoard 
of aldermen would not give the same 
careful attention that the men do at 
present. 

Another choice bit Is Mrs. Eager’s 
conclusion that If municipal suffrage 
was granted to women, the poll taxes 
raised would meet the amount needed 
tor tlie schools. Mrs. Eager Is far be¬ 
hind the times, for the poll tax ns a 
prerequisite for voting was abolished 
In 1891. and as a matter of fuct, of 
the male poll tax of two dollars, one- 
half goes to the stale ami oue-half io 
the county, the city losing every year 
the nmoftnt of uncollected poll taxes 
within lis limits. 


It is with great satisfaction mat I 
can announce to the citizens of Xew¬ 
ton that beginning with to-day. the 
New Year, the price of electricity Is 
reduced one-third, from eighteen io 
twelve cents per kilowatt hour. The 
Graphic lias persistently advocated 
this reduction since the 12-cent rale 
went into effect In Boston last July, 
but the principal credit In the matter 
fulls to Mayor Jlulchinson. whose ne¬ 
gotiations wltli the Company, have re¬ 
sulted so successfully, and to Mr. 
Clarence V. Moore, who futhered the 
petitions which requested the mayor 
to act. The reduction ought to be u 
good thing for both the consumer and 
the Company. The former will suve 
something like $10.00U a year based 
on the amount of electricity sold dur¬ 
ing the past year, while 1 feel sure 
that the increase In the consumption 
of electricity will be so large that the 
Company will ulao he pleased with 
the results. 


The announcement In thlH Inane of 
the GRAPHIC of the installation of nil 
automobile service for collecting mall 
In this city, la the first evidence of Im¬ 
provement since the city was placed 
in the Roston district. Poatmnster 
Mansfield has been studying the New- 
ton situation for several months and 
the automobile service is the result 
of his investigations and it is fair to 
say Is undoubtedly due to the Tact 
that Xewton Is in the Boston district. 
By itself it is extremely doubtful if 
Xewton would ever received such at¬ 
tention. The new plan will he watched 
with considerable Interest and will un¬ 
doubtedly greatly facilitate the inter¬ 
change of mall matter between our 
local post offices and give quicker 
service to Boston. Let the good work 
go on. 


The earthquake horror in Italy can¬ 
not but appeal to every rightmlnded 
citizen and Xewton residents need no 
urging from me to induce them to 
give whatever they can and give It 
quickly. The need is urgent and the 
condition of the sufferers is indeed 
pitiable. 


AUTOMOBILE COLLECTION SER¬ 
VICE FOR NEWTON. 


Friday an automobile collection ser¬ 
vice will be inaugurated In the City of 
Xewton which will give to the resi¬ 
dents ot that district a greatly im¬ 
proved service. The City of Newton 
includes nine branches of the Boston 
Postal district, e. L, Auburndale, New¬ 
ton, Xewton Centre, Newton High¬ 
lands, Lower Falls, Upper Falls, New- 
tonville, Waban and West Newton 
with a totnl area of twenty square 
miles. This territory was annexed to 
the Boston Postal District on July 1, 
1908, and Postmaster Mansfield direc¬ 
ted an Immediate Investigation of the 
xlellvery and collection service to be 
made by Asst. Supt. of Delivery Win- 
sor, assisted by Roundsman Joseph 
Elchorn. 

It was found that, except In the 
congested parts of the district In the 
immediate vicinity of the poatotflees, 
the mail was collected by the carriers 
upon their regular delivery trips and 
that mall thus eolected was conse¬ 
quently delayed because It did not 
reach the offices until the return of 
the carriers from their trips. In 
some cases, this would mean that a 
letter deposited in a box In one sec¬ 
tion of Newton would not reach the 
addresses In another section the same 
day. 

The city of Newton is composed of 
a number of villages and mall for one 
ot those villages upon the southern 
side of the city addressed to a resi¬ 
dent in a village on the northern side 
was taken by the circuit line of the 
Boston & Albany R. R. into Boston 
aud then out to its destination, caus¬ 
ing considerable delay. Another 
source of -delay Is due to the fact that 
if a letter were deposited after a car¬ 
rier had passed a box upon his first 
trip in the morning it would not he 
collected until the carrier rer/thed 
the tox on his afternoon trip. 

After a thorough investigation, Post¬ 
master Mansfield submitted to the De¬ 
partment a proposal made to him by 
Mr. L. A. Vachon, of Xewton Centre, 
to provide an automobile and chaffeur 
to make a collection In the morning 
and a complete collection at night to 
include the entire district located in 
the City of Xewton. This proposal 
has been accepted by the Department 
and the service will begin January 1. 
This automobile service will not only 
collect mall as stated above, hut will 
deposit the local mail which it col¬ 
lects In the offices to which it is ad- 
addressed, thus effecting a quick ex¬ 
change of mall between stations and 
making It possible for letters deposited 
In the morning to be delivered during 
the afternoon of the same day. 

The total number of miles covered 
by this automobile during the day 
will he 110. The forenoon collection 
service will cover fifty miles and all 
but the most remote boxes will be 
reached. The boxes throughout the 
Xewton territory will be properly 
carded In the Immediate future for 
the Information of the public to con¬ 
form to the new schedules. 

In addition to this service, as de¬ 
scribed above, the Department has al¬ 
lowed the Postmaster three additional 
carriers to be assigned to the New¬ 
tons for the purpose of equalizing the 
work, one of these going lo Newton, 
one to Xewtonvllle and one lo West 
Xewton. They will also begin their 
work on .Tumiray 1. 

In order to facilitate the prompt 
handling of mall matter, (he residents 
of Xewton are requested to have all 
their mail matter addressed to the 
particular branch postofilces where 
the nddressee lives. Mall addressed 
to “Xewton. Mass.” Is first sent to 
the Xewton postoffiee and, from there. 
Is forwarded to lis proper destination 
uml this additional handling causes 
delay.

To the Editor of the Graphic; 

Permit me to take up and comment 
upon one or two of the points raised 
in Dr. Curtis' second effusion. The de¬ 
liberation of the Royal Commission 
on VACcimiRtlon extended over a per¬ 
iod of seven and a half years; they 
met 136 times; examined 187 witnes¬ 
ses and ihe printed evidence with 
their final reporis on foolscap-size 
pages makes a volume nearly two 
feet thick. In addition hundreds of 
books have been written, thousands 
of speeches have been delivered, news¬ 
paper articles and reports galore have 
appeared. With such voluminous ma¬ 
terial ai command can it be wondered 
nt that however lengthy or numerous 
one's addresses and contributions nre 
It is impossible to do more than touch 
on Hie fringe of the subject? 

My friendly opponent clnims that 
among the famous men and women 
whose names 1 quoted as being ad¬ 
verse to compulsory vacein nation 
were only two in the least prominent 
in medical science. At haphazard 1 
will repeat the following—a very small 
proportion of the bulk—and ask hint 
to which he referred: Dr. Jas. Cop¬ 
land, author of several works on med¬ 
icine; Dr, Geo. Gregory, physician to 
the London small pox and vaccinna- 
tion hospital, author of medical books; 
Dr. Wm. Farr, compiler of Statistics 
to the Registrar General, Eng.; Dr. 
Southwood Smith, Sanitary reformer; 
Sir Benjamin Ward Richardson, phy¬ 
sician, author and sanitary reformer. 
Sir Edwin Chadwick. Sanitarian; Prof. 
Adolf Vogt, Berne University; l’rof. 
Carlo Runt a Regius. Professor of Hy¬ 
giene and professor of Materia Med* 
lea, In the University of Perujla, 
Italy; Dr. Paul Forster, Germany; Dr. 
J. H. Bridges, late Medical Inspector 
of the English Local Gov't. Hoard, 
and Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford: 
Mr. Lawson Tait, Surgeon; Dr. Wal¬ 
ter R. Halwen nnd Dr. H. Valentine 
Knaggs. both of whom submitted to 
prosecution for the non-vacchinmion 
of their chMdven: LM\ Sir John Simon, 
an advocate Sanitation; Dr. W. 
Gordon Little, a witness before the 
Royal Commission and Dr. Sir Wm. J. 
Collins, who never missed a siiting 
of the Commission as a member there¬ 
of. 

According to the standard of emi¬ 
nence which Dr. Curtis himself has 
set up. can he claim to be nt nil 
"prominent in medical science?" And 
yet we may take him as an authority 
on the pro-vaccinnatlon side and ack¬ 
nowledge that he possesses a far 
closer acquaintance with the subject 
of smallpox and vaccinnation than 
the rank and file of medical practi¬ 
tioners. If in a question of preventive 
medicine the opinion of well-known 
medical investigators should carry 
most weight how does it come about 
that the laws in regard thereto are 
made by legislators and are enforced 
by Boards of Health which are chiefly 
constituted of lawyers? 

As an answer to Dr. Curtis* conten¬ 
tion allow me to cite Alfred Russel 
Wallace—not a medical man, I admit, 
but had he applied ills master mind to 
study in that direction possibly he 
might have passed. The brain and the 
man are there though the particular 
degrees are absent. In the chapter en¬ 
titled; "Vaccination a delusion—its 
penal-enforcement a crime” in his 
monumental work “A wonderful cen¬ 
tury*' the author says: "One of the 
misconceptions is that, as vaccination 
is a surgical operation to guard 
against a special disease, medical 
men can alone judge of its value. But 
the fact Is the very reverse, for sev¬ 
eral reasons. In the first place, they 
are Interested parties, not merely In 
a pecuniary sense, but as affecting 
the prestige of the medical profession. 
In no other case should we allow in¬ 
terested persons lo decide on import¬ 
ant matter. Whether Iron ships are 
safer than wooden ones is not decided 
by iron-masters or by shipbuilders, 
but by the experience of sailors nnd 
by the statistics of loss. In the admin¬ 
istration of medicine or any other 1 
remedy for a disease, the conditions 
are different. The doctor applies the 
remedy and watches the result, and 
if he has a large practice he thereby 
obtains knowledge and experience 
which no other persons possess. But 
in the case of vaccination, ami espec¬ 
ially In the case of public vaccina¬ 
tors, the doctor does not see the re¬ 
sult except by accident. Those who 
get small pox go to the hospitals or 
are treated by other medical men, or 
may have left the district; and the 
relation between the vaccination ami 
the attack of small pox can only be 
discovered by the accurate registra¬ 
tion of all the cases and deaths, with 
the facts as to vaccination or re-vac¬ 
cination. When these facta are accur¬ 
ately registered, to determine what 
they teach is not the business of a 
doctor but of a statistician, and there 
Is much evidence to show that doc¬ 
tors are bail statisticians, and huve a 
special faculty for misstating figures. 
Tills allegation is ,-o grave and so 
fundamental to the question at issue 
that a few facts must be given in sup 
port of it.” 

Then Prof. Wallace proceeds to 
print examples of the manner in 
which statistics were manipulated a 
century or so ago. and allows how of¬ 
ficial bodies variously stated In their 
periodical reports that ihe number of 
deaths from small pox within ihe 
London Hills of Mortality previous to 
the discovery of vaccination averaged 
2.000. 4.000 and .7.000 annually. AM 
• hese s 1 moments could not be correct 
ami readers may take it for grunted 
that present-day pro-vaccinators to bol¬ 
ster up iheir tottering cause continue 
'o use the largest land consequently 
most erroneous j figures. 

Another trick la that of Dr. Lei mom 
who in his evidence before a Purllu- 
•neiitary rommluee In 1802. caluculat- 
ed the smallpox deaths of Great Brit 
tin A- Ireland before vaccination at 
'iliUMi annually. That total was ar¬ 
rived ut by taking 3.000 as the yearly 
mortality in London and multiplying 
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by 12 because the population of the 
metropolis was estimated to bo one 
twelfth or the wholo United Kingdom 
But In many rural -arena smallpox was 
unknown for long periods and yet the 
mortality amongst town, village and 
country populations was assumed lo 
be equal to that of overcrowded, filthy 
nnd fever-stricken London — albeit 
much too high « figure for the lattor 
was nlso taken at the start. Even 
in England and Wales registration 
only commenced in 1838 and for tlint, 
as well ns other countries, statistics 
prior to that dnte cannot fall to be 
unreliable nnd must be taken cum 
grnno sails. 

I am not surprised Dr. Curtis was 
amazed at some of my statements, but 
tlint docs not shake them. Truth Is 
often stranger that fiction and the 
doctor is not by nny means the only 
one dumbfounded by a realization of 
it. A very prominent Newtonian ai 
the conclusion of the Hunnewell club 
meeting said if anyone attempted to 
vaccinate his children now that he 
knows what the business is he would 
shoot them. And he means It too! 
1 coincide with my critic’s idea that 
the wonder Is everybody Is not an 
anti-vacclnntor In view of the abom¬ 
inable process of which the so-called 
lymph, or matter, or virus, or pus Is 
cultivated. Most of the people nre 
anti-vacclnatore but it is only just 
becoming the fashion to come out and 
say so. 

More than a thousand deaths have 
been recorded In the reurns of the 
Registrar General of England and 
Wales on the evidence of qualified 
doctors as having occured from cow- 
pox and other effects of vaccination 
in that country alone, within twenty 
years, and on the few documents out 
of the ninny in my possession I showed 
(each one relating to a quite recent 
calf-lymph victim, it says: "This cer¬ 
tificate. being signed nnd certified as a 
true copy by an officer to whose cus¬ 
tody the original is intrusted, is ad¬ 
missible ns evidence in any court of 
Justice.” Consequently If its proof 
i would be indisputable, say. in the U. 
S. Supreme Court it should be good 
i enough for the public, both medical 
and lay. 

It does not seem to have occured to 
Dr. Curtis that the fact that the 
germs of tetanus and other diseases 
may find a point of entrance at any 
other open wound ought to make us 
careful to create as few wounds as 
possible. Therefore, why vaccinate? 
I invite my antagonist to visit 46 Al¬ 
pine street. West Somerville and see 
there Mr. A. G. Renner, who on Feb¬ 
ruary 5th, 1903, then a healthy and 
robust expressman, was vaccinated, 
has never had a well day since, has 
been helpless and bedridden the Inst 
3 1-2 years, has lived a thousand 
deaths and to whom the final call 
would be a happy nnd welcome re¬ 
lease. At his bedside I watched bis 
sufferings, from his lips T heal'd his 
heartrending story. 1 challenge Dr. 
Can Is to do the same and then tell 
us whether he still believes that vac¬ 
cination should be compulsory. 

I have always admired ami certain¬ 
ly have never depreciated the legit¬ 
imate work of any doctor. Medicine 
has produced its heroes no less than 
war; and their name Is legion. Neither 
have I placed the two local medical 
men on any pinnacle. They simply 
did their duty professionally but at a 
time when their own physical con¬ 
dition was ample because had they 
shirked contact with infection 111 any 
shape. I do not qualify or withdraw 
one word spoken in reference to the 
attitude of the Press at the time of the 
epidemic, though I must not be held 
responsible for Dr. Curtis' erroneous 
construction and conclusions. 

Neither did I counsel a purgative in 
Hen of vaccination as the best means 
against smallpox. Re guided by nat¬ 
ure In the laws of health and the 
body will perform its functions with¬ 
out recourse to Epsom salts or 
Screeclian’s Squills. My Idea Is ex¬ 
pressed In the words of Sir B. W. 
Richardson, M. D., Y. R. S., who told 
the Sanitary Institute: “If by some 
magic spell England could wake up to¬ 
morrow clean,—ns I shall define tlint 
term,—-she would wake up pure also 
in spirit and godly in the comprehen¬ 
siveness of goodness. Cleanliness 
covers the whole field of sanitary 
labour. It is the beginning and the end. 
Practised in Its entirety It would ban¬ 
ish all disease from the world.” The 
happy condition of affairs depicted 
may spell Utopia, but, mull attained, 
the addition of vaccine filth to all oth¬ 
er existent varieties appears to me 
the height of madness. 

I claimed that as cholera, the 
plague and typhoid fever hud proved 
amenable to modern snnttnry meas¬ 
ures the same Influences had proved 
ami would prove beneficial towards 
smallpox. l)r. Curtis attributes to me 
the instancing of yellow fever and ty¬ 
phoid but that only provides another 
Illustration of his exceedingly elastic 
Imagination and resultant contortion 
of facts. Boards of Health may rely 
upon the cordial co-operation of nil 
right-minded citizens. It Is only when 
they become boards of compulsory ill- 
health that the right of resistance Ih 
created. So ! say drop your com- 
poncing and cease to abuse the beuu- 
t it'nl ha mil work of our Creator. With 
other aspects raised by the doctor 1 
hope to deal subsequently.

As one who believes vaccination a 
humbug, unworthy even of the ordi¬ 
nary accompanying words "pure uml 
simple," I have read with interest the 
two letters on the subject by l)r. 
Curtis, the chairman of our Board of 
I leu lib. 

Those who believe as 1 do. with 
whom I have acquaintance, arc not, 
as l)r. Curtis Imlimuios. persons who 
desire io commit indirect suicide by 
braving ihe possibility of smallpox 
without ihe pretended safeguard of 
vaccination, but rather persons who 
regard vaccination ns a sometimes 
most effective means of committing 
legalized self-murder. 

Vaccination is a subject on which 
intelligent people* differ so widely 
♦ hut it U one deserving serious con¬ 
sideration and any discussion In re¬ 
paid to It can be curried on best if 
those who take pail hi it confine 
hemselves to fuel* accessible •'» nil 
Snell a course will be more apt to 
lead to right conclusions than the 
tin aging iu of questionable and un¬ 


certain statistics from far countries 
or from times long gone. 

Dr. Curtis has admitted that there 
have been more cases of smallpox 
among the vaccinated than among 
the tin vaccinated. This, he states, Is 
due to the fact that there are more 
vaccinated than there are unvacci- 
nnted, although there nre no known 
figures for the establishment of the 
proportion the two classes bear to 
one another. In the light of this nd- 
mlslou what becomes of the argu¬ 
ment of those who justify compulsory 
vaccination on the ground that every 
unvaccinated person is an ever-pres¬ 
ent piece of tinder ready to tnke fire 
and start a general conflagration? If 
his figures tell the truth the vacci¬ 
nated have furnished more commu¬ 
nity endangering tinder than the tin- 
vaccinated. Dr. Curtis also admits 
ihat compulsory vaccination is nn in¬ 
fringement of personal liberty justi¬ 
fiable because "Ihe individual must 
bow to the needs of the comm unity.” 
Those who lliink differently assert 
that compulsory vaccination is an •un¬ 
justifiable Infringement of personal 
liberty because it deprives the Indi¬ 
vidual of the right to preserve his 
body in its state of natural health 
and compels him to submit to the 
Introduction of a poison Into his body 
which may work him great harm 
without any compensating resultant 
benefit to him or to the community. 

If Dr. Curtis wishes to slop the 
growth of ihe antl-vaccinatlon move¬ 
ment he can do it by proving the 
; anti-vaccinationIsts wrong, by pre¬ 
senting his side of the case so strong¬ 
ly and convincingly that there can 
be no escape from Ills deductions. 
And as a beginning of his campaign 
I would ask him, if he lins the time 
and the inclination, to give the peo¬ 
ple all the information lie can on the 
following points: 

What is smallpox: To what is it 
due? Does it ever appear de novo? 

How do epidemics start? How are 
they stopped? Is there any known in¬ 
stance where wholesale vaccination 
by and of itself sloped an epidemic? 
What slopped the Boston and vicinity 
epidemic of 1901-2? How many were 
vaceinated at that time in Newton? 
How many in Boston? 

If Dr. Curtis were forced to choose 
between universal vaccination, and 
quarantining and isolation to stop an 
epidemic which would he choose and 
why? 

What Is vaccine? Is It ever im¬ 
pure? If impure, 1 b it dangerous? 
Is there any absolute test for deter¬ 
mining the purity of vaccine before 
it Is introduced into a human body? 

Is it safe to vaccinate a teething 
baby? A tuberculous patient? One 
suffering from eczema? 

Is there nny connection between 
widespread vaccination and the prev¬ 
alence of tuberculosis? 

To wliat do the works on the se¬ 
quelae of vaccination devote them¬ 
selves, to mischief directly due to 
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vaccine or to miseiuer one to improp¬ 
er care after vaccination? 

What Is an effective vaccination?' 
Can effectiveness be tested absolute¬ 
ly without direct exposure? Does Dr. 
Curtis have personal knowledge of a. 
single instance of immunity ascrib- 
able to vaccination alone? 

If two men, one vaccinated within: 
a month, but now in n run-down and 
debilitated condition, and the other 
never vaceinated, but in perfect 
health, were exposed to smallpox to¬ 
morrow what. In Dr. Curtis's opinion, 
would he there respective chances of 
contracting thq disease? 

Was not the arm to arm method of 
vaccination at one time as strongly- 
and authoritatively advocated as our 
present method is now? Was not Its 
general abandonment a step for th& 
general good?

evening was as Interesting ns any held 
this year. There was a full attend¬ 
ance, with the exception of Alderman 
Stone, whose mother had Just died. 
About one hundred citizens were pres¬ 
ent 111 the gallery and lobby, attracted 
by the fact that the committee of ten, 
recently appointed at an Indignation 
meeting, were to be given a hearing 
on their demand that $5000 additional 
be given the School Committee for ex¬ 
penses in 1909. 

No one appeared at the first hear¬ 
ing on the removal of a tree on Lex¬ 
ington Btreet, and later the formal 
order granting this petition was adop¬ 
ted. 

At the hearing on the petition of 
Mrs. Geo. F. Lowell that $6000 be ad¬ 
ded to the appropriations for 1909 for 
the School Committee, Mr. Henry A. 
"Norton opened for the committee of 
ten appointed at a recent Indignation 
meeting held at Newtonvllle. 

The following letter was first read 
from Mr. Robert S. Gorham, chairman 
-of the School Committee. 

Boston, December 24, 1908. 
Messrs, Henry A. Norton and Ludvig 

Gerhard, 

Gentlemen:— 

It was evident at last night’s hear¬ 
ing before the School Committee that 
the facta with respect to certain mat¬ 
ters had been misunderstood. As you 
of course, desire to know the facts 
accurately, I venture to send you thlB 
letter. 

As to transportation of scholars: — 
The appropriation for transportation 
during the year 1908 was $2,100., and 
after January 1, 1908, the distribution 
of tickets continued on practically the 
same basis as before, namely, the 
scholars from the more remote part 
of the Chestnut Hill district received 
the maximum tickets, and the scholars 
from the less remote parts of that dis¬ 
trict and other districts received pro¬ 
portionately less. This fall the in¬ 
creased number of scholars requesting 
tickets and the Increase in the Street 
Railway's rate made It necessary for 
us to curtail the distribution, though 
I think that there was no substantial 
curtailment in the distribution to 
scholars from the more remote part of 
me Chestnut Hill district. In the 
school budget for 1909 passed by the 
Board of Aldermen, Is the same Item 
■of $2,100. for transportation, and that 
full amount will be available for trans¬ 
portation during 1909, except to the 
extent, if any, necessary towards mak¬ 
ing the $5,000. saving on our entire 
budget as asked for. I have no auth¬ 
ority to speak for next year’s Board, 
but my Impression Is that the entire 
$2,100. can be devoted to transporta¬ 
tion. This $2,100. for 1909 will not be 
available until after January 1st, but 
the Superintendent has already been 
authorized and Instructed by the j 
School Committee to resume after Jan -1 
ary 1st the distribution of tickets In 
about the old manner, hut keeping In 
mind the desire of the Committee to 
put the transportation fund to the 
best possible use. With regard to 
this transportation Item, I will merely 
add that the Committee have all along 
appreciated that the more remote part 
of the Chestnut Hill district Is prob¬ 
ably the most In need of these trans¬ 
portation facilities. Not only are the 
distances which the children travel 
great, but the thoroughfares are ex¬ 
posed to sweeping winds from the 
northwest, and tlie paths must drift 
-very badly In snow-storms. The situa¬ 
tion In that district is in marked con-! 
trast, for example, to the situation In 
the Newtonvllle district, which Is 
thickly built and without hills and with 
good si reel s and sidewalks. 

As to the evening schools:—The 
1909 budget as adopted by the Aider- 
men contains an Item of $3,000. for 
evening schools. As a step toward 
making the necessary $5,000. saving 
the Committee voted at its November 
meeting to apply only $1,000. of the 
$3,000. to evening schools, and decided 
further that the $1,000. could best be 
expended by continuing after January 
1, 1909, the present evening school. 
That arrangement will probably con¬ 
tinue the evening school until about 
February 20, 1909, but the evening 
school for the winter of 1909-10 will 
not bo opened until after January 1, 
1910, and will have to depend on the 
appropriation for 1910, whatever that 
proves to be. The Committee fully 
sympathize with everything which has 
been said about tho importance of 
the evening schools, but they feel that 
111 the nianuer above stated a saving 
of $2,000. can bo effected with less in¬ 
jury to our school system than In any 
other way. 

As to the consolidation of the two 
ninth grades In Newtonvllle:—The 
Claflln ninth grade bus an enrollment 
of nineteen. The Horace Mann ninth 
grade an enrollment of twenty-three 
or twenty-four, making a total of forty- 
three. This total may be compared 
with the enrollment In several other 
ninth grades,—namely. Burr School, 
thirty-eight; Pierce School, forty, with 
an overflow of twenty-two; Mason 
School, two rooms, one of forty-one, 
one or forty-two. The Committee up 
predate and sympathize with what 
was said lust night about the desira¬ 
bility of smaller classes, but the Com¬ 
mittee are unable to Justify the con¬ 
tinuance of the two classes in Newton- 
villc, which could so eusily be consol¬ 
idated. If ull the schools of tlie city 
should he put on the basis of say, 
twenty scholurs per dues, it would in¬ 
crease our sulary disbursements by at 
least $100,000. Iu this connection it 
should also be borne in mind that in 
ilie opinion of the School Committee 
tlie Claflln ninth grade scholars will 
be benefited by bolug trauHfered to 
the Horace Mann School. The hall 
III which the Claflln ninth grade has 
been conducted Is not a proper school¬ 
room and ought not to be used as a 
schoolroom. The Committee plan to 
have Miss Larrabee, the present 
teacher at the ninth grade of the Claf- 
llu School, transferred to the Horace 


subjected to any change of teachers 
In the middle of the year. 

Vacation Schools:—The Committee 
have not yet voted to withhold the 
$ 1 , 800 . (I am not certain about this 
figure) budget item for the vacation 
schools, but my impression is that it 
will have to be withheld In order to 
effect the $5,000. saving. The Commit¬ 
tee appreciate the vnlue of the vaca¬ 
tion schools, and, if the $1,800. is with¬ 
held, it will because in the opinion of 
the Committee that saving can thus be 
effected with the least Injury to the 
school system of the city. The Com¬ 
mittee fall to appreciate the force or 
reasonableness of Mrs. Eager's objec¬ 
tion to paying the expenses of the va¬ 
cation schools by private subscription, 
if that became necessary. It seems to 
me a sufficient answer to her objec¬ 
tion. to recall that for a dozen yearB 
or more the ladies of Newton support¬ 
ed through private contributions the 
vacation Rchool at Nonantum, and 
built It up to so useful an Institution 
that ihe Aldermen and the School 
Committee were willing to take It over 
as part of the school system. 

Need of ninth grade at Stearns 
Scnool:—Mr. Forknall urged at the re¬ 
cent meeting in the High School, and 
also at last night’s meeting, that a 
ninth grade room should be establish¬ 
ed at the Stearns School. Ab a mat¬ 
ter of fact, the School Committee pro¬ 
vided a ninth grade teacher for the 
Stearns School last fall, and were un¬ 
able to open a ninth grade room sim¬ 
ply because only four or five ninth 
grade scholars presented themselves. 
It is the plan of the Committee to 
open a ninth grade room In the 
Stearns School as soon as there are 
enough ninth grade pupils there to Jus¬ 
tify it. 

In conclusion, I wlBh again to state 
my appreciation of your desire to help 
the schools of Newton. I think, how¬ 
ever, that you have been led astray 
by a misunderstanding of some of the 
facts, and that on the true facts there 
Is no occasion for anxiety-about our 
Newton school system. I think that 
the Aldermen appreciate aa thorough¬ 
ly as do the School Committee the im¬ 
portance of the public day schools, 
evening schools and vacation schools, 
and I know that the School Commit¬ 
tee have the welfare of the schools 
more deeply at heart than any equal 
number of citizens of the city.

Mr. Norton then addressed the 
board as follows, his statement being 
in the form of a reply to Mr. Gorham. 

Dear Sir:—We beg to acknowledge 
the receipt of your favor of December 
24th current. In reply will say we 
have no desire to misstate any facts, 
or to make incorrect Inferences there¬ 
from. We are especially desirous that 
the fullest publicity be given to both 
sides of the question, because the 
greater the number who thoroughly 
understand the facts, the more force¬ 
ful will become the public demand In 
support of our position. 

As to the transportation of scholars: 

We regret that your letter pertain¬ 
ing to this subject is not clear, and 
makes it appear to the casual reader 
that there ts In reality no cause for 
complaint, when the reverse is true 
according to your own former state¬ 
ment of the facts. We mean that the 
obscurity In your letter tends to lead 
the casual reader to think that after 
all has been said on this question, 
the reduction in the number of tickets 
given to the school children is work¬ 
ing no hardship, although you know 
(he contrary lo be true and that this 
wrong should not be tolerated for one 
moment by the citizens of Newton. 

You have strongly in lima ted, and 
the Superintendent has written that a 
largo portion of the $5,000 omitted 
from your Committee's estimate for 
schools should be taken out of the 
school appropriation for conveyance of 
school children. 

In 1907 the appropriation- for con¬ 
veyance of pupils was $ 2 , 000 , and, 
(presumably figuring on an increase 
In attendance) this amount was in¬ 
creased for 190$ to $2,100. 

On October 29th, after a few verbul 
statements in regard to reduction In 
tickets, the Superintendent of Schools 
notified the parents of children re¬ 
ceiving the school tickets on street 
railways to the effect that because 
the appropriation for such conveyance 
was so nearly expended, it would be 
impossible lo furnish further free 
tickets to children above the first 
grade, and that children of the kin* 
dergurlen and first grade would re¬ 
ceive thereafter elghl tickets each per 
week. It would appear thul the 
| School (’onunittee foresaw that a cut 
1 was coming on their estimate for 1909, 
and began immediately to retrench, 
uml hi doing so, began lo withhold 
some of the $2,000 which was appro¬ 
priated for tlie pupils’ conveyance for 

1908. You stale in your letter on this 
subject that In the School Budget for 

1909, passed by the Board of Aider- 
men, is the same Item of $2,100, and 
you further state that the full umount 
will be uvuiluble for transportation 
during 1909 “except lo the extent, if 
any, necessary towards making the 
$5,000 saving on our entire budget, us 
asked for.” Is not Ibis confusing and 
misleading? Will not those who have 
not followed this matter closely fall 
to see these ure words only, and be 
blinded somewhat to Ihe actual fads? 
We have not hesitated to express our¬ 
selves heretofore vigorously, and have 
adhered closely to the facts, but such 
sentences us above quoted seem lo us 
to be evasive of the issue. 

We note with pleasure that you 
state tlie Committee have all along 
appreciated the need of the more re¬ 
mote part of the Chestnut Hill District, 
and we have not the slightest doubt 
that with a proper school appropria¬ 
tion fund, an adequate supply of tick¬ 
ets would be given to the children 


wherever needed, To requote, you 
will see that "$2,100 will be available 
for transportation during 1909, except 
to the extent, if any, necessary 
towards making the $5,000 saving on 
our entire budget, as asked for" mere¬ 
ly means that in endeavoring to save 
that $5,000, the Committee will prob¬ 
ably decide to do away largely with 
free tickets; we beg to state that we 
believe the citizens of Newton will not 
permit this to be done. As a matter 
of fact, when the school appropria¬ 
tion for 1909 was made, it was de¬ 
cided to give It In a lump sum to the 
School Committee to spend as their 
judgment deemed proper, and your 
letter Is strong evidence of the Inten¬ 
tion of your Committee to apply a 
small portion of the appropriation to 
transportation of pupils. 

As to the evening schools; 

Speaking for ourselves, and we 
think for those who are so deeply in¬ 
terested with us, we believe that the 
evening school is one of the most im¬ 
portant of our schools. Instruction Is 
given to illiterates, as well as to those 
of higher mental aptitude, and in this 
direction, greater results can be ob¬ 
tained along the line of making a 
higher average of intelligence of the 
citizens, because the lower grades are 
susceptible to the greatest possibility 
of increased knowledge. We are under 
obligation to look out for those, no 
matter what their walk In life, who 
are willing to spend their time nights 
In gaining an education. There is a 
large foreign population in Newton, a 
great many of whom attend our even¬ 
ing schools for the purpose of learn¬ 
ing the English language, and all are 
there for the purpose of increasing 
their knowledge, and thus becoming 
better citizens. It is important that 
we consider their average intelligence, 
especially In view of the fact that 
they have the right to become citizens. 

We think that if curtailment is nec¬ 
essary, it should be made elsewhere, 
and not in the evening schools. The 
pupils of the high school would be less 
Injured by a curtailment of their 
term, or the elimination of some spe¬ 
cial branches, than the pupils of the 
evening school would be injured by 
cutting that school’s term. We regret 
that your Committee, while stating 
that they fully sympahlze with every¬ 
thing which has been Bald about the 
importance of the evening schools, 
still feel that in trying to mako a 
saving of $2,000, that saving cannot 
be effected with less injury to our 
school system In some other way. 
We do not believe that the majority 
of the citizens of Newton agree with 
you as to this; and believe that they 
think that the abandonment or cur¬ 
tailment of the term of the evening 
schools would he a blow at the wel¬ 
fare of our City. 

As to the consolidation of the two 
ninth grades in Newtonvllle: 

Within the last few years, this is 
the tbiid attempt that has been made 
to send the ninth grade scholars of 
the Claflin School to the Horace Mann 
School. It is a fact that the teachers 
and scholars, as well as the parents, 
have In the past objected to this con¬ 
solidation, and they object to-day. We 
feel that this consolidation will estab¬ 
lish a precedent, bringing the same re¬ 
sult that has taken place in the 
Stearns' district; namely, that unless 
there Is a ninth grade in the Claflln 
School, many pupils and parents will 
l'eel that with the finishing of the 
eighth grade, education ceases, and 
they will give up the last and best 
year of their children's school life. 

The considerations presented at the 
School Committee meeting by the lady 
speakers, with regard to the age of 
the girl pupils, are extremely weighty, 
and yet, iu your letter, you make no 
mention of the Importance of these 
subjects. 

While It is true that the Claflin 
ninth grade hall Is not an entirely 
proper school room, if the parents and 
children are satisfied, we see no rea¬ 
son why you should urge the school 
room's defects on behalf of your ad¬ 
ministrative preference. 

You state that the Committee In¬ 
tends to have .Miss Larrabee, the 
present very efficient aud well-liked 
teacher of the ninth grade of the 
Claflln School, transferred to ihe Hor¬ 
ace Mann School, so that the Claflin 
School children will not be subject to 
change of teachers Iu tlie middle of 
the year; and yet you entirely Ignore 
tho fact Ihut the parents and pupils 
of tlie ninth grade of the Horace 
Aiann School may object just as seri¬ 
ously (o u change of their children's 
teacher in the middle of the year. 
Your argument, therefore, is lacking 
in soundiieBs. We think ihut the pu¬ 
pils of the ninth grade, who are pre¬ 
paring for the high school, are averse 
to tills change, and thul they cunnot 
do as efficient school work, because 
of their tardy marks,, because of be¬ 
ing marked fulled In their studies 
when absent, which must occur fre¬ 
quently, and that they will not get 
tlie value out of the last half of the 
school term which ihe expenditure 
wurrunls. It is simply a question of 
amount of money expended versus 
return in Increased knowledge. The 
continuance of the ninth grade of the 
(’lullln School, and also the Horace 
Mann School under the present sys¬ 
tem will do more towards bringing 
the children of those schools to a 
high mark (ban would bo the case if 
they were subjected to consolidation, 
making forty-two or forty-four pupils 
under one teacher In one room. 

We note your figures of enrollment 
ill other ninth grades, aud will stale 
(dearly that we think pupils of tlie 
seventh, eighth, and ninth grades 
should not be In classes of over 
twenty-live, because at that age they 
begin to sliow development In certain 
direct ions, und when being taught in 
classes, a teacher cannot give these 
individual character 1st lea the atten¬ 
tion which their importance demands. 
We reulize that ut present Newton 
cunnot afford for the three higher 
grades of the grammar school lo have 
such a small number iu eucli class, 
but we do believe thut in the ninth 
grade an effort should be made in 
this direction, und we note with 
pleasure thut you. as well as your 
(’oinmluee and Mr. Spaulding agree 
heartily with us on the question of 
higher efficiency where there are 
small classes 

In regard to vacation schools: 

If your Committee withholds the 
$1,800* for^his item, it w ill be because 


that In ItR Judgment a saving can thus . 
bo effected with the least injury to I 
our school system. We reply, aB be¬ 
fore, thnr. In matters pertaining to i 
curtailment, you can best eliminate I 
nome Hpcrfal branch of the higher i 
grades of learning, because that will ! 
have the least Injurious effect on the 
Bchool system as a whole. 

We regret your Committee Is not In 
accord with Mrs. Eager’s objection to 
paying the expenses of the vacation 
schools by private subscription. We 
do not agree with you that It Is a suf¬ 
ficient. answer to her objection to 
state that for a dozen years or more 
the ladles of Newton supported the 
vacation school at Nonantum through 
private contributions. We do not deny 
that they made that soiiool a most 
useful institution, but we believe, as 
a matter of principle, that the dignity 
of the City of Newton can best be 
maintained by not making the vaca¬ 
tion schools, or Indeed the evening 
schools, charitable institutions. The 
people who attend these schools are 
not beggars or objects of charity. 
They are tax payers in the true sense 
of the word, and no more objects of 
charity than are the children of the 
high school. It is Just as reasonable 
to solicit a subscription to carry on 
(he complete course of the high school 
for 1909 as it is for those of the va¬ 
cation or evening schools. The fact 
of the failure of your Committee to 
see the need of the vacation school 
and meet the same, is some evidence, 
when coupled with your admission of 
Its excellence, that the thoughtfulness 
of our charitable minded ladles was 
in advance of the administrative effi¬ 
ciency of your able Committee and 
affords grounds upon which these 
same ladles may justify their dis¬ 
agreement with you as to your Com¬ 
mittee’s contemplated method of 
economy in expending the school 
funds. 

Need of the ninth grade of the 
Stearns School: 

We note with pleasure the fact that 
provision is being made for a ninth 
grade at this school, and we feel sure 
that as soon as the pupils, who finish 
in tlie eighth grade, know that their 
schooling may be continued for an¬ 
other year, there will be a large class. 
Mr. Forknall fully presented this mat¬ 
ter at the School Committee meeting 
December 23rd, and proved by the 
figures with relation to the eighth 
grade that a ninth grade would be a 
success the moment the children and 
parents were notified of the fact that 
there was a ninth grade they could 
attend at their own school. We think 
that the children of the eighth grade 
should be informed, at the beginning 
of the January term, concerning the 
establishment next fall of a ninth 
grade in the Stearns School, so that 
they might not seek employment, and 
thus become lost to the last year of 
their school work. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank you 
for your statement that you appre¬ 
ciate our desire to help the schools of 
Newton. We. too, appreciate your po¬ 
sition and the position of the School 
Committee, and we are trying to help 
you. We appreciate that you as 
Chairman, and the various members 
of the School Committee are endeav¬ 
oring to do the best they can under 
the conditions that confront them, and 
take this opportunity of thanking the 
School Committee for their effort in 
behalf of the schools. Our only in¬ 
tention Is to try In a public-spirited 
manner to be of real benefit, and if 
we are somewhat vigorous, It only 
shows an intentness of purpose, a 
lack of which would spell defeat. We 
shall use our best endeavors to se¬ 
cure an additional appropriation for 
the schools, concerning which you 
made the following statement at the 
School Committee hearing December 
23rd, "The School Board asked front 
the Aldermen not a cent more than 
the School Board would have been 
glad to get, and would now be glad 
to have, if the Aldermen see their 
way to grant If." We hope by our co¬ 
operation to aid the School Committee 
to a proper understanding of what the 
desires of the citizen^ are.

LUDWIG GERHARD. 

Mr. Ludwig Gerhard:—I am a real- ; 
dent of the Chestnut Hill school dls-1 
ttict which has 3d pupils. The dis-1 
tauce to the Mason school is one and 
a half miles. The Chestnut Hill dis¬ 
trict is one of the thirteen which make | 
up the City of Newton and we are 
the only one which has no public 
school. Last October Mr. Spaulding 
informed our children through the : 
teachers that they should receive no 1 
more tickets as their appropriation ! 
hud been used up. The parents went | 
down and talked it over and tlie chil¬ 
dren were given a few extra tickets 
The amount of money which would | 
carry our children back and forth for | 
the whole year Is $.’>70. The mile and 
a half travel to the Mason School is 
through roads unprotected by trees or 
dwelling houses, and we have to travel 
to an elevation of two hundred feet. 
When our children get home at noon 
they will refuse to eat any dinner, 
will have to lay down, they are so ex¬ 
hausted from the walk. Our children ■ 
are younger and younger as they go 
to the grammar school, their studies 
are greater, the superintendent wants 
more of them, the teachers want more 
of them, and to accomplish the work i 
tile school teachers and superintend¬ 
ent .expect of the children, it is im¬ 
possible for them to walk that mile 
und a half. The board of aldermen 
wants to see taxpayers come into 
Newton to live Every one of those 
children’s parents have friends whom 
we want lo have come out from Bos¬ 
ton and live lit Newton, but if we 
dare mention the fact that our chil¬ 
dren have to walk a mile ami a half 
to school it would crush the whole; 
proposition. We think the school ; 
board will not grant us those tickets 
and we come here to see If they can¬ 
not get tills appropriation In order 
that the children may get their edu¬ 
cation and do Justice to the money 
the City of Newton lays out. 

Rev Henry K. Oxnard: The evening 
school is a very important part of 
the subject under discussion tonight 
l think we may as well say the even-, 
ing school is an integral part of our 
school system and its importance is | 
becoming more and more recognized 1 


and people are beginning to use It 
more. We have In Nonantum, a large 
number of foreign born and children 
of foreign born parents who are am¬ 
bitious and want to get up In the 
world. The City of Newton, through 
Its schools, can give them the things 
that they need to make them the beat 
citizens it is possible to make. I 
circulated a little petition recently 
among representative citizens of Non¬ 
antum, Baking for tho u*e of a room 
In the Stearns school for a meeting of 
the Italians. We had two meetings 
and they came out in good numbers. 
A11 who met them were Impressed 
with their appearance. Tho other day 
I was In the home of a Swede, a mem¬ 
ber of the evening school who won 
some little distinction last Tall. He 
commented upon what had been said 
tn the papers about the evening school 
and he said he hoped the school would 
continue. We want to encourage 
these people and give them the op¬ 
portunity. Also the people down there 
who are unable to keep on with the 
day schools and want to come out In 
the evening to attend school. There 
are ambitious young men who get 
through their grammar school and 
have to go to work but want to con¬ 
tinue their education, we want to help 
them to do It. The situation seems 
to be that $3000 appropriated for even¬ 
ing schools has been cut down to 
$1000 which leaves out the fall term, 
perhaps the most important term. Is 
it necessary, then to take this $2000 
out of the $3000 appropriation? We 
want to assimilate the foreign people 
who come Into our midst. It Is the 
greatest question of the hour, and of 
Newton, and now Newton has a chance 
to lead the way and for a paltry two 
thousand dollars, will you stay the 
hand of progress? I ought to be 
cautious, perhaps, when I say paltry, 
because when you laden the came! too 
heavily even a feather Is not paltry. 
We sympathize with the aldermen, 
they are conscientious, they work for 
the public good and mean the greatest 
good for the greatest number, but if 
it is possible to reconsider this ques¬ 
tion in view of the new light and the 
future of these people, who are our | 
fellow citizens, and for whom we ought 1 
perhaps to make an extra effort be¬ 
cause they are so heavily handicapped, 
this seems to me to be an important 
moral as well as civic question for 
you to decide. 

Prof. Zueblin:—I dislike to say any¬ 
thing personally, bitf it Is necessary 
to say why I have the Impertinence 
to come here, since I have been a resi¬ 
dent only since the first of November. 1 
I have come as a prospective citizen,] 
one who has decided to come to the 
Boston district, and especially to New¬ 
ton to live, as from his judgment with 
regard to the quality of the place he 
can speak perhaps with a degree of 
freedom which perhaps the older resi¬ 
dents do not enjoy. As a stranger and 
as a student of public affairs, may I 
say that my first impression Is that 
Newton is so situated, as the whole 
Boston region Is, that Its attractIv- 
ness is Its scattered population. The 
difficulty of administration is due to 
this great charm. This scattered pop¬ 
ulation which gives you thirteen vil- 1 
lages is what attracts people here, 
consequently one says that the thing 
which makes your city most Interest¬ 
ing is the thing which makes It hard 
to govern. To the outsider it Is an 
encouraging symptom, to see people 
interested. It Is very encouraging to 
see that the people of Newton care 
about something, and they all testify 
to the fact that their public servants 
are doing their very best, but they 
happen to have struck a dilemma 
which may have two or more horns. 

I regret that this question should 
trouble you, but at the same time re¬ 
joice that such thlnjy have begun to 
trouble citizens. I generally find that 
the public servants are not only as 
good as the people they represent, but 
generally a little better, because of the 
consistent apathy of the American 
people. I show you that one who has 
recently come into your midst has. be¬ 
fore coming here, learned that the 
Newton high school is one of the best 
in the country. These vacation schools 
are among the first established. 
The only thing which warrants my 
saying anything is, as a prospective 
resident who In choosing a place to 
live in, chose Newton especially on ac¬ 
count of her schools. It is very un¬ 
fortunate from the point of view of 
a new comer that this question should 
have arisen, especially with reference 
to the choice of expenditure. It is 
very great pity that what is one of 
the physical charms of the city should 
be the cause of this dilemma. In 
coming to your community 1 must say 
that 1 am'looking for trees and re¬ 
joice that In Newton there is the pub 
lie spirit to meet the problem as it 
does, and yet one raises the question 
whether lie is to have his first con¬ 
cern for schools or for trees. I am 
especially concerned about tlie schools 
and I find that there Is every assur¬ 
ance that there is something better in 
Newton than found elsewhere. Then 
[ ask myself. Is It not a pity that citi¬ 
zens come to the discussion, whether 
to cure for trees or children when we 
have to have both. We rejoiced In 
the fact that we have a technical 
.school but l think the vacation schools 
and the night schools are more impor¬ 
tant. It is neither wise nor fair to 
discriminate then in favor of these 
emergencies that confront you as 
against children. If this is to contin¬ 
ue. this curtailment of the expendi¬ 
tures of the schools, then 1 should 
raise the question, why not have sub 
scrlptlona to maintain other things 
which are satisfying the needs of the 
people who are here. I notice that 1 
von sprinkle your streets through the | 
public, collect ashes through the pub 
lie, take great care of streets—all 
those expenditures are admirable, but 
a gnat many non-residents benefit by 
the care of the streets, but your resl 
dents are concerned with the children, 
if people ure to go down into their 
pockets would it not be a good idea to 
levy special assessments for special 
expenditures? The question as to 
which will exalt the name of Newton 
cannot be discussed Your public ed 
u cat ton Is the best foot that you can 
put forwatxl. Manifestly you will lo>»* 
no monetary and social value if you 
lose some of those phjalc&l charms, 
but thev are more easily eared for 
than the schools. You cannot afford 
to neglect your streets or trees, but ifj 
there must be popular subscriptlou 


raised, shall it "not be tor ine ephe¬ 
meral things and shall not the public 
expendiinres be for the positive 
things, which Is the education of the 
coming generation. 


Mr. Jesse ('. Ivy:—In advocating the 
appropriation or $6UUi) additional to 
the appropriation which you have al¬ 
ready made, It is not my purpose to 
criticise the school committee, nor Is 
it my intention to criticise the Board 
or Aldermen or trespass upon Its do¬ 
main, or criticise the Mayor. I not¬ 
iced the president of this board asked 
us to talk to the Issue, but he was 
very careful not to tell us what the 
precise issue Is here that is Involved. 

Pres. Weston. He assumed, Mr. 
Ivy, thaL everybody knew that this Is 
the petition of Mrs. George F. Lowell, 
relative to additional appropriation 
or $5,000 for the School Department. 

Mr. Ivy: That petition does not 
state the issue that is Involved, and 
it does not state the suggestions con¬ 
cerning the issue that Is Involved. In 
order that I may discuss this question 
Intelligently with you I must state to 
you the exact issue which we are dis¬ 
cussing. Under the charter of the 
city of Newton and under the laws of 
Massachusetts, the school committee 
is charged with the duty of making an 
estimate of the money required for 
school departments. The school com¬ 
mittee has made that estimate. They 
said in Bpeciflc items what they want. 
The estimate by the school committee 
was $312,582 Tor the year 1909. Under 
the provisions or your charter the 
Mayor or the City of Newton is direc¬ 
ted to send in that estimate to this 
Board with his suggestions in detail 
concerning each one of the specific 
items. He has done that and tne dif¬ 
ference between the Mayor and the 
school committee was considerably 
larger than JJa.OOO, but the Board of 
Aldermen in considering the question 
raised the appropriation from what the 
Mayor approved to the amount speci¬ 
fied by the school committee, less 
$5,009. 

Now the appropriation made by the 
Board is for specific things, (Mr. ivy 
Is mistaken in this statement as the 
appropriation for schools, as made by 
the aldermen was in a lump sum. Ed.) 

One of those specific things Is 
$3000 for the evening schools, another 
one of these specific tings is $1450 
for the vacation schools. It la only 
upon these two points that I propose 
to make some suggestions and I will 
not enter into the discussion of the 
question of the appropriation with 
reference to the tickets for the chil¬ 
dren. 

The school committee does not rec¬ 
ognize that they are bound to use 
the specific $3,000 appropriated for 
the evening schools for that purpose. 
They do not recognize that they are 
bound to use the $1,450 in the budget 
appropriated for vacation schools for 
that purpose, but they say, we are 
entitled to exercise our judgment as 
to how' this $307,582 which you have 
appropriated shall be expended. The 
school committee claim the right, 
and I think they are justified in 
claiming that right that they have the 
authority to say how they will ad¬ 
minister and apply this $307,582. 

The committee says that It pro¬ 
poses, as a means of making up the 
$5,000 to withhold from the evening 
schools all of the money which has 
been appropriated by you for the pur¬ 
pose. excepting enough to carry on the 
evening schools for three months. 
Let me put it exactly as it Is. for I 
want to discuss the facts with you 
and nothing else. The school com¬ 
mittee say they propose to shorten 
the term of the evening schools by 
cutting it down just one-half, they 
say that they propose to take away 
from the vacation schools the entire 
amount appropriated to that purpose 
by suspending the vacation schools, 
so that the vacation schools go out 
of existence and the evening schools 
are cut down to a period of three 
months. Now the evening schools 
have just three hours a week and the 
cutting down of these evening schools 
from six months to three months is 
taking away substantially the great¬ 
er part of the possibility of the il¬ 
literate people from acquiring the or¬ 
dinary knowledge of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. Let us state the is¬ 
sue—the Board of Aldermen, in con¬ 
sidering the question whether the 
$312,582 should be appropriated, as 
asked for by the School Committee, 
had to take into consideration nec¬ 
essarily the demands upon the City 
Treasury from every other source, 
they had to take into consideration 
the fire, water, sewer, highway, char¬ 
ity. and every other department which 
had any claim whatever on the City 
Treasury. The school committee’s 
judgment is, and 1 beg you to remem¬ 
ber that their judgment is final, their 
judgment Is that $312,582 was re¬ 
quired for the school purposes of the 
City of Newton. The Board of Aider- 
men's judgment is that, notwithstand¬ 
ing this $312,582 may be required for 
school purposes, still the other re¬ 
quirements upon the treasury of the 
City of Newton are so great that we 
feel justified in reducing the amount 
which the judgment of the school 
committee says is required to the ex¬ 
tent of $5,000. Now I cannot, in the 
brief time that I am going to talk to 
you. enter into the discussion of the 
relation of the other departments of 
the City to this $312,582. and point 
out to you whether the savings 
should be elsewhere made, that ts 
your business, but I would suggest 
Just one single fact, that In a city 
where we have the eight-hour law in 
operation in reference to labor, and 
where we employ 500 men at the 
present season of the year, that time 
which a laborer consume.- in going, 
for example, from the New ton vil lo 
district to Upper Falls, that time be¬ 
ing reckoned as part of his eight 
hours, there is a great loss, Now if 
you have 500 men, ami 1 am in sym¬ 
pathy with the laboring men. for It la 
their business to give as little labor 
In the eight hours as possible, while 
it is your business to get as much 
return during the eight hours aa pos¬ 
sible. now if you take 500 men and 
take half or three-quarters of on hour 
for each in tlie day thut is lost, it 
does not take long to make up $6,000. 

The school committee say In their 
judgment that the best Interests of 
the school department require a short¬ 
ening of the term of the evening

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Bchoola and an abolition of tlie vaca¬ 
tion schools. Now ihon you nve re- 
sponsible, nnd that responsibility you 
cannot shirk, for the shortening of 
the evening schools nnd the abolition 
of the vacation schools mid you take 
that responsibility because you sny 
It is for ihe best Interests of ihe city 
and for the welfare of the city of 
Newton ns a whole, that It should he 
done. The school committee have the 
authority to do It, over which you 
have no control, you can furnish the 
remedy and avoid the school commit¬ 
tee’s doing it by giving the money, 
but you have said that you will not 
give the money, therefore the re¬ 
sponsibility Is with you In regard to 
shortening these evening schools and 
abolishing the vacation schools. 

Now then 1 am to address you on 
this simple proposition, that the best 
Interest of the City of Newton as a 
whole tl cm a mis thnt you give this 
$5,000 additional appropriation In or¬ 
der to continue the evening schools 
for six months and In order to con¬ 
tinue the vacation schools. I nm not 
going to discuss the phase with ref¬ 
erence to the vacation schools, but 1 
am going to discuss the evening 
schools. In the evening schools last 
year which attended the Horace Mann 
School there were enrolled 235 pupils. 
These pupils were from 1T> to 40 
years or age. There was an average 
attendance of 103 pupils In that 
school. There wore In this evening 
school In the Horace Maun School 
just twenty different nationalities. 
Italy furnished 122, America furnished 
57, Poland 53. Ireland. Germany, Eng¬ 
land, Canada. Scollnnd. Australia, Ja¬ 
pan. Africa, 1 think Spain was not 
represented for they have an anti¬ 
pathy towards this country and Its 
educational processes, but there were 
twenty different nationalities in thnt 
school. They are the very best type 
of emigrants to this country. They 
are the bread winners by daylight 
and the knowledge seekers by lamp* 
light, they are eutltled to the great¬ 
est consideration at our hands, they 
are young men and young women 
mostly, they and their descendants 
are to be here, they are seeking to 
accumulate money, they are the 
money getters of this generation anti 
will be the money getters of the next 
generation, they are the men and 
women who furnish the skilled labor, 
and who are to become citizens and 
who are to discharge all the duties 
incumbent upon American citizens. 
Now are you going to stand In the 
way of these people learning the Eng¬ 
lish language, reading and writing, by 
withholding from them this approprla- 
turn loose upon this community Ig¬ 
norant, unlettered people, who are 
seeking education in order that they 
may improve their own condition? 
This is the problem which you ore up 
against, and this problem from the 
economical, political and spiritual 
standpoint demands this appropria¬ 
tion of $5,000. 

On its economical side, there is the 
gain of intelligent, skilled labor. You 
know if you are versed in the indus¬ 
trial education of the world that Mas¬ 
sachusetts and the United States of 
America lag far in the rear of Ger¬ 
many nnd England, because there 
they have trade schools which enable 
just this class of persons to go forth 
aa trained, skilled mechanics. This 
evening school which you are going 
to exterminate by the failure to give 
this money is the stepping stone to 
Industrial education and to higher 
technical education. Are you going 
to deny these twenty nationalities 
who are to be citizens of this Com¬ 
monwealth of that opportunity? The 
school committee say you must take 
the responsibility and it is a serious 
responsibility. 

TCow take it upon the political side 
of this question and I mean toy the 
political side the good citizenship 
side of the question. I tell you. gen¬ 
tlemen, the president of Harvard Col¬ 
lege was a young unlettered illiterate 
at the age of 21 years. You all per¬ 
haps know that down in Greenville, 
Tenn., in a cabinet there can be seen 
a tailor’s board and it tailors goose 
used by Andrew Johnson who was 
taught his letters by his wife. An¬ 
drew Johnson was a president of the 
United States. Do not you think, 
those of you who are familiar with 
the life of Abraham Lincoln, that he 
would have attended such an evening 
school us this If he had hud the op¬ 
portunity to do it? Are you going to 
deny these people tlie opportunity of 
lifting themselvea up to a higher 
plane, to a useful life, tout J am not 
going to argue tills question upon the 
proposition that it is possible for 
some Lincoln or some Johnson to 
come out of this evening school, but 
1 am going to argue It upon the prop¬ 
osition that the real heroes in our 
community ate the honest young men 
and women who ate intelligently ami 
feurlensly uro quietly performing the 
day s labor and the work at hand as 
it conies to them from day to day. 1 
do not know of anything that Illus¬ 
trates this any better than the build¬ 


ing of a cornl reef. Arc you going lo 
take from those young people the op¬ 
portunity of upbuilding the city, of 
nectimulHlIng wealth to advance the 
city by giving character to the city, 
to the common wealth, to the nation, 
von do that If you sny the vacation 
schools shall be extinguished nnd the 
evening school shall be shortened. 

1 do not think 1 ought to discuss 
the greater, the spiritual side of this 
question. 1 think myself that is the 
far greatest side, for It Is the spiritual 
man who Is Influenced toy education 
and toy coming in contact with tljose 
things education offers. 1 do not know* 
of any better illustration, .Mr, Presi¬ 
dent. than thnt which is furnished by 
the answer which was given to the 
disciples of John, when John heard of 
the mighty works which the Prince 
of Peace had been doing, he sent his 
disciples to Inquire of Him if it was 
He or should they look for another, 
and he said unto the disciples of 
John, "Go tell him the things you see 
and hear, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed. Ihe blind see, the dead 
tire raised, nnd the poor have the gos¬ 
pel preached unto them." In this 
simple description of the greatest of 
His works lie Himself defined the 
preaching of the gospel to the poor 
aa the mightiest of his works. Are 
you going to deny to these illiterate 
men and women In tills evening 
school the opportunity of preaching 
the gospel, of rending the English 
gospel, of taking into their lives what 
is there delineated as to make thnt 
most efficient citizen that can be' 
made, and I hope that you will give 
ibis five thousand dollars and enable 
this work to continue. 

Thomas llalfrey: We have listened 
very carefully to the speakers of the 
evening. I agree with brother Ivy, and 
I think that where we poor, ignorant 
people come over here and wish to 
get an education thnt the people thnt 
can keep their children In school 
ought to, and if you can appropriate 
$300,000 for a technical school, by 
God you can appropriate $5,000 for an 
evening school. 

At the conclusion of the heating 
the matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee, and subsequently, after a 
recess, the report of ibis committee 
recommending leave to withdraw, was 
unanimously accepted. 

On a venire for five jurors for the 
Cambridge Superior Court. Alderman 
Gray drew the names of William L. 
Allen, Chestnut hill, Arthur B. Seder- 
qulsi, and Edgar E. Conover. Auburn- 
dale, James G. Langdon of Newton 
Centre and Fred L. H. Kimball of 
Lower Fails. It was later learned that 
Mr. Langdon and Mr. Kimball were 
not residents of the city at the pres¬ 
ent time and Samuel M. Say ford of 
Newton and Albert H. Beck of Auburn- 
dale were chosen In their stead. 

Notice of heating on approval of 
alteration of locations recently granted 
the West End Street Railway Co., be¬ 
fore the Railroad Commission was 
placed on tile. Similar action was 
taken on notice from Patrick Mullen 
of Napa, Cal. objecting to concrete 
sidewalks on Melrose street. 

Petitions of the Nonantum Athletic 
Association for license for Its usual 
minstrel show Jn Lafayette hall, Jan¬ 
uary 7-k, of \Y. Q. Gulliver for a pool 
table and billiard table license, of Ar¬ 
thur G. Muldoon and W. J, Stanfield 
for 5 carriages and 5 wagon licenses 
were granted. 

Petitions of Ludwig Gerhard and 
others of Chestnut hill for a school 
house in that district, were referred 
and these petitions received:—Amelia 
M. Alary for removal of tree on Wash¬ 
ington park, and of the Telephone Co. 
for attachment on Allston street, 
Kimball teiruce and for location for 
poles on Eddy street. 

The petitions of E. Arthur Robin¬ 
son et ul lor readjustment of bet¬ 
terment assessments on Orris street, 
Newell road and Washburn avenue 
were received.

Following a short recess, leave to 
withdraw was granted on petition of 
the call firemen for increase of pay to 
$225 per annum, nnd orders clearing 
up the accounts for construction of 
tne Stearns and Hyde School houses 
were also adopted. The returns for 
Armory rent were ordered signed and 
the board at 10.40 adjourned.

HR. WALTON HONORED 

Splendid Tribute Paid His Memory 
by Mr. Aldrich 


At a recent meeting of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Schoolmasters’ Club the fol¬ 
lowing tribute was paid to the mem¬ 
ory of the late George A. Walton of 
West Newton by Mr. George I. Al¬ 
drich of Brookline, formerly superin¬ 
tendent of schools of Newton: 

On how many past occasions we 
have heard Mr. Walton speak In gen¬ 
erous, yet discriminating, words of 
those who have passed on. To-day It 
becomes our privilege to pay tribute 
to the happy memory of the veteran 
who, after many years of service, has 
gone from our midst. Not that he 
needs to receive this tribute, but that 
it is good for us to pay it. 

His life was triumphant, and there 
come to my mind familiar lines which 
aptly portray the feelings with which 
we recall his career: 

‘‘8Mm«on hath quit himself like Sam- 
con, and heroically hath finished a 
life heroic" 

Nothing l« hero for tears, nothing to 
wall or knock the breast, no weak¬ 
ness, no contempt, dlepralsa or 
blame, nothing but well and fair and 
what may quiet us In a death ao 
noble. 

It was my good fortune to become 
acquainted with Mr. Walton a long 
time ago. Measured by years the dif¬ 
ference between us was-—what it re¬ 
mained ever after. But there was a 
greater difference. He had already 
won an assured position and possess¬ 
ed the wisdom which comes to the for¬ 
tunate ones who transmute the ex¬ 
perience of each succeeding day. I was 
fresh from college, knowing as little 
as does the average senior at the time 
of graduation. But Mr. Walton never 
allowed a younger man to feel either 
the difference in yearB or the differ¬ 
ence in maturity. What I found him 
at that early day he remained' ever 
after: cordial, sagacious, helpful. 

Prominent among bis characteris¬ 
tics. we shall all agree upon his un¬ 
failing serenity and buoyancy of spirit. 
Mr. Walton possessed good health, 
which he cared for as a wise man 
should, and he was blessed with a 
happy disposition. While health and 
temperament contributed to the seren¬ 
ity- of which I speak, that serenity 
rested on a firmer foundation. He pos¬ 
sessed an unwavering belief in the 
wisdom and the goodness of the Pow¬ 
er which rules the world. Plenty of 
men avow such beliefs, but U was 
woven into every fibre of Mr. Walton’s 
being. Instead of saying that he pos¬ 
sessed 'the belief 1 should speak more 
accurately if I Bald that the belief pos¬ 
sessed him. Almost unconsciously It 
may be. he was an embodiment of the 
conviction that, 

"God’s in His Heaven, 

All’s right with the world." 

Then too Mr. Walton believed in the 
improvabllity, I might say the per¬ 
fectibility of human nature. This was 
a marked characteristic of Horace 
Mann as well and we must regard it 
as going far to explain the unfalter¬ 


ing courage and never wavering per¬ 
sistency which made glorious the car- 
eeia of both meu. 

Quite ns prominent as the foregoing 
was the magnanimity which pervaded ; 
Mr. Walton’s whole life. A strong 
man himself, he could rejoice In ev¬ 
ery evidence of strength shown by an- \ 
other. No lover of controversy, never ! 
sacrificing a principle, patiently abld- : 
Ing hlB time, he stood ready to seize , 
the propitious moment when it came. , 
What better term can we find for this 
union of beauty, sweetness and j 
strength than the good word Charity? i 
The life we celebrate was a human 
embodiment of the words of the good 
book,— 

"Charity suffereth long and is kind; 
Charity envleth not; Charity vaunt- 
eth not itself, Is not puffed up. 

Doth not behave itself unseemly 
Seeketh not her own, it not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil. 

Rejoiceth not in Iniquity 
But rejoiceth In the truth. 

Those who knew him well can testify 
that Mr. Watton had fully learned the 
Joy of service. He seems to have 
learned the lesson very early; Indeed 
I can recall no time when he did not 
know it perfectly. Mr. Martin has re¬ 
ferred to the arduous character of the 
Institute work of thirty years ago. 
Was there an early train to be taken, 
a late train to be awaited, a long cold 
drive to be endured, an undesirable 
room to be occupied, an inconspicuous 
or thankless task to be performed, Mr. 
Walton’s attitude waB always,—"Here 
am I, send me." I doubt if he knew 
It, but he had learned that It is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

Those who knew Mr. Walton well 
can testify that he was a lover of fun. 
It must have been that constant asso¬ 
ciation with chtldhood and youth kept 
his own spirit young. Wheri the 
serious work of the day was over, the 
spirit of the boy shone out. Nobody 
was more ready to relish wit and hu¬ 
mor than be, but no element of coarse¬ 
ness must be in It, nor aught which 
could wound another. 

It is a singular life which we hon¬ 
or today. Not singular in the sense 
of one-sldedness, of uneven develop¬ 
ment, or of personal Idiosyncrasies 
but singular in its complete sym¬ 
metry, In its absolute genuineness, in 
Its unvarying quality and in its beau¬ 
tiful unconsciousness. 

Of George A. Walton, we may well 
say 

"He toiled long, well, and with good 
cheer in the service of others, giving 
hla whole, asking little, enduring pa¬ 
tiently, complaining not at all, with 
Bmall means effecting much. He had 
no strength that was not UBerul, no 
weakness that was not loveable, no 
aim that was not worthy, no motive 
that was not pure. Ever he bent his 
eye upon the task undone, ever he 
bent hts soul upon the stars, his heart 
upon the Bun. Bravely he met his test, 
richly he earned his rest."

| NEWTON AND WATERTOWN GAS LIGHT COMPANY 

Reduction in Price cf Electricity 

In view of the action of the Board of Aider- 
man at its meeting on the 28th instant, and at the 
request of his Honor the Mayor, the Company has 
decided to reduce its prices for electricity furnished 
to private consumers in Newton to the same basis 
as those of The Edison Electric Illuminating Com¬ 
pany of Boston. The permanency of this reduc¬ 
tion will be dependent upon the same action 
being taken by the Board of Aldermen of 1909, 
and upon other matters which are not yet con¬ 
summated, but the new prices will go into effect 
Z in the meantime and will be made permanent 
I as soon as possible. 


• CENT FARES 

At a meeting of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Boston ft Worcester 
Street Railway Company, held In Bos¬ 
ton, Thursday, December 17, 1908, It 
was voted to make the unit of fare, 
over the entire system, six cents, be¬ 
ginning January 1st, 1909. 

No changes are made in the price 
of any of the round-trip and hook 
tickets now In service. Books of 60 
single unit rides for $2.76, or 6# cents 
a ride, good anywhere on the system, 
will be sold at the ticket agencies. 
Slx-cent tickets will be sold by con¬ 
ductors and this fact wilt make pos¬ 
sible the purchase of any desired num¬ 
ber of tickets when a passenger boards 
a car, thus eliminating as much as 
possible the inconvenience of contin¬ 
ual change-making upon the part of 
the conductor and the public. 

This Increase in the unit of fare, 
naturally, comes as a surprise to the 
general public, but as a matter of 
fact, is a condition which the officials 
of the company have been facing for 
some time. It Is true that the com¬ 
pany has not earned its dividends for 
the past year and the surplus of the 
first years of operation has practically 
been wiped out. 

There were but two courses open 
to the company, a decided reduction in 
service and also in the wages of em¬ 
ployees. or ait increase in fne unit of 
fare, and after careful consideration 
the company has determined, upon the 
latter course as the best method to 
meet the situation. 

By making no' change in the price 
of the round-trip and book tickets'and 
providing for 60-ride book tickets at 
reduced rates, the change will not be 
felt to any appreciable extent by reg¬ 
ular patrons. With the sale of 6-cent 
tickets by conductors an Inconveni¬ 
ence to which the patrons have here¬ 
tofore been subjected, will be largely 
eliminated. 

It has been the policy of the com¬ 
pany ever since the Boston ft Wor¬ 
cester Bystem was opened, to keep its 
rolling stock and property in the high¬ 
est condition and thUB give to the 
public the best service possible. 


BANQUET TO MR. POWERS 

Hon. Samuel L. Powers, who man¬ 
aged the Taft campaign in this state 
last Bpring was tendered a banquet 
at the Union Club, Boston, last week 
by members eff the Taft League. The 
following letter was received from 
Mr. Taft: 

"It would give me great delight to 
be present and to testify to the grati¬ 
tude I feel to Mr. Powers for all the 
work he did in behalf of my candi¬ 
dacy in Massachusetts at a time when 
success hung in the balance and there 
were so many difficulties In the way of 
the nomination. 

"I had the pleasure and honor of 
knowing Mr. Powers when he was in 
Congress, and of being one of that 
great number that regretted his de¬ 
termination to withdraw from public 
life, where he is singularly well fitted 
to shine. Because of hla standing in 
Congress and at the bar, and hla in¬ 
fluential position as a citizen of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, 1 was especially gratified 
and complimented to have his un¬ 
solicited support and assistance. He 
la one of the men whose presence in 
the community makes it move for¬ 
ward, and whose friendship everyone 
must feel proud to enjoy.

STRAP DOG MUZZLES. 

What was regarded as a test case 
on the use or "strap" muzzles resulted 
last Saturday in a fine being imposed 
upon tbe alleged "keeper" of a dog, 
which it was claimed was not proper¬ 
ly muzzled, although l.t had worn a 
strap muzzle. The case aroused much 
interest among dog owners throughout 
the city, many of whom have equlped 
their pet dogs with muzzles of the 
strap variety since the muzzling order 
went into effect here. 

William A. Sweatt of 27 Sharon ave¬ 
nue, Auburnflale, who conducts a watt¬ 
ing room and store at Commonwealth 
avenue and Washington street, was 
charged with "keeping" a dog without 
a proper muzzle which had twice bit¬ 
ten a girl, Winifred Saunders, the 
second time while-wearing a "strap" 
muzzle. Counsel'for Sweatt contend¬ 
ed that the defendant was pot really 
the "keeper" of the dog, but'that the 
animal belonged to a brother, Robert 
B. Sweatt, and therefore Che defend¬ 
ant was not liable. The animal, which 
was licensed as a Scutch collie but 
which, It was said, was more correct¬ 
ly a mongrel, trotted about the. court 
room. Over the dog’s nose was a 
close fitting, wire muzzle. William A. 
Sweatt when called to the stand, tes¬ 
tified that he had paid the license on 
the dog, but had done so as his broth¬ 
er's agent, the latter baying him back 
25 and 50 cents at a time. He said he 
had referred to the animal as "my 
dog.” but that was merely a careless 
use of the phrase. He said the drig 
had been muzzled ever since the order 
of the' aldermen went into operation 
some weeks ago. 

"Would you regard a dog muzzled 
tthat could bite a child?** asked the 
•court. 

"Wei), It had on a muzzle. Anyway, 
I don’t'think the dog bit the Child. It 
must have been a scratch.” 

"It was more severe than a scratch,” 
replied Judge Kennedy. "Muzzles are 
not placed on dogs for ornaments." 

The defendant related conversation 
that took place when the assessors 
visited his premises. *“Do you keep 
a dog?' ** he said one of the officials 
asked. "I replied ’yes.’" 

Robert B. Sweatt testified that he 
had had the dog in Brockton before 
coming to Auburndale. He believed 
his brother was present when hq had 
told his mother about the animal hav¬ 
ing bitten tao Saunders girl the first 
time. 

"What kind of a muzzle was put on 
the dog then?" asked Inspector JHetqh- 
er. 

, "Strap." 

'"What kind Is the dog wearing 
now?’’ 

"Wire." 

Judge Kennedy Imposed a fine of 
$6 on William A. Sweatt, which was 
paid. 


HEAVY MAIL. 

The Christmas mall which was re¬ 
ceived at the postoffices in this city 
last week was estimated to be the 
heaviest holiday mall that has ever 
come to Newton. The mall matter 
began to arrive in large quantities 
Thursday evening and the ruzh con¬ 
tinued until Friday noon, about 90 per 
cent of the Incoming mail being pack¬ 
ages. 

Every available clerk was kept busy 
sorting the mall in each office, and a 
large force of carriers was put on to 
deliver the presents. There was only 
one delivery scheduled but nearly ev¬ 
ery carrier was obliged to go over bla 
route several times. To deliver the 
presents 25 sleighs and express wag¬ 
ons were pressed into Bervlce. The 
mall is estimated to be some 30 per 
cent larger than in previous years.

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THE FATHERHOOD OF GOD 
By Rev. Adelbert Lathrop Hudson 

The following address was given at 
the evening service last Sundnv at 
Ohnnnlng church: 

The purpose of these evening meet¬ 
ings is to set forth the Important fea¬ 
tures of our i’nltnrlan faith, I wish 
to distinguish at the outset, however, 
between faith and creed. Creeds are 
men's opinions, and an honest erred 
must change as men's opinions 
change. A hard and fast creed made 
to-day cannot meet the needs or a 
growing mind next year, because if a 
man Is growing Intellectually he will 
change his opinions upon some things. 
A great mistake has been made in 
thinking that bodies of religious men 
and women could base ihelr common 
action together upon.a common creed, 
for no two men think exactly alike, 
or look at things from the same point 
o view: and In this very difference 
joint of view and of opinion lies 
Me strength of civilization. Its hope 
pi ogress, and Its possibility of en¬ 
lightenment. If people obliged them 
: elves to think precisely the same bb 
o her people think, and the same 
■hose before them had thought, It 
would be a dead world, a world in 
which there could be no progress. 

It was at one time conceived, for 
reasons perfectly natural, but which 
I have no time now to consider, that, 
in order to safeguard the stability of 
the church, it must be based upon the 
positive statement of n creed, to 
which all men must subscribe, and 
from which one might differ only at 
his peril. That time has gone by. 
The world has come to face truth in 
a scientific spirit, and no longer tol¬ 
erates hard and fast creeds. But 
there is a difference between a creed 
and a faith. Faith Is a living thing 
which survives all creeds; and it has 
been by reason of the underlying 
faith in the hearts of men, that the 
Christian church has survived with 
its antiquated creeds down to the 
present time. The strength of the 
Unitarian position is that It has 
never believed that n creedal state¬ 
ment was the right method of joining 
our lives together for a common serv¬ 
ice. But our forefathers here in New 
England thought differently. They 
subscribed to the creed of Calvinism 
and to them Its "five points'’ were as 
sacred as the words from Holy Writ. 

James Freeman Clarke, In a notable 
sermon, voicing the freer thought of 
his time, opposed to the five points 
of the creed of Calvinism the five 
statements of faith upon which it 
seemed to him the world might re¬ 
alize its best and highest possibilities. 
He stated them in the words which 
have become so familiar to us all: 
“the fatherhood of God," not the 
wrath of Ood; “the brotherhood of 
man." not the depravity of man; "the 
leadership of Jesus," not the atone¬ 
ment of Jesus as a sacrifice to ap -1 
pease an angry God: "salvation by 
character," not salvation by belief in 
a creed; and "the progress of man¬ 
kind onward and upward forever,” 
rather than the everlasting punish¬ 
ment of a majority of the race. That 
statement so perfectly embodied the 
motive and purpose and ideal of a liv¬ 
ing faith that at once it came to be 
accepted generally throughout this 
country by the Unitarian churches. 

I do' eot mean by that that any 
synod or council or conference ever 
met and adopted these words as a 
hard and fast statement of belief. I 
mean that these words have so ap¬ 
pealed to men's hearts that they have 
voluntarily sold. "Yes. that Is what 
we stand for. that Is what we believe 
In. ami by that statement of faith we 
are willing to shape our lives and 
work together "for the worship of 
God and the service of man.” 

And so I have proposed to some of 
my ministerial brethren representing 
’he Unitarian denomination In Great¬ 
er Boston that they should join with 
me during the five Sunday evenings 
in January in presenting these salient 
points of our faith. 

To-night In introducing this series 
of meetings I wish to call your at¬ 
tention to the first and fundamental 
statement of that faith. "The Father¬ 
hood of God." 

At the time when James Freeman j 
Clarke preached that noted sermon, 
the antithesis to this Idea was the 
wrath of God. That antithesis has 
passed away. Here and there you 
find some belated individual who still 
believes ihat the God he worships is 
an angry, wrathful tyrant demanding 
vengeance on the race, man a fallen 
being, hopelessly condemned to end¬ 
less punishment unless he shall go 
through the form prescribed by ec¬ 
clesiastical authority. Such people 
are so far behind the trend of pres¬ 
ent-day thought that it Is no longer 
necessary to meet that sort of an¬ 
tagonism. But there Is a new an¬ 
tithesis that has come to be empha¬ 
sized to-day which Is much more sub¬ 
tle, and much more difficult to meet. 

It is that of a refined and subtle 
Pantheism,— a view of life which 
says. "Yea. there Is eternal force, uni¬ 
versal law; but it is not to be ex¬ 
pressed by the term “fat her hood.” 

It rather Is Indifferent to human need. 

It does not express universal love. On 
tlie contrary, it at times is cruel. It 
U this universal law under which we 
are compelled to live out our lives 
and to which we must adjust our 
lives, so far as we can, at our peril. 
Nature smiles; she also frowns. She 
has no regard for those who fall in 
'he struggle of life. She saves those 
that survive simply because site could 
not kill them, and those that are fit¬ 
test continue to live, but with the In¬ 
difference of nature, not tlie love. 

There Is very much in our superfi¬ 
cial observation of life and of the 
world that Justifies ihls point of view. 
Nature has Its tragedies that are as 
horrible as Urey are unfeeling Along 
the shores of Sicily and that beautiful 
part of t.he coast of Southern Italy 
washed by the Straits of Messina. Na¬ 
ture smiled a week ago upon her na¬ 
tive children living there, and on the 
visitors from more wintry climes who 
came to bask under the luxuriance of 
that smile. And then in one frightful 
convuUlou she killed a hundred, per¬ 
haps two hundred thousand of them 
and drove a million more out of their 
homes, maimed, blinded and half- 
crazed. to wander amid the ruins of 
vauislied hopes aud Joys, wondering 
what It all could mean, and how a lov-

ing God could permit such dire de¬ 
struction. Then the waters calmed, 
and the sun shone, and nature smiled 
again ns sweetly as before. Indiffer¬ 
ent to all the havoc she had wrought. 

We cannot speak of the fatherhood 
or motherhood of Nature at montents 
such as these. If that were all the 
story I should not be speaking to 
you here to-night. 1 should not dare 
o face thinking men and women and 
speak of the fatherhood of God if thni 
were the whole story. But It is only 
half, and the smaller half at that. 
Nature and universal law In the 
physical realm are Indifferent; but 
there Is something more than that. 
There Is universal moral law as well 
as physical, and It Is only in terms 
of this higher moral law that life 
can be explained at all. This uni¬ 
versal moral law is manifesting Itself 
hi human life and human progress 
everywhere. Man may dominate the 
power of nature through the will that 
Is In him. He may in large measure 
overcome and triumph over the Ills 
of life through the adjustment of 
hlniself, to Ills environment, through 
his intelligence in dealing with physi¬ 
cal law; but more than all, through 
the-finer adjustment of his Inner life 
to the moral law. 

[f Nature Is unsympathetic, man Is 
not. For mark what followed the ter¬ 
rible calamity in Southern Italy. From 
all over the civilized world has gone 
Into that stricken land the help that 
springs from human hearts dominated 
by noble purpose. The misery, the 
pain and the suffering are there: but 
they have called forth the dlvinest 
gift within the power of man, the 
helpfulness of human sympathy. From 
this land of ours so far removed 
rom the scene of devastation has 
gone Immediately a million dollars to 
help relieve the suffering and the 
needs, while further help Is on the 
way. That could not have happened 
a hundred years ago. would not have 
been thought of a thousand years ago 
—why? Because the moral law in 
the hearts of men has been develop¬ 
ing through the same process of evo¬ 
lution which has marked the develop¬ 
ment of physical law. That which is 
fittest survives, but human love and 
sympathy and helpfulness are today 
in the world as they have never been 
before. That means something both 
ways. It means to any man who is a 
thinker and an evolutionist that there 
must be something in the universal 
law of life that corresponds to our 
own best and highest ideals, for those 
Ideals have survived and grown. They 
were there from the start. In the 
savage was the love or his mate and 
offspring which has grown and spread 
and widened and developed until It 
has taken in the larger circle of the 
human race and the whole human 
family to-day suffers in sympathy 
with Southern Italy and reaches its 
liairds across the sea to give its help 
and sympathy and love. It means 
that love Is something real In hu¬ 
man life and lias been from the 
start: because the thing which has 
survived testifies also to the charac¬ 
ter of the environment which has per¬ 
mitted it to survive. If love had not 
found an answering something in this 
mighty universe It would have per¬ 
ished with the things that have gone 
in the struggle for maintenance. But 
love has survived, love has grown 


and is stronger to-day than It has ever 
been before, because it b environment 
was such as to foster, not to destroy 
It. 

Now, face for a moment ns think¬ 
ing men. what that means—nothing 
less nor more than that the heart of 
the universe Is dominated by the 
power of love. Is not that expressed 
by the words of our faith. “The Fa¬ 
therhood of God?” Look not at the 
crude forces of visible nature, but 
look into the heart of man. and you 
will find there the proof that love 
dominant in the world because the 
world la dominated by a loving spirit 
which out of our human need we coll 
“Our Father.” 

And not alone in great emergencies 
does this power of loving sympathy 
find expression; bui in hundreds of 
little kindly thoughtful acta whereby 
some case of urgent need Is cared 
for, and no one except the coal man, 
the grocer or other dealer In supplies 
knows the source of the good deed 
which was prompted bv the spirit of 
infinite love working through the 
hearts of men. Everywhere the fa¬ 
therhood of God is expressing itself 
In honest sympathy ami human help¬ 
fulness. 

No. we need not be discouraged, 
nor lose heart nor faith, because some 
great physical calamity comes to the 
world In the processes of nature. We 
are little by little becoming wiser as 
the years and the centuries go by. 
We are learning how to meet the hos¬ 
tile forces of physical nature about 
us. We are minimizing tlielr power 
of hurting us. We are learning to 
build more wisely in those sections of 
the world where danger lurks; and In 
a thousand ways, as the generations 
come and go, we are learning through 
Intelligence, with greater skill and 
through wiser adjustment, to over¬ 
come the power of these physical 
forces to do us injury. But higher 
and clearer and finer than all these 
physical adjustments, achievements 
and triumphs is the growing sense of 
our common Interest in one another's 
welfare, our willingness to work to¬ 
gether for the good of all, our recog¬ 
nition of the universal brotherhood of 
man under the “Fatherhood of God.”

Its broadening influence Is much need¬ 
ed and 1 am convinced that its mis¬ 
sion Is to leaven the denomination 
with Its own spirit. And one of the 
greatest joys of my life will he to 
know of the ever increasing strength 
of the church, in its manifold minis¬ 
tries. In the name and spirit or Christ, 
devoted to the world for which lie 
gave Himself.”

Snell will preach four morning ser¬ 
mons In which he will try lo summar¬ 
ize wli.it are for him the central 
I ruths of the Christian Faith. The 
subjects arc: January 10. “The Incar¬ 
nation”; January 17, "The Atone¬ 
ment”: January 2-1. “The Life of the 
Spirit"; January 31, "The Changing 
church.”

Women’s Clubs. 

Edited by Miss Grace M. Burt. 


The Club Editor has recently had 
access to a large number of Year 
Books of the Federated clubs and has 
gleaned much of interest from them. 
A large majority show activity nlotig 
lines laid out by the State Federation, 
while at the same time there are 
many which Btlll exist merely as cul¬ 
tural" clubs and have not as yet at- ; 
tempted altruistic work. A compari¬ 
son of the constitution and rules Is 
of more than passing Interest. Ex¬ 
perience seems to show that nil have 
found certain safeguards necessary, 
such as the limitation of terms of 
service of officers, restrictions regard¬ 
ing admission of guests, and strict 
adherence to the rule for dropping 
members not paying dues promptly. 
It Is customary In drawing up consti¬ 
tutions to insert an article relative to 
the duties of officers, but It seems 
never to have been considered neces¬ 
sary, beyond regulations as to the ad 
mission of members and the payment 
of dues, to mention the fact that mem¬ 
bers even have any duties to perform. 
That they have Is very certain and 
that they are not always appreciated 
is still more so. An experience of 
ten or twelve years In various wom¬ 
en's organizations leads the Club 
Editor to feel that a brief discussion 
of matters pertaining to members may 
not be out of place during the suc¬ 
ceeding weeks. 

Inattentive or careless reading of 
club announcements has more than 
once caused discomfort to the mem¬ 
ber herself, to say nothing of the an¬ 
noyance to those In charge who have 
spent much time in the careful word¬ 
ing of notices that they may be not 
merely Intelligible, that there shall be 
no possible reason for being misunder¬ 
stood. 

"Why didn’t you tell me they were 
coming in costume? If I had only 
known. I could have done so just as 
well as not.” 


Such remarks liavo a familiar ring 
o club FPcrctarles. Who Is lo blame 
for the member not knowing? No 
one hut herself, for the notice stated 
distinctly that that particular meet¬ 
ing was to bo a “Costume Party" and 
that all members were requested to 
come In old-fashioned costume. "I 
didn't receive my nolice this month," 
la another familiar complaint. There 
have been actual eases of such hav¬ 
ing been found later In the waste bas¬ 
ket unopened, though, of course, they 
often do get lost in the mail or occa¬ 
sionally skipped by the secretary. The 
Club Editor Is. however, Inclined to 
believe that the majority of secre¬ 
taries are more than ordinarily care 
ful In the sending out of notices, and 
that Uncle Sam or the members them¬ 
selves are more likely to be the ones 
at fault. A little thought and consid¬ 
eration In these matters will help to 
make the path of the secretary much 
smoother.

To the School Committee of Newton; 

The undersigned and other citizen* of 
Newton ink-rested in securing for the 
children ami youth of the city the best 
and most complete educational oppor¬ 
tunity arc of the opinion that present 
provisions, admirable as those arc. arc 
-till not fully adequate: we *rc of the 
opinion that even with the Technical 
High School added to present facilities 
there will still remain a class of pupils, 
not large, that will not he effectively 
reached. \V« refer to boys who reach 
fourteen years of age without having 
made sufficient progress in the regular 
school work to qualify them to take up 
technical work of high school grade; 
most of these, hoys, wc learn, are wont 
to drop out of school at fourteen, or 
soon after, the compulsory attendance 
law ceasing to be operative. It seems to 
us that elementary industrial training, 
such as contemplated by the state law 
stablisbing the State Industrial Commis¬ 
sion. would offer educational opportuni¬ 
ties to this class of boys quite superior 
to anything that our excellent school 
system now affords. 

We arc authorized to state that a citi¬ 
zen interested with us in this matter 
stands ready to bear the city’s portion 
of the expense of maintaining an inde¬ 
pendent industrial school in co-operation 
with the State Industrial Commission. 

Before bringing this matter to the 
attention of the Board of Aldermen, 
which we propose to do at their next 
meeting, we desire to secure the School 
Committee's approval of this project, 
Hence we invite the School Committee 
to communicate directly with the Board 
of Aldermen, expressing the Commit¬ 
tee’s attitude in this matter.

505, entitled “An act to es¬ 
tablish the commission on Industrial 
Education,” and acts In amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto be and 
hereby is provided and established, to 
he In charge of a Board of Trustees 
to be appointed by the School Com¬ 
mittee, the number of said board of 
trustees and the term of office of each 
member to be determined by the 
School Committee, the said Commit¬ 
tee also to fill all vacancies as they 
may occur hi said Board of Trustees; 
provided, that the Independent indus¬ 
trial school authorized in this order 
shall be approved as to location, 
course and method of Instruction by 
the commission on industrial educa¬ 
tion provided for In said act. Such 
school shall be so conducted and all 
things done that may be necessary 
to entitle the city to be reimbursed 
by the Commonwealth the proportion 
of expenses so incurred In the man¬ 
ner and amount provided by law.

Alderman Palmer: This matter was 
brought up in the discussion relative 
to the technical school, and some of 
us felt and expressed the feeling, that 
we were dealing as we might say with 
a structure wrong end up. that we 
were putting on the upper stories be¬ 
fore the foundation had been laid. 
We felt that Industrial education 
should he the I iminner of the tech¬ 
nical high sehot Now it is made pos¬ 
sible. through t- public spirit of a 
citizen of Newton, 'hat this work can 
he tried, experinieiitally, for the next 
few years, five I believe Is the guar¬ 
antee. with no expense whatever to 
the City of Newton direct or collater¬ 
al. The expense of ibis industrial ed¬ 
ucation for a selected number of 
those In the Xouantum district, the 
school to be held in the Stearns 
building, will be all paid by the pub¬ 
lic-spirited citizens, together with 
such aid as the State of Massachu¬ 
setts will give. Under the law* they 
will pay a certain proportion of the 
expense attending industrial schools. 
They are very anxious to have them 
started, and for that purpose the Com¬ 
mission is very actively at work and 
on this subject I have a communica¬ 
tion that will show the position now 
taken. 

The following letter was read from 
the State Commission on Industrial 
Education: 

Dear Sir:—In reply to your inquiry. 
It would meet with the approval of 
the Commission if provision were 
made by the Board of Trustees for 
paying to the school committee for 
| such services as their officials might 
render the industrial school to be 
established. The Commission would 
also welcome the superintendent of 
schools as the executive officer of ilie 
Board of Trustees, with such propor¬ 
tional share of the expense of his 
salary as might be considered fair. 
Such supervision as might be given 
by your director in manual training 
in the schools should also be a legiti¬ 
mate charge against the cost of main¬ 
taining an Industrial school. Expense 
incurred in lighting, heating and jan¬ 
itor service should he charged as one 
of the maintenance costs. 

That tlie school may be Independ¬ 
ent. It will be necessary for It to be 
maintained under a Board of Tins- 
ecs. who may or may not be mem¬ 
bers of the school committee, as 
seemed best to the authorities of 
Newton. A separuie set of account 
books, keeping all ihe costs separate 
from the costs of maintaining the 
public schools, would be necessary in 
order to ensure its independence. Sep¬ 
arate teachers from those who are en¬ 
gaged In ihe regular day schools 
would also be one of the require¬ 
ments. 

There can be no qupsilon that * the 
Commission would welcome an oppor¬ 
tunity tor the boys of this class to 
later have the advantage of the equip¬ 
ment of the Technical High School 
at such rime as ii was not in use by 
the public school pupils, and that the 
proportional cost of the care and nee- 
Jessary repair to such machines Inci- 
i -emal to ihelr working on the same, 

I should he charged to cost of inain- 
] tenanec. 

Cost of maintenance has been con¬ 
strued by the Commission io include 
vost of salaries, costs of housing, care 
of buildings, heat, light and power, 
all costs of supplies, repairing and 
keeping up the supply of text books, 
supervision, and all repairs to equip¬ 
ment.

The Washington Street Tunnel hut* now been in service for more 
than a mouth, nml hns proved very successful. The congestion at Park 
Street and Scollay Square has bec-n relieved. Through passengers are 
carried more quickly and comfortably. The route of the Elevated trains 
is more convenient tor a large majority of iis patrons in respect to their 
business, their shopping and their places of entertainment. When the 
conned ion required by law, Let ween the Subway and the Tunnel at Hay- 
inarkei Square lias been completed by the Transit Commission and used 
ns a irausfer station, the conditions at the North Station will be very 
much improved. When the East Cambridge Elevated tracks are built the 
conditions will be still further improved. 

Knowing, however, that the withdrawal of the trains, as required by 
law. from the Tremont Street Subway, would involve changes which 
would undoubtedly cause inconveniences, the officials of iho Company 
have watched the results carefully, to see how such inconveniences might 
best be remedied. 

The congestion of the surface cars at the North Station proved very 
serious. This hut, been largely relieved by a new switch, turning a con¬ 
siderable number of the cars on to Haverhill Street.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 


The Great and General Court is well 
under way for Us annual trip in the 
legislative waters of Massachusetts. 
It convened on Wednesday of last 
week, promptly elected Senator Tread¬ 
way of Berkshire as president of the 
senate, and Representative Joseph 
Walker of Brookline as Speaker of the 
house. These gentlemen, having had 
adequate Information as to these hon¬ 
ors, established a new record by an¬ 
nouncing the appointment of commit¬ 
tees on the same day. Their celerity 
In this respect Is commendable. I 
wish I could say as much for their 
judgment, particularly as It affects 
the city of Newton. It is true that 
Representative Bishop of Newton re¬ 
ceives the much coveted position as 
House Chairman of the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee. It Is, indeed, a splendid com¬ 
pliment to Mr. Bishop personally, but 
so far as the work of that Committee 
affects the interests of the city of New¬ 
ton, he might as well be the tail end 
of the committee on Parishes and Re¬ 
ligious Societies. Representative Gar- 
celon receives his former appoint¬ 
ments as House chairman of the Com¬ 
mittees on Election Laws, and a place 
on the Committee on Railroads, com¬ 
mittees which have precious little to 
do with matters In which the taxpay¬ 
ers of Newton are interested. Jt is 
true in this case as it is in that of 
Mr. Bishop, that these appointments 
carry a high compliment to Mr. Gar- 
celon personally. Representative 
Converse our new member Is given a 
place on the Committee on Street Rail¬ 
ways, and for the first time In six 
years, Newton falls to have one of 
Its representatives on the very Import¬ 
ant (to Newton) committee on Metro¬ 
politan Affairs. It Is rumored that 
Speaker Walker made up the Metro¬ 
politan Affairs committee with the 
sole view that it was to consider the 
new city charter for Boston. If so. lie 
has failed wofullv in Ills obligations 
to the large interests of the remain¬ 
der of the Metropolitan district out¬ 
side of Boston. This Committee is 
composed of six men from Boston and 
one each from Somerville, Medford, 
i.ynn, llinglinm, and Quincy. It will 
require some argument to make New¬ 
ton taxpayers believe that this com¬ 
mittee hits been made up for the 
greatest advantage of the metropoli¬ 
tan district. 

Renal or Mulligan Is chairman of the 
committees on engrossed bills and of 
Const it ui ional amendments ami has 
u place on printing and legal affairs, 
none of which will be of particular ad¬ 
vantage to this district. 

Governor Draper was inaugurated on 
Thursday with tlie usual ceremonies 
and the state now has a strong busi¬ 
ness man at its helm. Ills address, 
while lacking in reconi m end nt ions, em¬ 
phasizes the great Importance of leg¬ 
islative economy. 

Councillor Jones has received im¬ 
portant committee assignments in the 
new council of the Governor and will 


undoubtedly continue the excellent 
work he has been doing for the state 
during the past two years. 

An attempt will be made by our city 
authorities to change the law which 
deprives us of one lintf the corporation 
tax on Massachusetts corporations, but 
It is doubtful if It is successful. The 
financial interests of those munici¬ 
pal Hies which benefit by this law will 
so greatly outnumber those that suf¬ 
fer by It that the measure will prob¬ 
ably be doomed before It Is even 
born. I trust an effort will be made, 
however, to apply the sliding Bcnle 
to this method of taxation, so that 
the burden will not come too fast and 
too henvlly. A bill will be Introduced 
to pay ihe widow of the lnle city en¬ 
gineer, I. T. Fnrnham, the salary which 
should have been his had he lived 
thruout ihe year. It is only proper 
that this slight tribute to Mr. Far it* 
ham’s worth as a city official should 
be allowed. 

I presume that Mayor Hutchinson 
will also Introduce the bills of last 
year, reducing the number of mem¬ 
bers of the boards of aldermen and of 
the school committee, in accordance 
with his suggestion of last Monday 
to the board of aldermen. This action 
Is necessary, as the limit for filing 
new business expires tomorrow after¬ 
noon.

HOSPITAL DEFICIT. 


As a result of numerous generous 
contributions received during the past 
few weeks the trustees of the Newton 
hospital, have cleared up a deficit 
amounting to $19,000, which was 
caused by the expense of caring for 
the cases of worthy poor treated In 
Ihe Institution during the year Just 
ended. There has been raised over 
$21,700 for this purpose, In addition, 
to some $12,000 received In contribu¬ 
tions In the churches at the recent 
annual "Hospital Sunday." 

One of the substantial contributions 
to this fund was received from Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, head of the 
Christian Science church, who took 
up her residence within this city last 
year. Her contribution was a check 
for $500, drawn in her own hand¬ 
writing, which was received entirely 
unsolicited so far as any members of 
the committee having charge of rais¬ 
ing the fund were concerned. 

The check was sent by mall to 
Frank A. Day, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, who immediately turned It over 
to George Royal Pulsifer, the treas¬ 
urer of the hospital corporation. The 
treasurer received simply the generous 
check, accompanied by no letter or 
other explanation. A letter was sent 
to Mrs. Eddy by the trustees, thank¬ 
ing her for the gift, which, is was 
pointed out, was particularly pleasing 
because of the fact that she hud only 
recently become a resident of this 
city. 

A few weeks before the end of the 
past financial year it became evident 
to the trustees that there would be a 
shortage of about $19,000 as a result 
of the expense of caring for many 
cases Ol Illness among worthy poor. 
A systematic plan for wiping out the 
deficiency was planned and Immediate¬ 
ly put into operation, a committee 
headed by Frank A. Day being desig¬ 
nated to take charge of the work. 

Of the sum now amounting to $21,- 
700, contributed as a result of the 
appeal of the committee, the largest 
gilts were anonymous ones of two 
amounting to $4000 each and one of 
$150U. Four contributions of $1000 
were received, being sent by William 
<\ Bray, Frank A. Day, Charles E. 
Riley and Mrs. Frank Jones. The next 
largest gift was one of $830, which 
was anonymous. Twelve persons sent 
checks of $5UU, these being Mrs. Ed¬ 
dy, Congressman John W. Weeks, Ben¬ 
jamin S. Palmer. Henry B. Day, J. M. 
Hem Is, Joseph E. Merrill, Charles A. 
Dean of Weston, F. A. Sherman, Jo- 
slab E. Bacon, Charles Whittemore 
and two being given anonymously. 

Gilts of $250 were sent by Mayor 
Hutchinson, Mrs. 1 T. Burr, George 
A. Frost, H. A. Wilder, Mrs. Charles 
W. Leonard. Charles W. Leonard, Mrs. 
F. B. chesborough, F. B. Cbesboroiigh, 
and Harry L. Barrage. Other contri¬ 
butions ranged In amounts from $200 
to a few dollars, each one of which 
was acknowledged gratefully by the 
trustees. 

The sum of about $12,000 received lit 
the recent "hospital Sunday” contribu¬ 
tions will be added to llie same gener¬ 
al fund. As a result the deficit of 
$19,000 la cleared, with some $1-1,700 
on hand to be used In meeting expens¬ 
es of caring for worthy poor In the

great grandson of President Brown of 
the college, who will speak for the 
faculty; E. K. Hall, of the football 
rules committee; and Dr. John C. O’¬ 
Connor, the famous coach, who will 
talk on athletic developments, and in 
all probability Judge David Cross, of 
the class of ’41, Dartmouth’s "Old 
Man Eloquent," who will give what 
has long been known as the “bene¬ 
diction." 

There wilt be plenty of rousing 
songs under llie direction of Harry 
McDevltt, aided and abetted by a co¬ 
hort of melodists from Hanover. In¬ 
cidents the famous "Round Table" 
will enliven the evening in Its own 
Inimitable way.

LECTURE 


Conscious and sub conscious mind 
in its relation to universal mind and 
disease nnd its bearing on the Eman¬ 
uel movement and Christian Science 
as expressed by a physician. A lec¬ 
ture delivered by G. \V. Smallwood 
before the Metaphysical Club, Boston. 

The universal mind, ihe “Great 
First Cause" is the life of all life, 
visible and invisible. 

Deity is substance engaged in mov¬ 
ing substance. The moving power is 
superior to the power moved. God in 
man, or the Spiritual man Is sub¬ 
stance, moving organic substance. 

All that the Five Senses see in the 
physical universe is an expression of i 
the universal mind. 

All nature is Spirit In form, In Its 
highest and lowest manifestation. 

Spencer has said: 

“We are nil parts of a stupendous 
whole. 

Whole body nature ts. and God the 
Soul.” 

“For of the Soul the body form 
doth take 

For Soul is form, and doth tire Body 
make.” 

“God is Substance, moving sub¬ 
stance in man, down 

Through Animal. Vegetable and 
Mineral Kingdoms,’’ 

They all contain as much of the 
spirit or universal mind as their ev¬ 
olution will permit them to attain or 
hold. 

No matter can exist separate front 

spirit. 

Spirit could not exist In form separ¬ 
ate from matter, one Is a lesser de¬ 
gree of the other. 


All matter Is spirit In lesser vibra¬ 
tion. 

It could not be matter unless spir¬ 
it operated through it. 

There is the one great point of dif¬ 
ference where Christian Science 
teachers differ from all other thinkers. 

They teach that matter is not real, 
that it an error of mortal mind. 
Whereas other thinkers recognize the 
oneness of spirit and substance (or 
matter.) 

There can be no mortal mind for only 
one mind exists and operates through 
all life In all substances. 

But In the treatment of disease 
they with all other metaphysicians 
recognize the oneness of God, within. 

I or the sub conscious at-one-ment with 
Universal Mind or God of love. 

This recognition on the part of the 
patient is really the re-birth or “the 
being born again,” 

When this takes place it finds ex¬ 
pression in the external conscious¬ 
ness, and body, a lower manifestation 
of spirit, whence a change from dis¬ 
ease to health is produced because, 
the greater spirit has power over the 
lower. 

Yet how many are ready for this 
method. The number will gradually 
increase but the majority will get rid 
of their disease without as much effort 
on their part and rather depend up¬ 
on medicine, a lower spiritual means 
of curing disease or removing it tem¬ 
porarily. With perfect co-operation 
on the part of the patient who wish¬ 
es to produce harmony between his 
higher and lower self it is for the phy¬ 
sician or any kind of a healer to pro¬ 
duce the most healthy results for 
there he tecognlzes the higher heal¬ 
ing power Is from within and is made 
for the rebirth. 


The sub conscious niltid is tho in¬ 
terior or spiritual expression of tho 
Ego or spirit. In Us relation, It ,1s 
one wllh ihe divine principle and op¬ 
erates through spiritual law. 

The conscious mind Is a lesser spir¬ 
itual expression of ihe Ego or spirit 
and operates through (lie Five Senses, 
a lower spiritual law. 

Matter is spirit operating In a low¬ 
er form. Matt is spiritual being but 
all mankind does not operate from 
the same spiritual plane. 

This is the reason there are so 
tunny methods In the treatment of 
disease. A sick patient can only be 
treated from the plane In which he 
operates. There are so ninny meth¬ 
ods of treating disease an there are 
creeds in religion. No two persons 
think exactly alike. 

Health: To know health we must 
understand the laws and causes, which 
sustain the same. 

Perfect health means perfect har¬ 
mony In the spiritual or sub conscious 
realm, also In the organic law (lower 
spiritual) of any of the Five Senses 
effects spirit 111 the sub conscious nnd 
the action becomes automatic. 

Life from ihe cradle to the grave 
Is n continual suggestion In its man¬ 
ifestations and Its transmission. 

There la first an action often fol- j 
lowed by reaction. A burnt child 
dreads the fire. Fire is not evil. It j 
is life. The child had the senses to j 
know pain, but did not recognize, till j 
It felt same. The suggestion of pain | 
was transmitted to the sub conscious, 
and was impressed there for all time. 
Even the child recognized the law and 
always afterward would observe same 
if it had power so to do. 

The heat of the sun is the producer 
or preserver of all life in solar sys¬ 
tems. if we break a law by placing 
ourselves too directly under the in¬ 
tense rays of the sun when he ex¬ 
erts his greatest power we may re¬ 
ceive a Bimstroke, and sutler accord¬ 
ingly. Yet sun Is no evil. The sug 
gestton is received sub consciously 
nnd operates to prevent the leeur- 
rence of same, reminding uh of Ihe 
broken law. Disease is discord where 
harmony should exist. 

Every thought or Impression re¬ 
ceived through the Five Senses nre 
suggestions. They are lower express¬ 
ions of the highest good not evil so 
called. 

The sub conscious Judges the sug- ' 
gestlon through Ps lower Instrument, 
the conscious, and retains same in 
memory whence it Is expressed 
through the conscious. It becomes 
automatic In action, as walking. 

After many failures of the conscious 
mind the sub cotncJoita takes it rp 
und thereafter hei-omes automatic, 
when the conscious can be occupied 
c*. anything else. 'I he move we refer 
to the sub conscious, the less erring 
because it is the store-houir of mem* 
o v y and in referring to It wo would 
not repeat a former experience not 
good in results. 

Woman’s intuitive facility is more 
to be better than man's conscious 
judgment, but man’s power is greater 
for the execution T the female ideas, 
as he reasons more from the (execu¬ 
tive) conscious mind. 

Other causes that end in disease 
nre:—Total weakness constitutional, 
accident to life, repeated changes in 
the mental temperature, voluntary or 
unexpected exposure to atmosphere 
changes situation, occupation, habits. 
Spiritual disturbances—as hatred, 
fear, jealousy, mistrust, etc. 

The sick in soul and the sick In 
body are continually changing their 
mode of belief nnd treatment accord¬ 
ing to their evolution of thought in 
these two channels, viz. religion and 
medicine. 

What are the means nnd instru¬ 
ments of cure? 

They depend greatly upon the devel¬ 
opment of the mind to he acted upon, 
i! i The different schools of medicine; 
alopathy, homeopathy, osteopathy, 
pysche-thetftphy, faith cure, metaphy¬ 
sics, and Christian Science, etc. 

All are used for ilie purpose of re¬ 
lieving and curing diseases. The 
same power is invoked In all, namely, 
personal influence, ie., suggestion, 
nothing more, nothing less. Every 
sensation, thought or act passing 
from the conscious to the sub con¬ 
scious is a suggestion. Christian 
Scientists say their treatment of dis¬ 
ease is not by this Influence. What 
else can ir be? Prayer Is a sugges¬ 
tion for when the conscious mind 
places itself in the attitude of prayer, 
tne sub conscious Is receptive to the 
suggestion, and places Itself in rela¬ 
tion with the great within, the divine, 
the universal mind. 

This being in the higher spiritual 
realms where all power realties ex¬ 
presses Itself to the lower spiritual, 
the conscious and harmony is estab¬ 
lished thereby restoring health. 

Whichever of the above means the 
sick apply to, indicates their plane 
of development. 

Yet all have the same object In 
view. There can't l <• one creed at 
one time, teither In religion or sick¬ 
ness) because of the higher and lower 
degrees of intellectual receptive 
thought. 

Medicines are lesser spiritual mid¬ 
dies corresponding to the chemical 
combinations of the body, an expres¬ 
sion of the highest spiritual. 

They act as suggestions through 
the conscious to the sub conscious 
mind and express relief. 

When the patient does not operate 
from a higher plane he could receive 
benefit In no other way than by this 
means of suggest ion. 

The body is a chemical laboratory 
and Is easily effected by chemicals. 
All thoughts are chemical in their 
uciion. Worry, bad news, etc. June 
their effect upon the body. 

Impioper eating causes are kinds 
of poisoning affecting the different 
organs of the body, ami producing 
disease under varied names. 

Through a mistake of the conscious 
the life may pass from the body If 
not quickly amldoteU. Witness: Pto¬ 
maine poisoning, or snake bite. Here 
quick action is necessary along with 
prayer. The lesser spiritual means 
viz. medicine and every other assis¬ 
tance that can possibly be rendered 
to help the sub conscious to remove 
the offending poison from the body. 

Prayer alone would avail little, foi- 
prayer to be answered means that the 
sub conscious directs it lo do. 

Gan we do without medicines? Not 
by any possible means because the 


great majority of mankind operate 
upon tho plane, where suggestion 

through medicines act. 

The school of medicine has always 
been a reformer, ever progressing up¬ 
ward and onward according to man’s 
evolution. Where would we be with¬ 
out sanitary inws, boards of hcnllh? 
What changed the conditions of dis¬ 
ease In the Phllllppines, Cuba. Pana¬ 
ma? London In Its earlier history 
was invaded by the Plague which deci¬ 
mated almost IIs whole population. 

The only cure, Hint saved the peo¬ 
ple was the great fire, the greatest 
disinfectant and henler of diseases. 
Here the remedy was almost as bad as 
the disease. But they had no boards 
of health in those days so Nature 
herself had to step In and purify the 
filth through the cleansing and health¬ 
ful process of fire. , 

Go back to the religious pilgrim¬ 
ages In India and Mecca and witness 
the ravages from filth, the Plague, so 
called, the people to a fault-but they 
Inched the first law of Nature, clean¬ 
liness is godliness. They did not un¬ 
derstand sanitary law then. 

What strides haH the profession 
made In surgery which has become a 
great science? 

Once more I repeat the material 
(lesser spiritual) and higher spiritual 
universe In man ami Nature, can’t be 
separated, they are ours, and need to 
be treated, materially, le. (less spirit¬ 
ually) medicines and spiritually 
(higher.) 

The Christian Scientists says Ills 
treatment of disease is not suggestion 
but through prayer invoking the Al¬ 
mighty, this Is no new method, for 
this same healing has been done in 
the church through the centuries. The 
only difference Is that the church did 
not make It a necessary point of their 
work ns does the Christian Scientist. 

Metaphysicians recognize no differ¬ 
ence between the varied degrees of 
disease under different names. 

They see the discord only and 
work to remove the same by a return 
to harmony, health. 

In other words, know thyself, the 
“God within,” the greatest study of 
mankind is man (the divine man.) 

When one 111 seeks this method It 
means he revokes the highest and 
most powerful means to remove the 
discord when not capable of achieving 
the results through this means alone, 
the metaphysician, believes In using 
or combining all the lesser or lower 
spiritual means that will help 111 at¬ 
taining this result. 

This is a middle ground through 
which a physician can accomplish the 
highest nnd best results, where all the 
higher and lower means may be ap¬ 
plied, when patient is advanced enough 
where both can operate and later when 
developd sufficient little medicine will 
be required as the law of harmony be¬ 
ing understood he easily reacts from 
disease to a healthy state. The meta¬ 
physician recognizes everything In 
Nature ns spiritual. All matter as > 
spirit, all varying In their different' 
degrees of evolution. 

The Christian Scientist recognizes 
spirit ns the only existing force, mat¬ 
ter an unreality or error of mortal 
mind. 

Why has the Christian church not 
been more successful In producing this 
law of harmony or health? 

They are supposed to teach the 
higher law, the spiritual which are the 
most powerful means to accomplish 
same. Instead of harmony there has 
been great discord. 

For 1800 years man has been domin¬ 
ated by fear, while preaching Gad of 
Love in the same breath they ex¬ 
pressed eternal punishment never 
ceasing pain etc. Witness the means 
the church used for forcing hie man¬ 
dates through the dark ages when 
the thumb screw rack and fire were 
used to force the will power of the 
church in the name of the God of 
Love, 

Even today this element of future 
punishment, is still feared. Tills is 
the one reason why Christian Scien¬ 
tist has accomplished so much in re¬ 
lieving suffering and disease, for fear 
ia one of the great producers of dis¬ 
ease and when that element is re¬ 
moved through proper suggestion and 
showing the relation of the Great 
Father, "The God of Love” never pun¬ 
ishing, but loving all His children 
who wish to return to Him. The 
church authorities say something must 
be done. Dr. ’Worcester in his book 
Religion and Disease says on page 
6: “We venture lo say the time has 
come when ilie church must enter 
more deeply into the personal lives 
of the people and make a freer use 
of the means modern science and the 
gospel of Christ, place at her dispos¬ 
al if she is to continue even to hold 
her own.” 

This is, therefore the reason why me 
Emmanuel movement came Into exis¬ 
tence, to rehabitaie the weakening 
power of the church. 

Why did not the medical profession 
take up tills means of acting upon: 
disease? Because they felt It was 
a powerful instrument for harm as 
well as good, nnd they nre too con¬ 
servative a body to go into anything 
new in it radical way. They fear much 
harm will be produced by those not 
odderstanding the law of suggestion 
and its pernicious effects improperly 
understood, 

The church having spread same 
broadcast throughout the land, makes 
It easy for the physician to use these 
menus tor relief in suitable cases. 

What is tills suggestive treatment 
so called? 

It Is n suggestion on the lessor 
spiritual plane, stilling the action of 
the conscious mind and impressing a 
suggestion on the sub conscious which 
expresses Itself on the conscious, by 
removing the symptoms complained 
of. The condition is removed tem- 
porily bill the disease 1 h not cured. 

It Is only when the conscious mind 
through strong desire wishes tho re¬ 
moval of disease and Is ready to co¬ 
operate with the healer that a per¬ 
manent effect can be achieved. 

Then with strong desire suggested 
to the conscious in its full conscious¬ 
ness, the suiue carried to the sub 
conscious means a re bln It or the be¬ 
ing born again here for first lime Is 
the harmonious relation established, 
between Ihe higher und lower self und 
a continual growth takes place. "Grow 
in Strength (spiritually) dally,"

which he read before the Mass. Home¬ 
opathic Medical Society April 1908, 
entitled, "The Anarchy of Pyschlsm a 
Menace to the Throne of Reason.” 

To give the opinion of some of the 
medical profession, I will quote the 1 
following: 

He says:—I would not venture to 
question the altruistic motives of 
those, who have felt called upon to add 
to Ihe saving of souls the healing of 
bodies. The criticism has been made 
that in some cases the spiritual at¬ 
mosphere and inspiring eloquence 
pervading these added ministrations 
have Induced in susceptible minds an 
unhealthy almost ecstatic adoration 
of the minister, which affection has 
been termed Pastoristls. 

We have been taught to look Jo re¬ 
ligious teaching for our moral up¬ 
lifting. No one can question the val¬ 
ue of promulgating the Divine Injunc¬ 
tion. "Whatsoever things are true 
honest of good report—think on these 
tilings.” But when our moral mentors 
indulge In public hysterical claims of 
raising the dead it to the sane mind 
savors of fanaticism if not sacrilege, 
and the good influence of their re¬ 
ligious teaching is much vitiated. 
When they supplement their ethical 
discourses by ihe employment of paid 
hypnotists to operate upon persons 
whose physical needs and mental 
weakness, they cannot possibly have 
the requisite knowledge to determine. 
It would seem time for a protest from 
the medical profession if not for actu¬ 
al legislature Interference.” 

He further says:—“Every physician 
recognizes ihe importance of sugges¬ 
tion as a factor in the treatment of the 
sick. Indeed median! practise with¬ 
out it Is an impossibility. 

“In the history of every nation and 
of all times we find evidence of hum 
an suggestibility and of its profound 
influence sometimes ben indent often 
pernicious.'’ 

From this point of view one would 
Judge that (lie medical profession are 
not by any means .1 unU in favor of 
the Emmanuel mo veil unit so called as 
It. is being taken up by all churches 
throughout the land.” 

Mr. Fallow says:—“Sometimes 
when an individual Is suffering too 
greatly lo grasp the spiritual thought 
suffciontly to gain relief iherefrom, 
he may find it a lesser evil to seek 
temporary relief by material remedies 
in order that he may regain a position 
from which he Is able to effectually 
demonstrate Cliris:inn Science.” 

This is really the first instance 
where I have known him to uicnEon 
that Christian Science could fall and 
have to depend upon tho good results 
or relief of medicine la lesser evil) to 
get the mind in a receptive condition 
for the demonstration of Christian 
Science later. 

A large number of people in their 
Illness suffer acutely at times. Does 
Mr. Farlow turn them over lo the 
physician for temporary relief, or 
does he let them suffer till stiffe Jng 
ceases when he can then apply his 
(tea Intent?

City Clerk Kingsbury then an¬ 
nounced the election of William L. 
■Garrison. .Tr.. Charles A. Drown. Al¬ 
bert S. Hutchinson nnd Herbert Steb- 
Tjlns ns members of the school commit¬ 
tee nnd after prayer by Rev. Mr. Park, 
the oath of office waa administered to 
Messrs. Drown and Slebblns of the 
School Committee and to aldermen 
olect Charles F. Avery, Robert W. 
'Williamson. Frank H. Underwood, 
Frank R. Moore, Matt D. Jones, Tbom- 
sh Weston, Jr., William J. Doherty, 
Charles D. Cabot, Frank S. Webster, 
Thomas J. Lyons. Lewis H. Dacon, 
"Burton Payne Gray and Frank A. Day. 
After subscribing to the oath of office 
Mayor Hutchinson addressed the 
board. His speech will be found in 
full in another column. At the con¬ 
clusion of his address. Alderman Cabot 
nominated Alderman Thomas Weston, 
Jr. for president and the election was 
unanimous, Mr. Weston taking the 
chair and Mayor Hutchinson retiring.

Notice was received from the Secre¬ 
tary of the Commonwealth of applica¬ 
tion of Morris Fried for incorporation 
as a religious organization, from David 
Craig to the effect that ho would 
chnnge traps as required by the or¬ 
dinance and hold the city responsible 
for the expense, nnd from the West 
End Street Rallwny Co. accepting al¬ 
terations in track locations on Tre- 
mont.

Petitions of J. W. Wilson for license 
for two wagons, of E. F. Barnes, F. A. 
Childs and C. W. Keefe for renewal 
of auctioneer license were granted 
while petition of M. L, Gordon Tor 
common victualler license and appli¬ 
cation of Mary A. Holbrook for sol¬ 
dier’s relief were referred. 

After a short recess, orders grant¬ 
ing $935,097.90 for city expenses for 
the year 1909 and $47,400 for certain 
city expenses until February 15 were 
adopted. On recommendation of the 
Finance Committee, orders ^vere adop¬ 
ted accepting ofTer of $2,000 annual 
contribution towards expense of es¬ 
tablishing an industrial school, auth¬ 
orizing city treasurer to receive this 
amount and hold bonds for surety of 
the same, and establishing such a 
school, os required by law. 

Alderman Burr In speaking to this 
matter, moved that the grateful thanks ! 
of the board be extended to Messrs. 
Palmer and Howard and through them 
to the person to whom we may be In¬ 
debted for this generous gift. Tbe 
motion was unanimously adopted, af¬ 
ter which Alderman Palmer stated 
that he and Capt. Howard were sim¬ 
ply trustees for this gift. 

The board adjourned at 4.55 P. M. 


The final meeting of the board of 
aldermen of 1908 was held at two 
o’clock Monday afternoon, with Presi¬ 
dent Weston in the chair. The meet¬ 
ing was held on call of the mayor as 
the board had neglected to make the 
usual adjournment to this time.

instruction in the principles of Me¬ 
chanic Arts under the provisions of 
Chapter five hundred and five of the 
Statutes of the Commonwealth for the 
year nineteen hundred and six, en¬ 
titled "An Act to Establish the Com¬ 
mission upon Industrial Education" 
and acts in amendment thereof and 
in addition thereto. 


As security to the City of Newton 
for such psymentH the undersigned 
will deposit in the city treasury ap¬ 
proved bonds in the sum of ten thous¬ 
and dollars ($10,000) conservative 
market value, which may be applied 
to the payment of such expenses of 
two thousand dotlnrs per annum for 
five years If payments are not made 
as called for ns aforesaid, 

Such bonds If not so applied shall 
be returned to us at the end of said 
term of five years.

Ills age was 
68 years, 7 months, 26 days. 


MR. BONNER CONTINUES HIS 
BOMBARDMENT 

To Hie Editor of the GRAPHIC: — 
The popular horror of smallpox nat¬ 
urally contributes ns much as any¬ 
thing else to foster undesirability of 
contracting the disease, the possibility 
of dying from it, or the chance (In 
the event of a severe hut non-fatal 
attack) of its traces being left be¬ 
hind In the shape of disfigurement. 
But that Is no argument lit favour of 
nor reason for placing this disease In 
any different category to any other 
disorder that the human family Is II- 
uhle to. Small]>ox produces a much 
lower case fulality under ordinary 
conditions t It tin meusles, scarlet fever, 
typhoid ami other complaints, tho ex¬ 
istence of which do not strike nearly 
the same amount of terror la the 
hearts of the people, and whereas the 
prevalence of hundreds of those cases 
does not receive more than passing 
notice from the press and the public 
—apart from tho families in which 
lhey have occurred, of course, 1 mean 
—a single smallpox patient secures 
more notoriety than a well-paid press 
agent obtains for a Jewel-losing 
actress. 

The famous surgeon. Sir Frederick 
Treves, hus described epidemic ills 
eases us “Nature’s beneficent angels’’ 
—ordained presumably to remind us 
of tbe duty we owe to her who must 
be obeyed who will take u speedy 
revenge when her laws are uhimed. 
The official returns of the Registrar 
General of England and Wales show 


that the average number of deaths 
annually during the 20 years, 1885- 
1901, in that country from the causes 
specified have been: Cancer, 22.041; 
diarrhoea. 21,387; mnnsles. 12,532; 
whooping rough, 11,631; scarlet fever, 
5,284; and smnllpox, 641. Within the 
period mentioned, England has passed 
through two Horlous epidemics of the 
laHl mentioned zymotic so it cannot be 
claimed that 1 have selected a favorite 
time. The Information Is the latest 
available and comes from an unques¬ 
tioned source upon the classification 
of the doctors’ certlflcstes. 

Ab an opponent might urge that the 
useful effect of vaccination as an in¬ 
fluence upon nmallpox was here dem¬ 
onstrated, allow me to point out that 
during the whole lime the vacinal de¬ 
fault over the other side was mater¬ 
ially increasing and the lesser num¬ 
ber of deaths from smallpox in un- 
vacctnaied centers was even more 
marked than in thoRO parts of the 
country where the inhabitants were 
suposed to be protected! Thus, in 
Leicester, in 1872, no less than 346 
deaths from smallpox were recorded, 
but with a vastly increased popula¬ 
tion and vaccination down to a very 
low ebb—only six per cent.—the two 
epidemics of 1892-3 and 1903-4 pro¬ 
duced but 21 and 25 fatal cases re¬ 
spectively. 

Let me now provide a little local 
evidence. In 1899 Albert Wliltteniore 
came down with the distemper and 
there was only one doctor in the whole 
of Newton (Board of Health officials 
included) who had ever seen a case, 
and that occured 15 years previously. 
The patient was promptly Isolated and 
there was no further spread. The 
next Incident of a like character was 
that of the tw-o medioal men, but by 
the adoption of quarantine the out¬ 
break got no further. It is urged that 
the mildness of the attacks suffered 
by the doctors was due to their child¬ 
hood vaccination, but my opponents 
have no right to "blow hot and cold” 
and in view of (heir present-day theory 
that the benefit of vaccination van¬ 
ishes at the end of about seven years 
there could not be much of its pro- 
phylascls remaining with two gentle¬ 
men who had certainly not been vac¬ 
cinated for between 30 and 40 years. 
But If it was through the lack of the 
jennerlan safeguard that the doctors 
contracted smallpox, what protected 
their nurses( one of whom had not un¬ 
dergone the operation since 28 years 
before, and the other a shorter period? 

Those two cases also illustrate and 
demonstrate that the type of an attack 
is not regulated by the vaccinal con¬ 
dition. but by the habits and mode of 
life of the individual. The patient 
with whom the medical men came into 
contact never recovered but their Ill¬ 
nesses were of the slightest and no 
marking remains. It is by no means 
uncommon to find the most violent 
form of smallpox, conveying the mild¬ 
est kind and vice versa, and the state 
of the blood seems to be the regulat¬ 
ing medium. I have never urged, and 
do not now claim, that the lack of 
vaccination affords protection. Em¬ 
phatically not! But I do think that 
all other chances and circumstances 
being equal, the unvaccinated person 
is likely to have a bit the best of the 
argument by reason of his unimpaired 
vitality and unpolluted blood. Every 
epidemic of any proportions produces 
Its severe and fatal cases amongst 
the vaccinated, and likewise amongst 
those wiio were not so safeguarded 
but the only particulars which are 
taken Into account concern the state 
of the patients In regard to vaccin¬ 
ation without other contributory 
features being enquired Into or 
troubled about. 

So I do not claim that unvaccinated 
individuals or communities are exempt 
from smallpox and this leads me to 
touch upon an aspect my antagonists 
frequently refer to. They call atten¬ 
tion to something of which I am well 
aware, viz., that commencing In 1885 
Montreal had a terrible epidemic but 
forgot to supply particulars. The fact 
is that also, M. Ross, M. D., who was 
living In the city, solemnly warned 
the council just before tbe outbreak 
concerning the danger of the thous¬ 
ands of overflowing privies and cess¬ 
pits existing In certain districts but 
no heed was taken. He kept a record 
of the name, nationality, sex and res¬ 
idence of everyone who died from 
smallpox between April. 1885 nnd Jan¬ 
uary 30th, 1886, and tbe result of a 
thorough enquiry by a capable and 
trustworthy medical man mot an anti- 
vaccinator) disclosed the fact that 
the 85 per cent, nil-vaccinated propor¬ 
tion of the population had produced 
1777 deaths whilst the remaining 15 
per cent, vaccinated share of the peo¬ 
ple was accountable for HOC fatalit¬ 
ies. The reliability of this testimony 
Is borne out by a lady who was matron 
of one of ihe pest-houses at the lime, 
ind yet, in face of such proof as that 
we are told to look at Montreal—gen¬ 
erally on the authority of Prof. Win. 
Osier, who though a Canadian by 
birth and education, was not nu eye 
witness of this epidemic. 

Wherever we turn the facts are 
equally convincing. The last epidem¬ 
ic started with a re-vaccinated sailor, 
In Glascow, til March, 1900. There 
was no “conscious clause’’ for Scot¬ 
land uni 11 1907 ami that the people of 
Cluscow were well "lyinphed” was at¬ 
tested by their former medical officer. 
Dr. J. B. Russell, who said "They were 
\acci»ated amt re-vaccinated to im 
extent unparnlellod In any other local 
ity.” In spite of ibis worshiping of 
the vaccination fetish 431,237 further 
operations were carried out In the 
course of 18 months at a cost of over 
£54.000 and yet they had about 4000 
cases and 400 deaths, of whom very 
few were unvaccinated. The reports 
of the medical superintendent of the I 
Metropolitan Asylums Board show that 
the London epidemic of 1901-2 em¬ 
braced no less than 6954 cases nnd 
over 700 deaths of vaccinated and re- 
vaccinated persons. And In spite of 
all this evidence from the enemy’s 
own camp the cry of protection and 
mitigation is persisted in!

The annual meeting and dinner of 
the Civic Club of Newton was held 
at the Parker House, Boston, on Tues¬ 
day evening. This Club to which only 
men who have served In the city, 
government of Newton are eligible 
discusses municipal matters and the 
subject for this meeting was. “Why 
—A Technical High School in New¬ 
ton.” The guests and speakers in¬ 
cluded Mr. Charles L. Kirschner, mas¬ 
ter elect of the school now building, 
Mr. Charles H. Morse, secretary of 
the Mass. Commission on Industrial 
Education and Dr. Spauidlng, Super¬ 
intendent of Schools. President Henry 
E. Bothfeld was In charge and about 
thirty members and guests were pres¬ 
ent. At the business meeting which 
immediately followed the dinner, these I 
officers were elected. President, Ben- j 
jamln S. Palmer; secretary-treasurer, 
J. C. Brlmblecom; and Edward P. Bos- 
son, Allston Burr and O. M. Fisher, 
executive committee. It was also vot¬ 
ed to enlarge the scope of membership 
bv including gentlemen who had 
served the city on the school commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr. Kirschner in his address spoke 
in a general way of the work which 
Technical High Schools accomplished, 
speaking more particularly from his 
own experiences as master of the Man¬ 
ual Training school at New Haven. Mr. 
Morse gave a clear cut, and most in¬ 
teresting talk upon the need of indus¬ 
trial training for boys from 14 years 
upwards, and showed the position Ger¬ 
many had attained during the past 
generation by attention to this sub¬ 
ject. 

Dr. Spaulding said that while the 
details of the new Technical High 
School had not all been arranged, it 
was Intended to use the present high 
school for three of the present four 
courses of study, the classical, to fit 
for college, the scientific, to fit for 
Tech, or other scientific schools, and 
the general course. An opportunity 
will also be given each pupil In the 


Present high school, to take a little 
technical work in the new building, 
with courses which will allow from 
two o four hours' work each week. 
In the Technical School, there will be 
a commercial course, enlarged and 
modified from the present course in 
the regular high school, and which 
now' includes 300 pupils. There will 
be a regular technical course for boys 
and girls with 10 hours’ work each 
week In the shops and laboratories, 
and a certain amount of history, Eng¬ 
lish and mathematics. 

There will also be a course for boys 
with 14 to 16 hours' work in the shops, 
and which during the last years will 
trend towards a particular form of 
trade. It Is the purpose of the school 
committee to hold meetings in all the 
grammar schools in the near future 
and confer with pupils and parents 
as to the proposed work. This will 
be supplemented with a statement in 
simple, definale form relative to these 
courses, so as to give an Intelligent 
Idea of what the new school Is to 
accomplish. 

Those present included Ex Mayor 
A. R. Weed, S. E. Howard, and A. S, 
Hutchinson of the school committee, 
Mr. F. H. Howes, a former member 
of that body, President Thomas Wes¬ 
ton. Jr. of the board of aldermen. 
Aldermen F. A. Day, S. W. Holmes, 

C. D. Cabot. C. F. Avery, B. S. Palmer, 
F. S. Webster, T. W. White. F. R.

'J he argument is advanced, that the fiscal year of the school 
department is from September to September and that the esti¬ 
mate presented to the Board of Aldermen in November is 
based largely upon contracts to which the school 1>oard is 
committed. 

Would it be possible, out of deference to the responsibilities 
of the Board of Aldermen, to rc-adjust and cither by an earlier 
consideration on its part of tbe school estimates, or by the 
commencement of the school board's fiscal year in unison with 
other departments, to arrive at a business-like solution of this 
problem with entire fairness to all interests? 

This leads to the thought that there should be in each board 
a better understanding of tbe motive* and functions of the 
other, and being at present conscious of immediate problems 
requiring consideration from different points of view, I recom¬ 
mend the appointment of a special, or permanent, "Committee 
on Schools" of three members, to act advisory to the Mayor 
and jointly in conference with a similar committee, if ap¬ 
pointed by the school board, on all matters requiring such 
service. If adopted this would mean the abolishment of the 
present “Joint Committee on New School Buildings," or the 
enlargement of its duties. I specially feel the need of such a 
committee of conference at this time, in view of the construc¬ 
tion of the Technical High School Building, and hope that it 
might also, by conference with an associate committee, present 
a plan for adjustment of the financial problems. 

We enter the year with several official changes. The City 
Physician, after a faithful service of ten years, resigned and 
his place has been filled by one specially well qualified by 
ability and temperament to perform the duties of the office. 

Another resignation, that of a member of the Board of 
Health, was, with grateful acknowledgments of a self sacri¬ 
ficing service of six years, regretfully accepted, but we were 
fortunate in immediately filling this vacancy with an appoint¬ 
ment in every respect gratifying. 

The death of our former Engineer was a distinct loss to the 
entire City, to our government, to his department and to all 
associated directly or indirectly with him in his official ca¬ 
pacity. His life was a constant demonstration of professional 
ability, conscientious devotion to exacting duties and helpful 
evidences of genuine friendship far exceeding the usual. An¬ 
other assumes his official duties with our confirmation and 
confidence’ which entitle him to our constant encouragement 
and co-operation. 

The formation of the Forestry Department came as a result 
of a wide-spread agitation fully warranted by the presence of 
various species of moths, caterpillars, beetles and other insects 
destructive to our trees. To have longer waited in the hope 
that nature was to rid us of tiie pests, or to have entered upon 
the work of extermination in a less vigorous, thorough and 
intelligent manner would have been, I think, disastrous to a 
large number of our beautiful trees and been the cause of a 
later expenditure far exceeding the present appropriation. 
Th work is now progressing under the direction of a com¬ 
petent Forest Commissioner, who realizes that the ultimate 
results so much desired will be possible only through his un¬ 
tiring vigilance, supplemented by the helpful suggestions, rea¬ 
sonable criticisms and hearty co-operation, not only of this 
Board but of our citizens in general. 

Tbe ordinance which created this department placed under 
its charge the city parks, playgrounds and cemeteries, and 
now, prompted by many expressions of public interest and an 
investigation of our needs, I recommend that you carefully, 
and if possible, favorably consider suggestions for a reason¬ 
able increase in the number of our playgrounds, or better 
equipment for the effectiveness of those now existing. 

To lake the place of five who are at present serving with 
creditable records I shall be required to submit for your con¬ 
firmation the names of three of our citizens to act as a Board 
of Assessors for terms severally of one, two and three years 
from February first. I feel deeply the great responsibility of 
this duty. The men selected should he well informed, of ex¬ 
perience in affairs, but above all, capable of wise and impartial 
judgments; We shall' ask them to perform their duties under 
laws of taxation 'which are crude, illogical and indefensible, 
and as applied in most cases emphatically unfair, frequently 
to the assessed, but more frequently, 1 am sure, to the 
municipality. 

Irregularity of assessment is largely responsible for a tax 
rate, not only here but elsewhere which appeals to some 
citizens as excessive, but there is no possibility under the 
present system of arriving at an absolutely fair equation. Bui 
very few of those complaining of our valuations or rate of 
taxation present an argument sustaining their position, the 
retreat usually being in the line of comment, without specifi¬ 
cation, relative to the under taxation of certain of their neigh¬ 
bors. This is in most cases justifiable, but with U»e existence 
of a general disinclination to .sworn declarations, what course, 
is open to assessors except to gather from public records and 
reliable sources all possible information, and complete their 
work by estimates carefully made in accordance with their 
combined judgment?. 

The departments in which changes have not and prob¬ 
ably are mol.to be made, do not require special mention, and 
may be depended upon to continue the present high standards 
of excellence. The growth of our City, hut more particularly 
the growth of a desire amounting m a demand for all that is 
progressive in municipal improvements, furnishes the incentive 
for*each departuunt to attain to its greatest possible efficiency. 

We are fortunate in being called to oflicial duties in a com¬ 
munity where only the highest motives of service are. expected 
and where if manifested such will be recognized and com¬ 
mended. 

We are fortunate in being a part of a municipality which is 
able to draft competent,, reliable and busy men, to be asso¬ 
ciated in a board for the intelligent, friendly and disinterested 
consideration of its governmental art airs. 

I ask to he permitted to join with you in the anticipation of 
a year notable for its enlarged opportunities for service and 
in the hopeful expectation of gratifying results.

I notice hv the dnlly paper thru be¬ 
fore iho Nowton Donrcl of Aldermen 
on Monday evening (he petit loners for 
continuing out* Kvenimr Schools on 
tliolr present basis bad leave to with¬ 
draw. This decision wan perhaps a 
foregone eon elusion. Do those who 
administer the nffnlrs of the pennjo 
of Newton realize whliher surh nction 
tends? Our Evening Schools b*<ve 
much Increased In efficiency during 
the last four years largely tlio result 
oT the offer Is of Miss Cora S. I’olih 
a member of our school board. 1 he 
pupils of the Evening Schools arc 
mostly those who work with Uieir 
hands during the day. I hat very 'labor 
class' talked of so freely in oresent 
day public addresses as "already a 
menace to the future of our lcptib- 
llc!" nnd the like. Nov, do lhe lax- 
payers of Newton aRr^e In desiring 
the opportunities for Ft tidy afforded 
by these evening sehools diminished 
while no such diminution of opportun¬ 
ity is also Imposed on our High 
School? Do a majority of our lax 
pavers fool that this plan of lessen¬ 
ing the opportunity of the poor is 
politic to snv nothing of Us being fair 
nnd just? The fact Is that "the burn¬ 
ing question" of our present at'jmpl 
at civilization Is not. ns so often 
stated In public, ‘what, shall we «lo 
with the Immigrant and lhe laboring 
class'—The real question of this day 
and hour Is ‘what will hese common 
people' do with us? This is a crucial 
question. Tt Is even now demanding 
a summary answer. The Immlgrnnt 
and the laborer may determine to do 
to us ns we do lo them. Ts this, then, 
any time to withhold his privileges 
from the Immigrant and the laboring 
man? 

The taxes of this city are raised by 
common consent and are levied equita¬ 
bly It Is presumed. To the great sum 
which Newton raises by taxation all 
residents contribute directly or Indi¬ 
rectly— (all except a few classes of 
people). Each year a demand for 
taxes is presented to each male resi¬ 
dent and to females owing property. 
After three years if the tax demanded 
is not forthcoming, a sheriff takes 
possession of a man's house nnd hv 
order of the city his estate Is aold 
for taxes. Now this summary dealing 
of lhe city with its taxed citizens .to¬ 
gether wlih the relatively large sum 
demanded in tnxes here—the valua¬ 
tion of property In Newton being very 
high and the rate per thousand be¬ 
ing not low.—makes taxes in Newton 
a matter of such importance that it 
naturally Is a subject of personal In¬ 
terest to tax payers ns to how these 
taxes shall be expended, and whether 
the real Interest of the public is con¬ 
cerned by this expenditure or other¬ 
wise. He must be an extremely short¬ 
sighted person who maintains that In 
the present strained social relations. 
It Is good policy, (to take no higher 
stand on this matter.) to diminish the 
school advantages which our laboring 
men have heretofore received and en¬ 
joyed. 

Is It possible that we have drifted 
away from the time when public offic¬ 
ials felt that they were public servants 
amenable to those who had made them 
trustees or monies deposited with 
them for the public good.—and that 
we have already come to a time when 
these officials are imperious and in¬ 
different to the wishes of those who 
supply the sums which these officials 
administer? I hope this Is not the 
case. I cannot believe that It Is so 
If It Is, however, a day of reckoning is 
surely coming. History is by no 
means silent in this particular. This 
day may Indeed be delayed. Is it not 
best, to put the matter In a lower 
plane. Is it not politic for those elec¬ 
ted to public office to act for the good 
of the proletariat, in this way serving 
the highest and best interests of all 
their constituency.

Michigan Women To Vote. 

Michigan hns just adopted a new 
constitution, one clnuse of which 
rends: "Whenever any question is sub¬ 
mitted to a vote of tho electors which 
involves tho direct expenditure of pub 
lie money or the issue of bonds, every 
woman having the qualifications of 
male electors who hns property as¬ 
sessed for taxes in any part of the 
district or territory to he affected by 
the result of such election shall be en¬ 
titled to vote thereon.” Michigan is 
the fifth State lo give tax-paying wo¬ 
men a vote on questions of taxation. 
Montana gave it in 1887, Iowa in 1894, 
Louisiana In 1898, and New York (In 
nil the towns and villnges or the State) 
In 1901.

The 
paid few days bns Been an onormoiifl 
number of poiitioiiH and bills filed, 
affeetIng almost every phase of life 
In this Commonwealth, city Solicitor 
Slocum lm h prepared and filed Ml In 
authorizing the cl I y to pay a mini of 
money to Mrs. Jennie A. Farnham, 
widow of the late City Knghieer, rela¬ 
tive to Hprinkling Rtreeta with water 
or other Ikpildn and materials, reduc¬ 
ing the membership of the board of 
aldermen and of the school committee 
to seven eneli, postponing the present 
division or the corporation tax, until 
such time ns the amount of this tax 
can be adjusted in the three-year 
basis for fixing ihe state tax ami also 
a bill to readjust the basis of the 
state tax. These last two bills are 
intended to relieve Xewton somewhat 
from the immediate loss of something 
like $70,000 in corporation tax, which 
otherwise would go into effect, this 
year. In fixing the basis for the 
state tax every three years, the total 
amount of the corporation tax Is In¬ 
cluded in the city's valuation and as 
the Inst adjustment was made in 1907, 
taking effect in 1908, it is manifestly 
unfair to continue to assess I lie state 
tax on a valuation which includes the 
entire corporation tax and then take 
away half our corporation tax. Mr. 
i Slocum also contemplates introduc¬ 
ing a bill to modify the corporation 
tax bill for ibis year, so that only one- 
quarter will bo taken away instead of 
one-half. Alderman Jones is nlso a 
petitioner for an amendment to the 
city charter to. substitute the mayor 
as a member of the school committee 
instead of the president of the board 
of aldermen. This is in line with the 
old charter and will bring the finan¬ 
cial end of the city government in 
closer touch with the school com¬ 
mittee. 

A hearing was held Wednesday on 
the petition of Charles E. Hatfield au¬ 
thorizing $G00 for clerical assistance 
to the clerk of tlie Newton police 
court. Judge Kennedy, Alderman 
Weston, Clerk Sprague, Messrs. Ar¬ 
nold Scolt, Chas. R, Darling, and Rep¬ 
resentative Bishop spoke in favor of 
the hill and there was no opposition. 
The business of the Xewton court is 
far larger than that of Waltham, 
which has an assistant clerk and 
Judge Kennedy informs hie that the 
Xewton court has tile largest number 
of eases on probation than any court 
in the state. 

One bill, which, iu my opinion, 
would be of great benefit to the cause 
of good municipal government, is 
ilint introduced by Mr. Fierce of 
Boston, providing that in any city or 
town accepting tho act party lines 
shall be forbidden in municipal elec- 
’Jons. The bill provides for a pre¬ 
liminary election for nominations, 
candidates for nominations being re¬ 
quired to file papers ten days iu ad¬ 
vance of the preliminary election, 
with twenty-five signers for each 
ward. 

It inis hill becomes a law. it will 
apply only to those cities and towns 
which accept the net by popular vote. 
A petition signed by not less than five 
per cent of the voters of a city or 
town is necessary to secure a vote 
upon the acceptance of the act. After 
, the voters of any community have 
j accepted the act, no ballot for use In 
any regular, special or primary elec¬ 
tion of that community shall have 
printed upon it any political mark or 
designation. 

Nominations shall lie made at a 
primary election which is to he hold 
on the third Tuesday preceding each 
election. Nominal Ions of candidates 
to l:e voted for at this primary elec¬ 
tion Hliall he by petition. At least 
Hventy-flve voters from each ward of 
ihe candidate's electoral district must 
slg'i the petition before the cundl- 
dnie’a name can be placid upon the 
bailor. 

The two persons receiving the high¬ 
est number of votes at tills primary 
election shall be the only eandidates 
whose names will be primed on the 
ballot for the final election. Other 
mums may be written in by the 
void s. Where more limn one person 
Is to be elected to an oltlce the names 
of twice the number to be elected 
shall be printed upon the ballot. 

Newton lias been fortunate In the 
past in really ignoring party lines in 
its city elections, nlllio ostensibly, the 
nominees are Republicans, ruder 
(bis garb. Democrats have been re¬ 
peatedly elected io our board of al¬ 
dermen nnd school commit lee, and on 
I one occasion, even the mayor was 
classed as a Democrat. While tills 
lias been tlie ease iu the past, the 
drawing of party lines has been grad¬ 
ually strengthening, and some such 
act as is mnv proposed would be a 
step iu ihe right ill reel Ion.

"It Is oflon sold Hint women have 
no npiitwle for the larger depnrtnientp 
of whnt is called business, It Ih true 
that not many women have ns yet ven¬ 
tured into the wider nvenues of com¬ 
mercialism, but there are thousands 
of women, especially In Kuropc, wlto 
are conduct ing small businesses suc¬ 
cessfully, and 1 am going lo take one 
of the few minutes allotted me to 
testify to the efficiency of the women 
who conduct the business of our clubs. 
It has been my lot to speak before 
scores,—perhaps hundreds—of wo¬ 
men’s clubs in all parts of our country. 
Much correspondence has been invol¬ 
ved in making these engagements; but 
never have the arrangements which 
have been made failed to bo carried 
out to the letter. If some one was to 
meet me, she met me. If some one 
was to see me off. she saw me off. 1 
have always been paid just as prom¬ 
ised. Sometimes serious complica¬ 
tions have been threatened, but (hey 
have always been skillfully avoided 
or untangled by the clever and clear¬ 
headed women in charge. 

"Ami have you ever seen a more 
business-like, prompt and rapid con¬ 
duct of programs than hi this conven¬ 
tion? Have you ever seen better or¬ 
der? If Mrs. Decker bad been hi the 
Speaker's chair during this last ses¬ 
sion of Congress, it would not have de¬ 
served the name of a "ilo-uotliing" one. 
Surely, if the club women of this 
country succeed In general business 
as they succeed In their own, they will 
sweep everything before them.'' 

This is indeed high praise and It 
is certainly merited. Mrs. Decker in 
the January Federation Bulletin In 
commenting upon the same meetings 
adds her appreciation of the ability of 
the Boston women when she says, 
"There never was or could be ft finer 
assembly from tlie point of view of 
the Chairman. Sympathetic, enthusi¬ 
astic. patient, responsive, it was sim¬ 
ply splendid. Add to this the perfect 
arrangements of the Bocal Board, with 
the wonderful Miss Bacon for the com¬ 
manding general, and the conduct of 
the meeting was simply a pleasure.”

The Newton Mothers' Club observed 
its annual "Gentlemen's Night" on 
Monday evening. January 18. Mr. and 
Mrs. Andrew S. Woods of Balearres 
road opened their charming home for 
the occasion ami a large number of 
members ami guests attended not¬ 
withstanding the severity of the 
weather. The guests were welcomed 
by Mrs. E. I\. Hall, the president of 
the club, and Mrs. Woods the hostess, 
ns they arrived and after a brief so¬ 
cial time. Mrs. G. R. Pulsifer rendered 
most acceptably a group of songs, ac¬ 
companied by Mrs. Albert P. Carter. 
Mr. Richard T. Wyche, president of 
the American Story Tellers* League, 
was then introduced. Mr. Wyche 
spoke for a few moments of the pres¬ 
ent movement of story telling as a 
return to the original methotl of Im¬ 
parting information. He explained 
the origin of the League of which lie 
is head, as having come into being 
during the session of a summer school 
where a large number of teachers 
were assembled. They found such en¬ 
joyment in meeting together and tell¬ 
ing stories as a pastime that at length 
hey decided to do it regularly, so all 
during the six weeks’ term they met 
two evenings a week for the purpose. 
Mr. Wyelie then related the "Story of 
Ulysses," telling it so simply that 
even young children would have been 
compelled to listen, while his hearers 
followed him with all the breathless 
interest of children of a larger 
growth. The speaker is gifted not so 
much for elocutionary power, as for 
a simple, direct manner of speech, for 
his ability to condense the twenty 
years’ wanderings of his hero so that 
it could be told in an hour's time, and 
for his being able to keep right on, 
not hesitating for a moment for a 
word. It is needless to say that he 
was greatly enjoyed by all and that 
he received full measure of applause 
when, after Ills first selection, he told 
the "Tar Baby" story from Uncle 
Remus. Refreshments were served 
during the social hour. It was in every 
way a very enjoyable affair. 

The Social Science Club bad a full 
measure of good things at its meting 
on Wednesday morning, Jan. 20. After 
a short business meeting. Miss Mary 
L. Speare was presented as having 
charge of the morning. The general 
subject was "The Intellectual Life of 
the City." Miss Speare after briefly 
Introducing the subject took for her 
topic, “City Schools, public and pri¬ 
vate." She traced the growth of 
schools from early times when they 
were In priestly hands, through the 
Greeks, who were the first to separate 
them from the religious training, to 
their appearance in large number In 
Europe, especially In Paris, by the 
end of the 12lli century, and the rise 
of the universities hi the 13th and 
i-ith centuries. Of the schools of to¬ 
day she said that the kindergarten 
has come lo stay, in the primary we 
find not only the three R’s, but also 
art, nature and literature taught. In 
the Intermediate grades the children 
are gathering momentum for the high 
sclioq]. She paid high compliment to 
the fine plant Newton possesses in its 
high school and the forthcoming tech¬ 
nical high. After touching slightly 
upon the character of some of the pri¬ 
vate schools and commenting upon ihe 
fact that the city private schools are 
more often for girls than boys, she 
gave a short account of the ’.Massa¬ 
chusetts institute of Technology. Tills 
school was the first to Introduce lab¬ 
oratory work In chemistry and physics 
as a required part of the curriculum, 
and it is to-day the largest and most 
complete school of its kind in the 
country. She referred also to the 
(good work done by other city insti¬ 
tutions, Including Boston University, 
( hicftgu University, Uohtmhia and 
others. She cited the statement that 
Americans take mote Interest in their 
schools titan all the rest of the world 
put together. The whole subject was 
itented in Miss Speurc's own peculiar¬ 
ly delightful way that makes her pa¬ 
llets so welcome. 

Mrs. Ellon f\ Somlerlcker followed 
with a short paper upon "Civic Clubs." 
These organizations have come into 
exist cure to counteract the extreme 
individualism of the masses. The 
earliest was formed in Chicago. Others 
i mentioned were the Civic Club of Be- 
I lull, Cleveland's Chamber of Coin- 
i merce, the Massachusetts Civic 
League, the City Club of Boston and 
ihe new organization known as the 


Boston Chamber of Commerce and 
lastly the good work done by the 
Twentieth Century Chib. The paper 
contained much that was new and of 
interest to the members. 

The third topic, "Art Museums," 
was taken by Mrs. 1L 11. Powers. Site 
spoke of them as one of the really 
potent influences in the upbuilding of 
the city. Beginning with the one that 
should bo most familiar lo all her 
hearers, the one in Boston, she told 
of the work it Is doing for not only 
the highly cultured art loving class, 
hut also for the average man nnd 
wont nn. It is not merely a storehouse 
for art treasures, but Is a centre of 
Instruction through its school nnd 
through the opportunities given pri-‘ 
vate Individuals to give art lectures 
with the material at hand with which 
to Illustrate, the work that the docent 
Is doing In acting as guide for parties 
who wish to be instructed—not the 
perfunctory sort of person found 
abroad.—but tDo educated man who 
knows whereof he speaks. This Muse¬ 
um Mrs. Powers considered one of the 
finest educational adjuncts the city 
possesses. She went on lo speak of 
museums In western cities and the 
work done by them In Instructing 
uplifting and Inspiring the people. In 
dosing she quoted from President 
Eliot who said that the influence of 
art Is n potent force in the teaching 
of morality and a source of happiness 
among the common people. The only 
regret that one can have from a meet¬ 
ing so full of Interest is the fact that 
there is so much to enjoy nnd so little 
time to enjoy it In the retrospect of 
discussion. 

The Newton Federation announces 
that the new building which It has 
placed upon the Newton Hospital 
grounds was opened on Wednesday 
as a Medical Out-Patient Department 
of the hospital. Here patients may 
consult physicians on Wednesdays 
and Sundays from 12 until L If these 
hours are not found sufficient they will 
be Increased with the demand. The 
Social Service committee of the Fed¬ 
eration, together with some of the ofli- 
cers, visited this new building oil Fri¬ 
day of last week and found it com 
plete in all. Its appointments. It is a 
portable bungalow house with piazza 
in front, one large room for a waiting 
room, a smaller one for supplies and 
another fitted up with a hospital bed 
and a toilet room with open plumbing. 
Steam heat and electric lights are fur¬ 
nished from the hospital plant. It is 
finished in natural wood and the out¬ 
side walls are lined with a dull red 
building paper which contrasts well 
with the wood finish. After inspect¬ 
ing the building the committee ad¬ 
journed to the Nurses’ Home for Its 
meeting. Those in charge of Die tu¬ 
berculosis work reported that there 
are already under their care several 
patients who have been provided with 
lotus, while visitors from the com¬ 
mittee are seeing that proper food Is 
to be had. Twenty-four hours after 
a case had been reported a tent had 
been sent and put in readiness for 
occupancy, which shows in what effi¬ 
cient hands the work is placed. The 
committee has at its disposal nine 
terns in all and will be glad to lend 
them when needed. The committee 
desires to be of all possible service to 
the community and will count it a 
favor to be notified of any case where 
it can be of assistance. Mrs. G. W.

Fire which broke out at 1.30 Sat¬ 
urday morning In the second story 
of the home of Jnmes A. DeMone, 152 
Webster street, Newton, drove Mrs. 
De Mono and one child onto the roof, 
where they were rescued 20 minutes 
later. The alarm was sounded by a 
neighbor who was aroused by another 
child, who ran into the street dressed 
in her night clothes. The dwelling 
was gulted, entainlng a loss of about 
$2500. 

The lire is believed to have started 
from an overheated -furnace, although 
it broke out on the second floor. The 
family was awakened by the crackling 
flames. Finding the interior of the 
dwelling burning like a furnace Mrs. 
Do Mone seized one of her little girls 
and escaped to the roof. Another 
small girl managed to get through 
Ihe fire and smoke to Iho street. 

An alarm was sent in from the Hunt 
mill, box 351 being sounded. This 
brought a large amount of apparatus, 
the box being considered one of the 
dangerous ones of ihe city. The fire¬ 
men nnd a detail of police were quickly 
on the scene, and their first task was 
to rescue Mrs. De Mone and her child, 
.who were taken to the home of Len- 
ard E. Sceton. 

The firemen then had one of the 
hardest battles lit several months in 
keeping Ihe blaze from spreading to 
other dwellings, there being a steady 
wind that fanned the fire in a dangeV- 
ous manner. At A o’clock the fire was 
extinguished and the all out was sent 
in. Two hours afterward, however, 
apparatus from the West Newton fire 
station was recalled to the scene, the 
blaze having broken out afresh. 

Mrs. De Mone and her two children 
were exposed to the bitter cold weath¬ 
er wearing only their night clothing, 
but as they were immediately placed 
under competent care it is believed 
llies' will suffer no loss of health. 

Mr. De Mone was in Taunton, hav¬ 
ing secured employment there about 
three weeks ago as a carpenter. Since 
that time Mrs. De Mone had been run¬ 
ning the furnace, and this led to the 
belief that the heating apparatus be¬ 
came overheated and set fire to the 
dwelling. The firemen and police re¬ 
ceived much praise for their work. In 
addition to tlie loss, estimated at 
$2500 oil the dwelling, which was a 
2 1-2'Story frame structure, the family 
lost much clothing and personal bf- 
fects.

THE BOSTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 

An interesting address, given before 
the Beacon Society of Boston, early 
this year, by Mr. Josiah H. Benton, 
president of the Trustees of the Bos¬ 
ton Library, lias just been brought to 
my attention. 

One of the important facts, which 
is not generally known in Newton, is 
that the great Central library on Cop¬ 
ley square and its contents is for 
(he use of the citizens of the entire 
state as well as of Boston. This was 
the condition on which the Common* 
wealth gave part of the land upon 
which this beautiful library building 
was erected. 

Mr. Benton’s address contains too 
much valuable information to be easi¬ 
ly boiled down into a brief descrip¬ 
tion, but a few facts are of more than 
passing interest. This library con¬ 
tains 746,514 books. 10,000 maps and 
nearly 30.000 photographs. The shelv¬ 
ing for the books of Boston would ex¬ 
tend 20 miles. The card catalogues 
comprise over 3,000.000 cards. The 
Central library requires nearly 4.000 
elecirie lights, it includes a printing 
shop and bindery, and with the va¬ 
rious brandies requires the services 
of 219 persons. At the Central library, 
375 newspapers, one at least from 
every civilized nation and two from 
every state in the union, and 1.700 
periodicals are on file. Rare books, 
engravings, and other treasures are 
exhibited from time to time in the 
Fine Arts room, and from 20 to 25 
free lectures given each year In the 
Lecture room on various matters, usu¬ 
ally relating io the fine arts. Other 
interesting portions of the address 
cover the making of catalogues, the 
shelving and tracing of books, the 
inter-library loans to outside libraries, 
and the children’s department. The 
address must be of great value and 
interest to all lovers of books and to 
those who believe that the founda¬ 
tions of our government are knowl¬ 
edge and education.

DOES GERMANY’S EXPERIENCE 
JUSTIFY COMPULSORY 
VACCINATION? 

To the Editor of’the' GRAPHIC: 

The Fatherland is the sheet anchor 
of the pro-vaccinators, who contend 
that in that country smallpox has be¬ 
come an almost unknown disease 
through the rigid enforcement of vac¬ 
cination and re-vaccination. But do 
the facls justify that assertion? I 
say emphatically “no,” and even my 
opponents would be at once compelled 
to cave in but that there Is a differ¬ 
ence of opinion as to when vaccination 
was introduced into Germany. So 
let your readers judge! 

As far back as 1834 re-vacclnatlon 
was compulsory in the army, which 
meant that practically half the popu¬ 
lation could not possibly escape the 
operation, because every healthy male 
adult was supposed lo serve his mili¬ 
tary term. Then by an Order in Coun¬ 
cil of Frederick William III, dated 
August 8th, 1835, it was enacted that 
penalties would he imposed on parents 
who neglected to have their children 
vaccinated in the first year of life If 
they afterwards contracted smallpox. 
Moreover, lists were kept by magis¬ 
trates and officers of health in the 
different departments of any child 
not vaccinated before attaining a year 
old and their parents were fined, 
which illustrates the existence of ex¬ 
tra administrative statutes to back up 
and supplement the general order. 

No child was admitted to a public 
school except upon presentation of a 
certificate of successful vacclnutlon 
and In passing from college to college 
proof had to be furnished that the 
operation had been undergone not 
more than two years previously. When 
an outb. eak of smallpox occurred (he 
police were empowered to vaccinate 
everybody: employers were urged lo 
**•■>!• that all (heir employees were vac*

tin on a vaccination certificate. The 
King’s proclamation rend that these 
ippulntlons “should ho obeyed by 
everyone under penally of fine and 
Imprisonment," and how it can he 
nrgiK'd iti face of such testimony that 
I hi* Prussians wore not well “pro¬ 
tected" passes com prehension. Even 
the Pm. Mall Gazette said In May. 
1S71: “Prussia Is (ho country wliero 
rc-vRPcinnllon Is most generally prac¬ 
tised. the law making the precaution 
obligatory on every person ami the 
authorities conscientiously watching 
over its performance. As a natural 
result, cases of smallpox are rare.” 
But Nemesis was on their track, for 
resting on a broken reed! 

The trickery of pro vaccinators In 
dating compulsory vaccination In Ger¬ 
many ns having started with the Act 
of 1ST-t Is obvious, for in 1S71-2 the 
most terrible epidemic of am nil pox on 
record swept over Prussia and In 
spite of 35 years’ rigorous vaccina¬ 
tion there were 124,948 denihs from 
lhe disease the people were supposed 
lo be safeguarded against. After her 
war with France a new German em¬ 
pire was founded, her slates were fed¬ 
erated and the laws passed became 
universal over the whole country. As 
(ho ’74 Act only came into force the 
following year and the outbreak had 
long before spent Its fury—presum¬ 
ably through the absence of any fur¬ 
ther inflammable material—credit can¬ 
not be accorded to that legislation for 
the subsequent diminution. 

To what, then, may we ascribe It? 
The Iron hand of Prince Bismarck 
was laid upon £200.000,000 of French 
money ns a war Indemnity and for 
ninny years this was spent lavishly 
throughout I he country upon hygienic 
methods in the form of sewage 
schemes, water supplies, main drain¬ 
age, model barrack?, and the sanita¬ 
tion of dwellings. Get into conversa¬ 
tion, I ask you. with anyone who can 
compnre the Germany of to-day with 
that of forty years ago and you will 
not be surprised that smallpox thrived 
then but has materially diminished 
now. I find that In Berlin almost ev¬ 
ery house had an open closet in Its 
yard, open cesspools were general, the 
barracks were usually filthy dens, sew¬ 
age was emptied into the river Spree, 
and the water was badly polluted. If 
that was the state of affairs in the cap¬ 
ital what must it have been in less 
favored areas? But between 1871 and 
1888 no less than 500,000 pounds was 
annually expended on sanitary Im¬ 
provements in Berlin and other large 
cities alone, and It must be noted that 
in proportion as this alteration has 
been carried to a successful issue so 
has the death rate of Germany de¬ 
clined. 

Still, It must not be assumed that 
that nation entirely escapes. In an 
address delivered at Salt Lake City on 
February 2nd, 1900, a surgeon of the 
German Army, Dr. J. A. Hensel, re¬ 
ported: “In June, 1888 I was on duty 
In Strasburg, and over 2,000 cases of 
smallpox were In the pest house, ev¬ 
eryone successfully vaccinated but 
three months before and for the third 
time. I myself was laid up for five 
weeks, although I had been vaccinated 
for the seventh time successfully. In 
June, 1898, I witnessed the amputation 
of three arms and the discharge of 
four men from the army for general 
disability, all from vaccination. After 
this experience I am convinced that 
vaccination Is no protection against 
smallpox.” 

There we get proof that the disease 
does prevail periodically in Germany 
as elsewhere. In fact as recently as 
1907 there was quite a serious epi¬ 
demic in the town and district of Metz. 
Opponents urge that smallpox was 
introduced from France to these bor¬ 
der areas, but where does the conten¬ 
tion for protection come in when it 
is shown to fall immediately upon be¬ 
ing put to the test. Nobody could 
very well drown without getting into 
water sufficiently deep and being then 
able to Bwint Is analogous to pure 
blood. So In the light of the above 
statement I feel that the argument 
from Germany in favor of vaccination 
signally fails. 

I would like to thank numerous cor¬ 
respondents who are closely following 
these contributions and have expres¬ 
sed their appreciation. This morning 
a lady writes from Oxford road, New¬ 
ton Centre: “1 am heartily in accord. 
\\*e have two little girls, one three the 
other four years’ old, and we certain¬ 
ly shall never have neither vaccinat¬ 
ed,” whilst a Cambridge lady notifies 
me that she is sending marked copies 
of your paper to a friend In Iojs An¬ 
geles, Cal., who is deeply Interested.

COL. PARKER DEAD 

Col. Francis Jewett Parker, S4 years 
old, in early life prominent in’mili¬ 
tary, civic and political circles of Bos¬ 
ton, died Wednesday at his home, 447 
Marlboro street, Boston. He was born 
in Boston. Ills parents being the late 
Isaac and Sarah Alnsworih Parker. 
At the beginning of the civil war Col. 
Parker organized the Parker battalion, 
which was the nucleus of the 32d 
Mass. When the regiment was formed 
he was appointed colonel. He re¬ 
signed from the army Jan. I, 1863. 
He was a member of the Loyal Le¬ 
gion and the author of the history of 
the 32d Mass, during the war. 

Col. Parker resided many years in 
Newton, making his home on St. 
James street. He served on the com¬ 
mission which built the water works 
system In 1875-7 and on the water 
board in 1883-4. In 1877 he came with¬ 
in one vote of receiving the Republi¬ 
can nomination for mayor, and in 1878 
was the citizens’ candidate for that 
office, but failed of election. 

Col. Parker had been treasurer of 
the Monadnock cotton mills and treas¬ 
urer of the Massachusetts Central 
railroad. He is survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. William Brooks Cab¬ 
ot of Chestnut Hill and Miss Clara 
Parker, who made her home with her 
father. The funeral will bo held at 
12 o'clock to-morrow from Mt. Auburn 
chapel.

A short business 
session followed the dinner, presided 
over by President Stone, and at 8 
o’clock, in the parlors, Mr. J. O. Fa¬ 
gan of Waltham, author of “The Con¬ 
fessions of a Railroad Signal Man," 
gave an interesting address on "Some 
Curiosities of Railroading." He spoke 
of the railroad, in connection with the 
school, as an actual expression of 
American ideas and that the genius 
of its equipment is an expression of 
national life and character. It is sim¬ 
ilar to all great enterprises and among 
its curious phases is Its schedule sys¬ 
tem. which is not unlike the rules and 
regulations governing a company, and 
sometimes does not work for the ad¬ 
vantage of ell her the company or the 
workman. There is a need of indus¬ 
trial education to best meet the rail¬ 
road problems of the present and fu¬ 
ture and the labor unions are more of 
a hindrance than a help to the high¬ 
est efficiency of the service and con¬ 
sequently are sometimes a contribut¬ 
ing cause of the numerous terrible 
accidents and loss of life. “A rail¬ 
road man’s Job lacks inspiration,’’ Mr 
Fagan said in closing, “but the men's 
loyalty to their employers and their 
work brings as a result efficiency to 
the road and a reasonable safety to 
the passenger.”

MR. MERRILL’S WILL. 

The will of Joseph H. Merrill of 
Newton, which was filed last week 
contains several public bequests. 

The will calls attention to a be¬ 
quest by Mary E. Merrill, wife of tes¬ 
tator, lo Bowdoin college, of a marble 
statue of Montanaro. 

To each of the household servants 
to whom testator was paying wages 
is given $ 100 , multiplied by the num¬ 
ber of full years which shall have 
elapsed from the time of their first 
employment by testator, provided, 
however, lhat none shall receive more 
than $ 1000 . 

To the eMrrill memorial library at 
Yarmouth, Me., Is given a framed por¬ 
trait of testator, painted by Whipple, 
and all of testator’s books. 

A framed oil painting of the Bay of 
Naples, by cGorge L. Brow if, is be¬ 
queathed to Bowdoin college. 

After the death of testator's sisters, 
in Portland, Me., and after the provis¬ 
ions of the will are carried out, all 
the remainlnder of the estate is to go 
to the trustees of Bowdoin college, to 
be known as the Joseph E. Merrill 
fund. 

The sum of $4000 a year out of the 
net Income shall be used under the 
direction of the govening board of 
the college in assisting needy and 
deserving American-born young men, 
preference being given to those born 
in Maine, in securing an education in 
Bowdoin college. 

The whole of the rest and remainder 
of the Income is to be used for the 
establishment or endowment of some 
professorship, or any other general 
purpose of the college, except for real 
estate or building. 

The will Is dated April 1C, 1907, and 
disposes of about $175,000 worth of 
property. The executors named are 
Francis Seaverns of Brooklyn, Horace 
S. Crowell of Falmouth, and William 
F. Garcelon of Newton, without sur¬ 
eties o:i their official bond.

EXPERTS NEEDED IN PUBLIC 
OFFICE. 

Professor Lowell Discusses New Plan 

Of Conducting Municipal Affairs. 

In view of the rapidly increasing 
perplexity of municipal functions, the 
need of municipal experts was pointed 
out by Professor A. Lawrence Lowell, 
of Harvard University, in a paper read 
before the National Municipal League. 
This question has been the subject of 
Professor Lowell’s thought for many 
years. Touching upon this need, Prof 
essor Lowell said: 

"The administration of a great city 
cannot be conducted efficiently and 
at the same time be kept in touch 
with public needs without a combin¬ 
ation of the expert and the represen¬ 
tative of outside opinion, and the rela¬ 
tion that ought to exist between these 
two Is plain. The current manage¬ 
ment and the initiative In the main 
ought to lie with the expert, hut he 
ought to work under the constant 
oversight and control of non-profes 
sional men. 

•Such a relation has grown up spon¬ 
taneously in our great commercial and 
educational bodies, in the president 
and directors of a railroad or a bank, 
in the president and trustees of a uni 
verslty or college, for example, and 
It could be introduced into almost any 
form of city government, for it Is not 
Inconsistent either with the plan of 
boards of commissioners or with that 
of a mayor’s cabinet. 

‘in order to set up the proper rela¬ 
tion between the expert and tlie non¬ 
professional representative of the pub¬ 
lic it Is not necessary to prescribe 
their duties by law, but to make the 
distinction between them perfectly 
clear and that distinction must be 
based upon the essential difference in 
the functions to be performed, 

“The expert is expected to make his 
public work his career. He should 
devote his whole time to It, receive a 
liberal salary and be protected from 
removal except for cause. The non- 
professional Is not to manage his de¬ 
partment but to see that it Is properly 
managed. He ought not to be expec¬ 
ted to give a great deal of time to it, 
ought be paid nothing of a much 
lower salary than the expert and 
ought to give an account of his stew 
ardship by coming up for reappoint¬ 
ment or election at fixed intervals.

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ITALY’S SORROW 

Another Letter from Abroad 


Naples, Dec. 3t, 9 P. M. 

Only three hours left of the old year. 
It Is already ‘'21” o'clock—and the 
wind In the palms on our terrace ueem 
joining In the universal dirge. All 
Italy Is In mourning. For nearly three 
days the one topic or Interest has been 
the Messina tragedy. The flags are 
half-masted everywhere—ship loads of 
soldiers, surgeons and nurses are de¬ 
parting, and ahip loads or wounded 
and dying are arriving with every 
hour. The populace are excited— 
gloomy—tearful. There are so few 
authentic accounts as yet, that the ru¬ 
mors are of course much exaggerated 
—of 150,000 dead and 80,000 wounded. 
Certain It Is, the Calabrian cities or 
Messina are almost extinct; the few 
survivors who have been able to de- 
scribe their experiences, are Incoher¬ 
ent with grief and suffering. One of 
our friends In the Italian service, has 
been on duty two days at Mergellina, 
the boat landing described hi “A Spir¬ 
it In Prison," and he says thfct Words 
cannot describe the horrorB heaped 
on horrors. One Duke came back from 
Messina, In frock coat and under¬ 
drawers, his wife In her night-dress, 
with three ribs broken—after losing 
three children and both her father 
and mother. The early morning bout 
found people abed and many escaped 
In mere robes-de-nuit. They are car¬ 
ried through the streets on Utters, 
borne by four men. the dying and 
the Injured, with an occasional bier, 
to show that some have reached main¬ 
land only to die of wounds or expos¬ 
ure. or starvation. Those who die on 
the passage are buried at sea. No 
more fish for us! The Russian ship 
haB done fine service—I understand 
the White Star Ship "Republic” 1 b to 
go over for one load of refugees before 
Balling for America Saturday or Sun¬ 
day, and the N. D. Lloyd Bteamers are 
doing the same. One party from this 
hotel had gone over to Sicily and 
found no wharves, no landing, no city! 
So they returned by same steamer. It 
will ruin the business In Biclly cities 
for thiB season, at least. The rumor 
la current that convicts escaped from 
the overthrown prison, and began at 
once to ply their business, robbing 
banks and shops. I went down the 
town today twice. Everywhere the 
Btreets were full of people eagerly 
watching the sad cortege of lltterB. 
Via Roma, one of the chief shopping 
districts, was full from wall to wall, 
or people distractedly trying to see 
the faces of those borne by In honking* 
autos—I had not believed there were 
so many automobiles In Naples. The 
road bad to be cleared for them to 
bear their Bad burdens to the great 
hospital Pellegrlna. No carriages 
were allowed to go in the opposite 
direction and the way was being 
cleared momently of pedeatrlanB to al¬ 
low the autos to pa*s at high speed. 
It was a lugubrious Beene. One wo¬ 
man got Into a team I was In and 
rode a short distance, vehemently de¬ 
claiming—with tears—we wept with 
her, for she was evidently a refugee— 
and after she got down from the car 
an old man solemnly announced that 
she had firet returned from Villa Saa 
Giovanni, In Calabria just opposite to 
Messina and which city, with Reggio 
shared the fate of Messina. Several 
smaller cities are partially destroyed. 
Fifty Americans In hotels In MeBsina 
are engulfed. The English Consul's 
wife Is dead and his little daughter Is 
seriously Injured. UiadB of beds and 
clothing are going through the streets 
and hundreds of thousands francs are 
already subscribed. The guests of 
this hotel subscribed over 1000 francB 
and the servants over 200 Tranca with¬ 
in 36 hours of the catastrophe. Our 
host has ottered several large rooms, 
for four beds each. If needed—and 
the Royal palace and Churches are 
being pressed Into service. The ex¬ 
citement makes these vivacious, 
nolBy, emotional people, quiet and sol¬ 
emn. Everywhere tears are supplant¬ 
ing songs and geBtureB. It must be 
weeks—perhaps longer—before any 
positive statistics can be believed. 
The Opera House and Cafes Chan- 
tant are closed, though I believe one 
or two Operas are to be given for 
benefits. Never before haB any such 
supreme disaster befallen this Latin 
race. I long to go among them and 
io offer my services as nurse, hut 
they say the Red Cross nurses and 
SlBters of Charity form a sufficient 
corps of helpers to the 2000 doctors, 
from Rome, Naples and all Italy. Be¬ 
sides. my scanty Italian debars me 
from activity. lt . 

My stay here has been full of inter¬ 
est, despite the rainy season—ten days 
out of every twelve being Bhowery, 
all tbla month. Our hotel Is high up 
on a cliff .above the city, overlooking 
the city and the beautiful bay of Nap¬ 
les, Lorrento, Capri and Vesuvius. We 
enter a gateway from the Corso where 
teams pass and after walking through 
a marble lined Brussels carpeted tun¬ 
nel far Into the heart of the hill, are 
brought up In the lift, 60 or 65 seconds 
without any stop, to the top of Ber- 
tollnls Palace, whehe are the dining, 
Bmoklng. reading, writing rooms. Bu¬ 
reau (office) and some suites, and 
the glorious terrace outside, where 
all meals are served In warmer weath¬ 
er Then we descend by another lirt, 
or by white marble staircases, to our 
rooms. Everything Is magnificently 
kept—1 suppose the finest hotels in 
Italy are Bertollnls. Above us are 
the heights, by an Inclined railway 
through the ledge to Vorrero and then 
a short walk lies the Castle o' 
Elmo, and the monastery of Ban Mar¬ 
tino where the famoun old Chartreuse 
was made. At the "Suppression" of 
the convents, these monks, all nobles, 
were pensioned at 2 franca (forty 
cents) a day—after havtug endowed 
their order with millions of francs— 
Only one or two of the old monks are 
now living aud no novices are made. 
From the Italian standpoint It was s 
gross injustice—a grab game worthy 
of Tammany Hall. Imagine delicate, 
high horn women, who had lived all 
their Uvea In convent!, unfit for secu¬ 
lar life, turned adrift la middle age 
with 40 oents a day, much of which 


whs repaid to the government In “In¬ 
come taxes”—no wonder the priests 
are bitter over It. The magnificent 
church and the lovely cloister at San 
Martino, so familiar to us from pic¬ 
tures, are better kept than the old 
convent which I visited today, at San 
Domenicho Mafglore, to see the room 
where 8t. Thomas Aquinas wrote his 
many Bfbical treatises. There In 
another room, where The Angelic Doc¬ 
tor was used to Instruct boys and 
Seminarians, is now a printing press, 
throwing off an anti-clerical paper! 
in the church near by Is the Rellqnary 
containing the ‘’bull*’ which created 
him "Doctor" of Divinity, and some of 
his book«r and over the altar, when 
the guide Removed a fcilrtaln, I taw 
the mlraouloup painting—the crucifix 
frdm which (tradition says) he heard 
the Saviour say "Thomas, Thou Hast 
Written Well.” Across the Htreet 
In an empty private chapel, some of 
the finest sculpture of Italy Is en¬ 
shrined—the veiled Christ, the anat¬ 
omy, even to the veins In hands and 
feet, is seen as through a wet veil— 
the masterpiece of a pupil of Michel¬ 
angelo. And a wonderful-figure of a 
man, caught In. a net of heresy and 
delivered by a loving angel child, 
carved out of one block of marble— 
the meshes 6f the net being as thick 
as my little finger. 

Of magnificent functions at Christ¬ 
mas , when the cardinal, with his 
benign face, blessed us all as he 
passed In gorgeous procession to the 
midwinter Feet a of San JunareleB in 
the same cathedral. I long to write 
If space permits. ..The theory of young 
Seminarians interested me especially 
for ohvlouB reasons—and when, dur¬ 
ing the qeremontouB vesting of the 
cardinal in bis georgeous euchristic 
robes, I heard the shrill voices of the 
old Neapolitan women swelling the 
responsive Te Deum I was fairly 
thrilled to tears! I have heard 16th 
Century music—very Haydn-esque, In 
a dark church, lighted only by the 
candles of the 20 musicians. I have 
heard the Royal band play Bizet's 
Lulte Arleslenne and the "Pascherl 
di Peril” In the beautiful public park, 
on Sunday afternoons while the sol 
diers and better class citizens dis¬ 
ported themselveH, with babies and 
wonderfully clad and coifed nurses. I 
have bought old books and breviaries 
of 16th and 17th Century publication, 
and postal carde galore—I have 
lunched with duchesses and dined 
with marquis and baron, and attend¬ 
ed the Christmas tree In mine hoBt’B 
Villa with his charming wife and love¬ 
ly children—I have read, written, 
wended, tramped old Naples, trolleyed 
everywhere—and finally, revisited 
Pompeii—arriving too late to enter 
the grounds. But a boy guided ub up 
across hills and fields above the still 
un-dug city, to the rampartB on the 
edge of the excavations, where we 
had a most satisfactory and extensive 
panorama of the entire town, circling 
it and seeing even more than if we 
had walked Its streets again—and sly¬ 
ly invading the empitheatre while 
one of our self-appointed guides stood 
outside to watch for the police—who 
did not Interfere—In fact, I have 
thoroughly enjoyed our month In Nap¬ 
les and feel satisfied to move on to 
fresh woods and pastures new—Rome 
for January and February. Yet, at 
the approach of the new year, and 
the probability of new scenes and 
Joys, there is under all the thankful 
nesB, this minor chord—of Italy's 
tragedy—of Rachel weeping for her 
children—of the uncertainty of relat¬ 
ives—of the horror of the greatest 
tragic catastrophe of modern times, 
added to which the terror of possible 
shocks all over Southern Italy, and 
the rumorB of an earthquake in Amer¬ 
ica, makes the time a serious and 
heart-searching epoch.

The course will present as fully 
and searchlngly as possible the place 
and meaning or the Fine Arts in rela¬ 
tion to the Bplrlt of man. It will be 
gin with the study of the unity of the 
Fine Arts, their expression and inter¬ 
pretation In common of the univer* 
sal elements of human experience. 
Then the biatorlcal sources of the Arts 
and the great forces that determine 
the specific characteristics of a mas 
terplece will be presented. The heart 
of the course, however, will be aq ef¬ 
fort to deflue the particular meaning 
and function of each of Lhe artB, the 
wuy In which It can express and In¬ 
terpret some pbaae of the common 
human life more effectively than any 
other. Finally, the courae will cIobo 
with a lecture showing the ministry 
of the Arts to man's spirit and their 
place In culture.

WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN. 

Public men who visit the White 
House are authority for the statement 
that the president will not let bis ani¬ 
mosities. expire with the present con¬ 
gress or with his trip to Africa. His 
big stick will be laid away in a safe 
and convenient place while he goes af¬ 
ter big game In Africa, and on his 
return it will be picked up and once 
more laid over the -backs of states¬ 
men who dared cross his path while 
he was an occupant of the White 
House. Unlike most other ex-presi 
dents, he will not be content to Bit 
around for the next 10 or 12 years and 
look wise. Men who have talked with 
him since the quarrel with congress 
say he takes great delight In remark¬ 
ing that he will be back from Africa 
before the next round of congression¬ 
al elections; and they quote him as 
saying that some members of congress 
will not find it so eaBy to obtain a re- 
election as It looks now. The Btory 
Is current that Mr. Roosevelt will not 
hesitate to leap into a number of con¬ 
gressional districts where bis ancient 
enemies are now snugly ensconced and 
tell their constituents what he thinks 
of them. Among the members who 
will be chief targets are those who led 
in the attack upon him last week 
through the resolution of censure. 

In this list as a matter of record, 
might be found John W. Weeks of 
Massachusetts, who was one of the 
committee which framed the resolu¬ 
tion; but It is very doubtful if the 
president cherishes any personal feel 
Ing against Mr. Weeks on that score. 
He was selected as one of the most 
levelheaded men In the house to set 
forth the admitted feeling of the house 
over the presidential "Insult;” and al¬ 
though Mr. Weeks doubtless sympa¬ 
thized with the resolution, the fact 
that he was peculiarly prominent !q 
the passage of It was official rather 
than personal. Besides, If Roosevelt 
or any other man should take a notion 
to go out through Norfolk county and 
try to damage John Weeks, be prob¬ 
ably would leave the confines of that 
historic soil ou a rail.—Practical 
Politics. 


BACK TO THE MUD HOUSE. 

The word concrete haB a sound that 
would be expected to warn warn away 
rather than to attract the housekeep¬ 
er and home-maker. Its associations 
are all of the sort that have bad little 
or no interest for women—or for men, 
either, who are not employed directly 
In the heavy business of construction 
and to whom the lore of engineering 
Is a mystery. But very lately—as late 
ly as the last year, or two at the moat, 
the term or rather the thing It repre¬ 
sents, baa come to mean something 
that has all the charm of innovation 
In our everyday life and of improve¬ 
ment in the comfort of living. Homes 
are being built of It—that is the rea¬ 
son. 

Nothing that we do not understand 
can interest ub, unless It mystifies, 
and there la nothing about sand and 
gravel or broken atone and cement to 
puzzle the senses. To the uninstruc- 
ted, a little flour, a little water, with 
sugar and salt and butter and yeaBt 
holds as much of mystery, yet these 
are the very simple materials of which 
the housewife makes her bread. In 
a whimsical Benae concrete may be 
called the bread of the building world, 
as fussy overdecoratlon has long been 
called Its gingerbread, and It and Its 
uses are us easy to comprehend and 
quite as Interesting as the staple of 
our tables. 

Foment and sand and Btone aud 
water are the Ingredients of the 
“dough” from which houses are being 
made. When they are properly 
mingled together, in proportions to 
suit tbelr purpose, the mixture Is 
really wonderful thing. If you were 
to hollow out a house with the labor of 
years from the solid rock of the ever 
lasting hills, you would not have a 
morn substantial, and not nearly bo 
beautiful home as If you ha<J construc¬ 
ted It simply and easily from tblR mud 
—-From “Back lo the Mud House,” In 
February Technical World Magazine

OIL MAY REPLACE COAL. 

That the.knoll of the coal propelled 
locomotive has been sounded and (hat 
lhe smoke roughing iron steed with Its 
sool and grime Is to be supersceded In 
the near future by the more modern 
type of engine employing petroleum 
oil ns fuel power. Is the prediction of 
experienced railroad men. 

The Boston & Maine railroad Is al¬ 
ready making exhaustive experiments, 
and six large locomotives used In the 
Hoonac Tunnel region have been fitted 
out with the necessary homers and 
tanks for using oil instead of coal an 
a fuel. 

“Besides eliminating the smoke nuis¬ 
ance, which was the chief Idea of the 
company tn giving this fuel a test, the 
management has found that the use of 
oil has resulted In other advan¬ 
tages which would make the equipping 
of an entire railroad with oil burning 
engines Beem feasible,” said an official 
of the B. A M. road. 

'As the calorific power of oil is sev¬ 
eral times that of the best coal the 
Idea from an economic standpoint 
seems practical. Its cost as compared 
with that of coal is also considerably 
lower. It possesses another marked 
advantage over coal In that it Is much 
more easily handled and does not suf¬ 
fer the waste that the handling of coal 
entails. It can be taken Into the tanka 
at the same time that the boilers are 
being filled, thus saving a considerable 
amount of time which Is lost if coal 
is used. The combustion of oil leaves 
practically no residue or ashes, thus 
avoiding much of the cleaning neces¬ 
sary around locomotives burning coal. 

”ln the oil burning locomotives the 
fuel Is stored In a tank in the tender 
and 1 b fed under pressure to the burn¬ 
er where It is converted Into a vapor 
and Ignited. The burner Is Immediate¬ 
ly under the boiler and corresponds to 
the grate of the coal burning engine. 
The work of the fireman Is simply to 
regulate the flow of oil Into the burn¬ 
er.” 

The Boston A Maine railroad is the 
first in Massachusetts to experiment 
with oil as a fuel for engines, and the 
experiment Is being closely watched 
by the railroads the country over.—• 
Boston Post.

For thy Idolatry to the 
god of lust or mammon will be visit¬ 
ed upon thy children and thy chil¬ 
dren's children to the third or fourth 
generation. 

3— Thou shall treat life seriously 
and reverently. Take not its great 
divine mystery In vain. Honor God. 

4— Six days shalt thou devote to 
labor and recreation, but the seventh 
Is the Sabbath of the Ixird, thy Oodr 
keep that day sacred to the higher 
development of character in thyself 
and others. 

5 — Children honor your parents, for 
the sole guarantee of the permanence 
of our civilization flea In the loyalty 
of-children to the ideals which make 
home sacred. 

6— Thou shalt not Injure thy own 
life or the life of any other. Thou 
shalt keep thyself In good health and 
do thy part to see that all thy work¬ 
people and neighbors have a chance 
to live healthy lives. 

7— Thou shall not allow into thine 
heart any lustful thought that Is con¬ 
trary to the Ideal of honorable life 
between man and woman. 

8— Thou shalt not steal, even 
though those from whom thou steal- 
est are a long way removed from 
thee, and the process be very intri¬ 
cate. and there be no law to convict 
thee. 

9— Thou shall not gossip, not carry, 
nor publish unverified evil stories of 
others. 

10— Thou shalt not desire to own 
that which Is not right for thee to 
have.

It throws light on the ways 
of the "unspeakable Turk" and the 
chapters bearing on the missionary 
question explain many things to the 
average layman.

It gives me pleasure to say that the 
Newton Centre Improvement Associa¬ 
tion met the situation without calling 
upon this gentleman to the extent of 
one dollar, and the City paid the sum 
of $3000 Instead or $3500 the transfer 
having been made last Wednesday. 
At that time it appeared there was 
not enough money to pay the full 
amount of taxes, and it was suggest¬ 
ed In view of the facta just stated, 
that the City assume he balance which 
amounted to $42.04, but in the final 
accounting enough money was found 
to settle these taxes.

Both from an artistic and financial 
point of view the Colonial play, 
"Maids and Matron,” under the au¬ 
spices of the Sarah Hull chapter, D. U. 
at the Ilunnewcll Clubhouse on Wed¬ 
nesday evening, was a great success.

His work 
as chairman of the Republican city 
committee has been of such high 
standard, his modesty and elimination 
of self In all his public acts have 
been so apparent, and his smiling 
optimism has been so contagious, that 
It Is no wonder that his many friends 
took this excellent opportunity of 
manifesting their esteem. 

I much regret that lack of space 
compels me to postpone until next 
week considerable news matter, In¬ 
cluding my weekly State House letter, 
and Editorial Comment on the inter¬ 
esting events of the past week. 

towisTmeeting 

One of the most popular entertain¬ 
ments of the season was the town 
meeting given by the ladles of Au- 
bnrndale in Norumbega hall Monday 
evening, under the auspices of the Vil¬ 
lage Improvement Society. The hall 
was crowded and the numerous jokes 
and humorous situations were enjoyed 
by all. Sirs. William C. Gordon was 
chosen Moderator; Mrs. Miriam N. 
I.ooniIs, Clerk; and Miss Blanche M. 
Noyes. Constable. A “voting machine,” 
invented by Miss Alice E. Bourne, was 
used in balloting, overcoming any dan¬ 
ger of stuffing the ballot box by men. 
Mrs. Millie Beardsley strenuously ob¬ 
jected to Introducing the “machine.” 
and she also spoke against most of 
the articles In the warrant. 

The list of jurors selected by the 
“9electwomen” was opposed by Miss 
Alice Randlett, while Miss May Dav¬ 
idson came out strongly in favor of 
adopting the revised list, which was 
finally done. In spite of objections 
by Miss Gertrude Bourne the sum of 
$25,000 was raised for a band stand 
on Nye park after the pleasures it 
would afTord had been pointed out by 
Miss Robinson. 

Mrs. C. W. H. Strongman urged 
that the police be furnished skirts, 
golf clubs and bonnets, and her mo¬ 
tion was carried despite the protest 
of Mrs. Rufus Estabrook. Mrs. Har¬ 
rison objected to a limit being placed 
on the size of women’s hats, but Mrs. 
Charles E. Spaulding convinced the 
’•voters’' of the danger of allowing 
headgear wider than 3^ feet In the 
public streets. Mrs. William E. Ful¬ 
ler moved the exemption from taxa¬ 
tion or property of the Review Club 
for 99 years, while Miss Frances Bent 
Dillingham spoke In opposition. 

Mrs. Walter A. McCammon urged 
the establishment of a curfew for Au- 
burndale men at 8 o’clock, and al¬ 
though Mrs. George L. Bates came 
forward in defence of the men the 
measure was passed amid upplause. 

Mrs. Henry R. Turner came out In 
favor of allowing men to vote for 
school board candidales and she won 
her stand in spite of the ringing 
speech ugalnst the motion by Mrs. F. 
F. Davidson. Mrs. May Sleeper Rug- 
gles wanted male candidates for office 
to file certificates previous to election 
showing they had been obedient In 
domestic duties for at least five years. 
Mrs. Edward Almy believed a more 
generous attitude should be main¬ 
tained, but her appeal was in vain. 
Finally. It was voted to tug all bach¬ 
elors living in Auburndale and also 
assess them $50 a year, the money 
to be used In maintaining a cemetery 
for cats.

{Transcript 

Saturday, Jan- 30 


As an expression of good fellowship, 
appreciation and esteem, the compli¬ 
ment nr>* dinner last evening at 
Young's Hotel. Boston, to Mr. Charles 
K. Hatfield, the retiring chairman of 
the Republican city committee of New¬ 
ton, was without u parallel In the his¬ 
tory of this city. It was a spontan¬ 
eous tribute to Ills worth ns a man, 
as well ns gratitude for his splendid 
work In political matters In this city. 
Conceived as a personal tribute of a 
few friends, it grew until the commit¬ 
tee in charge were almost over¬ 
whelmed with applications for seats, 
and nearly two hundred sat down to 
the dinner which was served nt 6.30 
o’clock. 

Seated at the head table with Mr. 
Hatfield were ex-congressman Samuel 
l,. Powers, Mayor George Hutchinson, 
liia Honor, Lieut. Gov. Louis A. Froth- 
tnghnm. President of the Senate, Hon. 
Allen Treadway, Hon. Joseph Walker, 
Speaker of the HoTise, Hon. Seward 
W. Jones of the Governor's Connell, 
State Treasurer Arthur B. Chapin, 
Judge William F. Dana, Mr. Robert 
Luce, Hon. Henry E. Bothfeld, Mr. 
CUas. S. Dennison, Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes and Rev. Albert Hammatt. The 
menus gave a portrait of Mr. Hatfield 
and a list of those who were present. 

During the dinner there was sing¬ 
ing of topical songs under the leader¬ 
ship of Col. Kingsbury, and rntiny 
cheers for this or that well know man 
In the hull, not forgetting the guest 
of honor. 

Mayor Hutchinson was the first for¬ 
mal speaker and Introduced the toast¬ 
master In those words: 

I have been selected by the Commit¬ 
tee, the committee being the modest 
Judge, to extend a welcome to you 
all, which I now do most cordially. 
Also to extend a welcome to our guest, 
which I do most heartily. 

It terns to me that In order to cov¬ 
er all the ground it will be necessary 
for us to have at least three meetings 
of this character, one In recognition 
of our guest's service to the Repub¬ 
lican Party; one, a larger meeting, in 
recognition of his service to the Com¬ 
monwealth and to the City of New¬ 
ton, and one, the largest of all, in 
recognition of his service to his 
friends as constantly evidenced by his 
goodfellowshlp. by his hopeful, cheer¬ 
ful and geuial presence. 

I have heard but one man make a 
reflection upon our guest, and in so 
doing, It was his intention to pay him 
a sincere compliment. 

He referred to him as a “self-made j 
man." 1 have a friend who Is fond of 
saying that there never was but one ! 
genuine self-made man, and that was 
Dr. Mary Walker. But not-wlth-stand- 
ing this, we have, I think, a surplus 
of men who have been accused of be¬ 
ing; or who themselves consider that 
they are. “self-made- men.” It has al¬ 
ways semed to me that such men are 
so very busy with their self Imposed 
task that they have not the lime, or 
inclination, to give to their neighbors 
and the duties of citizenship the con¬ 
sideration and help to which they are 
entitled. Surely such is not the case 
with our honored guest. 

My privilege is alBo to name the 
Toast-MaBter of the evening, which I 
will now do. An occasion like this 
requires the very best, and, of course, 
there can be but one very best, and I 
now present him the Honorable Sam¬ 
uel L. Powers of Newton. 

Mr. Luce was obliged to leave early 
and spoke briefly during a pause be¬ 
tween courses. Mr. Luce referred to 
his recent contest with Mr. Froth! ng- 
ham for Hie ofllce of lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor and said he was glad to pay his 
respects and to express his admira¬ 
tion for the man who defeated him. 
As he looked around he said he saw 
some who evidently had aided and 
abetted his opponent. Mr. Luce in 
eloquent language paid a high trib¬ 
ute to leadership and its value to the 
city, the Btate and the nation, saying 
we must have leadership in business, 
In politics and in all walks of life. It 
is good that there are men among us 
who will give their time and effort 
in this line and such a man Is the one 
you arc honoring here tonight, not 
alone ns a friend, but for the services 
he has rendered to us and the service 
he lias rendered to Massachusetts. 

At intervals during the dinner var¬ 
ious fake telegrams were received and 
read. One from S. Dennison said 
ihat "My defeat was not your fault. 
No one could have pulled me through.” 
Another from Mr. Frotliliighani stated 
that lie "luiciul to recommend you for 
jusiUe of the peace.” Another from 
Congressman Weeks said “Do you 
need a new auto? I understand you ; 
returned unto to Dennison because 
you did not elect him.” -Mayor Hut¬ 
chinson's telegram designated Mr. 
Hatfield us “Ills successor In office.” 
One that made a great hit was from j 
ex-mayor Wilson which said, “My j 
campaign was the first you managed. 

1 hope you have been able to run 
campaigns at less expense in recent 
years.” 

At the post prim dial proceedings Mr. 
Powers presided in his usual felicitous 
manner, lie stated that this hostelry 
for 75 years had seen many personal 
tributes to men In public life, to pres¬ 
idents, governors, even the mayor and 
common councUmen of Boston, but 
you will never in all your life see 200 
men pay such a tribute as is given 
tonight to a man who never held civil 
or religious office. 

Lieutenant Governor Frothlnghuin, 
die first speaker told interesting stor¬ 
ies of the campaign which Mr. Hat¬ 
field managed lust fall, cal tog him a 
second Warwick, and closing with 
many expressions of high esteem. 

Mr. Powers before introducing Pres¬ 
ident Treadway Bald that Mr. Hat¬ 
field's political astuteness was shown 
in making his home on the "Hats" of 
West Newton instead of on the hill 
with the uristoeracy. He had deemed 
it necessary to got on an unprejudiced 
opinion of Mr. Hatfield, from some one 


who was not under political nblign 
lions lo him. 

Senntor Treadway Immediately ' 
claimed he was under obligations to 
tlie guest of the evening, as one of 
the towns in his district was named 
Hatfield. The senator spoke on the 
claim each citizen had on the affairs 
of stnte. which Is doing business of 
$12,000,000 a year, saying the legis¬ 
lature and state officers were but the 
board of directors for the citizens who 
were the stockholders. He stated that 
this state had one fifth of the depos¬ 
its of the savings lmnks ef the coun¬ 
try, one twentieth of its wealth nnd 
our average wage was 80 por cent, 
greater than the average for the 
United States. 

Stnte Treasurer Chapin referred hu¬ 
morously to the fact that so many of¬ 
fices were filled with Newton men, and 
that possibly the Inrge gathering was 
due to a desire for Mr. Hatfield’s In¬ 
fluence In the future. He stated that 
there were four classes of politicians. 
One whlcn worked for Itself nil the 
time, a second which came to dinner 
and collects at that time, a third, 
which Includes the idealist who would 
rather smoke n cigar than attend the 
caucus, nnd a fourth, extremely rare, 
the man who Is working for some one 
else all the time. He thought this 
dinner would create wide comment, 
it was so rare to find n man who is 
not working for himself. Newton is 
pre-eminent in the stnte because there 
are so many of its men who are work¬ 
ing for good government. 

Speaker Walkei said that If we 
could have more men like Mr. Hat¬ 
field we would have better govern¬ 
ment. He is not a boss—he is a lead¬ 
er. A boss Is busy looking out for 
himself—Mr. Hatfield is looking out 
for the public welfare of his city and 
the state. Newton does Its duty by the 
legislature. We need good men lo 
make good laws, and no men in the 
legislature are of a higher type than 
those from Newton, 

Mr. Powers then said that it was 
time something was said in a more 
serious vein nnd facetiously said that 
Mr. Hatfield was a member In good 
standing of his church, adding ”1 
might say it is a Unitarian church.” 
He then introduced Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes of West Newton as a man who 
was not only a leader in the religious 
thought, but a leader in the civil 
iiiought of Newton. 

Mr. Jaynes was received with great 
enthusiasm and made what many con¬ 
sidered the best speech of the even¬ 
ing. He said he was surprised to find 
that Mr. Hatfield was so popular, that 
he was such a superb organizer and 
such a manager of men and promised 
to find work for him to do In the 
church. Speaking more seriously, he 
said ”1 love him." Some men there 
are whose character, whose helpful¬ 
ness are not judged by their church 
going qualities. We judge men now 
by their manliness—the real test of 
religion In these modern limes. Under 
that test your honored guest stands 
four square to the winds of heaven— 
a true man. 

Mr. Powers said that there hud al¬ 
ways been some jealously between 
Mr. Hatfield and Mr. Edward W. Bak¬ 
er of Brookline as to their success in 
political campaigns and called upon 
Mr. Baker for the next speech. Mr. 
Baker then read the following rhymes 
which were heartily applauded. 

As a practical politician Charley Hat¬ 
field Is a type; 

He watches for political “plums” and 
picks them when their ripe. 

But, what is most phenomenal, and 
on which you may depend,— 

He never picks them for himself but 
alwuys for some friend. 

When one lias in the Council sat to 
give Governors advice,— 

If Charley Hatfield don't object he 
may sit there more than twice. 

But, what It costs that Councillor, no 
one would dare to state; 

For, sometime, somewhere and some¬ 
how, poor Jones will pay the freight. 

Should one wish lo go to Congress,— 
indeed, lie would be rush 
j Unless Hatfield is Ills treasurer, to 
| collect and spend the cash. 

I When it comes to contributions he 
I lakes everything in sight, 

But, as to cash expenses, the. "graf¬ 
ters" say he's tight,

Judge William F. Dana was ihe 
next speaker and declared that there 
was hut one simple rule for good gov¬ 
ernment—elect good men to ofllce. 
The form of government Is not so es¬ 
sential ns the men who administer It. 
Newton is indebted to no one as much 
ns to Mr. Ilntileld for its good govern¬ 
ment. lie has exercised ihe powers 
of the machine as they should be ex¬ 
ercised. His standard has been high. 
We should be proud of our state gov¬ 
ernment—there aro none higher in 
character. In sane Judgement. Our 
officers should have first and nbove all, 
character, second, courage, nnd third, 
sane judgement. 

Letters were then read from Hon. G. 

D, Gilman, Col. E. II. Haskell, JeBBO 
S. Wiley of Brookline. R. H. Gardiner, 

E. P. Saltonstall and J. Richard Car¬ 
ter and the following letter from Con¬ 
gressman Weeks. 

My Dear Judge: — 

I am very sorry that I shall not be 
able to accept ihe invitation to attend 
Ihe dinner to be given Mr. Hatfield. 
As you will see In the papers, the 
Agricultural Committee has voted, by 
the close vole of nine lo eight, to re¬ 
port out the Forestry Bill which I re¬ 
cently Introduced, nnd I am extremely 
anxious thnt this be acted on at this 
session. There are other matters of 
considerable Importance to New Eng¬ 
land, to which I have been devoting 
more or less time, and for this reason 
I do not feel like leaving Washington 
until the fourth of March, or until 
these matters are disposed of. You 
can easily appreciate how much I re¬ 
gret this, because I should like to 
show, by my presence, my estimation 
of Mr. Hatfield’s service, indirectly to 
the City of Newton, nnd directly to 
many of Its citizens. In nil my exper¬ 
ience I have never known so much 
disinterested, effective political ser¬ 
vice, exerted along definite lines, as 
exists in his ease. You may recall 
that I have always been opposed to 
the caucus laws which are now used 
in the city of Newton. 1 much prefer 
the old fashioned system, where citi¬ 
zens got together and discussed their 
wishes, and obtained front their pros¬ 
pective candidates some Idea of what 
tlie candidate was In favor or; but, 
if we are going to live under the sys¬ 
tem which exists, there could be no 
more benign czar than the relirlng 
Chairman of the City Committee. For 
many years lie and his associates have 
dictated lo the citizens of Newton, at 
least very largely, the persons whom 
they should support at the following 
election, and, with a few glaring ex¬ 
ceptions. this dictation has been ac¬ 
cepted as the best possible solution 
of their political needs. It ought not 
to be accepted as a fact that elections, 
even in Newton, where there Is prac¬ 
tical unanimity, can be conducted 
without much work and a great con¬ 
sumption of time. These our friend 
has given ungrudgingly: Privately, I 
have expressed lo him my own appre¬ 
ciation of all these things many times, 
and I am glad of the opportunity to 
repeat it In this public way. I as¬ 
sume that his future political activit¬ 
ies will be along even broader lines 
than in the past, and am sure that be 
will be found equally efficient lu what¬ 
ever place he may be called to Berve.

A Collect for Club-Women.

And may we srive to touch and to 
know the great common woman's 
heart of us all, and O Lord God, let 
us not forget to be kind. 

The above collect reprinted from 
the Delineator was delivered at the 
opening of a woman’s club meeting 
at Saginaw, Michigan. It Is valuable 
in suggestiveness and opens many 
avenues of thought. It shows how 
rapidly women are growing In their 
outlook upon afTairs. Not long ago 
they would not have owned or pos¬ 
sibly even have recognized the fact 
that they are capable or being petty. 
Each petition touches upon some com 
nion foible and asks deliverance from 
it that something higher and nobler 
may triumph, Men have dealt with 
one another since the beginning of 
time and thereby are enabled to 
estimate all personalities when dif¬ 
ferences of opinion arise. It has been 
a hard lesson for women to learn, but 
that they are learning It Is evidenced 
every day to those who are following 
closely ihelr doings. The horizon is 
gradually widening, from one narrow 
little home and its Interests, to one’s 
club and its Interests, and from the 
small field of activity of one little 
club to the bloader interests of the 
community of clubs. The pioneers 
have blazed ihe way and now the ma¬ 
jority are finding that to be good club 
j women they must not rest content to 
j merely selfishly enjoy a fine lecture 
or prepare the animal club paper, hut 
■ must take some active Interest In the 
good of the community.

Letter from Mr. Farlow. 

January 23, 1909. 

Editor of tho GRAPHIC, 

Newton, Mass. 

Donr Sir:—In your issue of the 15l1i 
you published a report of a lecture 
by G. W. Smallwood which contains 
n reference to my atnlonient with re¬ 
gard to the emergency use of an 
nneathetlc. Tho gentleman Inquires, 
"A large number of people in their 
Illness Buffer acutely at times. Dooh 
M r. Fallow turn them over to the 
physician for temporary relief, or 
does he let them suffer till suffering 
ceases, when he can then apply hlB 
treatment?” Tho point which I de¬ 
sire to make 1 r this, that It Is not 
the Intention of Chrlslnn Scientists 
to be altogether non-elaBtlc in dealing 
with suffering humanity simply to be 
fanatically loyal to a particular belief. 
When a patient who Is In great dan¬ 
ger because of unbearable pain fails 
to be relieved by Christian Science 
trealment, on the principle of "Buffer 
It to be so now" he may be permitted 
to try some other means if he so de¬ 
sires. However, in twenty years' ex¬ 
perience I have very seldom known 
of an incident when a Christian Sci¬ 
entist failed to relieve a patient of 
pain in a reasonable time sb com¬ 
pared with medical practice. Such 
practitioners have usually succeeded 
in relieving the patient of suffering 
even in cases where they have failed 
to effect a perfect cure. They have 
often times destroyed pain after the 
patient had failed to find relief by 
other means. I knew a woman who 
In a Christian Science treatment last¬ 
ing about twenty minutes was entire¬ 
ly relieved of a pntn In the head with 
which, as she declared, she had suf-1 
fered constantly for many years. 

The following described case once 
came under my observation: A physi¬ 
cian was called to administer a hyper- 
dermic to a patient who was under 
Christian Science treatment and who 
was supposed to be In great danger. 
The doctor refused to administer the 
drug because, as he explained, the 
patient was In such a critical condi¬ 
tion as to render the experience dan¬ 
gerous to his life. The patient was 
doubtless then In a better frame of 
mind (o receive the benefit of Chris¬ 
tian Science treatment than formerly 
since he was forced to relinquish his 
hope of relief through a material rem¬ 
edy and was prepared to make a full 
surrender. Be that aa it may, the 
Christian Scientist then renewed his 
effort and succeeded in relieving the 
patient of his suffering In a very few’ 
minutes. 

I note that Mr. Smallwood has fall¬ 
en Into the somewhat prevailing habit 
of insisting that the Christian Science 
cures are produced through "personal 
Influence, that Is, suggestion.” He 
adds "Prayer Is a suggestion.” It 
seems scarcely fair that the gentle¬ 
man should coin a definition broad 
enough to cover an unreserved reli¬ 
ance upon divine power, since the 
term suggestion has a technical mean¬ 
ing as It Is used in the school of 
psychology and as It is currently em¬ 
ployed, a definition which our critic 
himself offers, namely, "personal In¬ 
fluence.” It is quite true that the 
practice of Christian Science Is a 
mental modus operand! of utilizing the 
divine power, hut It is spiritual, not 
personal. While the person must be 
exercised in the effort to produce a 
result, the power involved and utilized 
is Spirit, God. When a room 1 b dark 
one must exercise himself to the ex¬ 
tent of lighting the gas or turning on 
the electricity but thlB exercise is not 
Ihe force or means which dispels the 
darkness. This preliminary exercise 
Is necessary to the production of the 
light, but it is the light itself and not 
the exercise of the person which dis¬ 
pels the darkness. So in Christian 
Science it Is not the mental operation 
nor the prayer, If you please, which 
heals, but the divine power which Is 
utilized by the Individual. For this 
reason it is quite evident that a ays- 
I tem of treating the sick which does 
not depend upon the power of God,— 
which does not extend to a realization 
of the divine presence,—is not a di¬ 
vine system. If. not purely spiritual, 
and does not even touch the hem of 
the Christian Science garment. We 
dare say that that mental treatment 
or prayer which has the most God in 
it, which relies most implicitly upon 
the divine power, is the most Chris¬ 
tian and the most scientific, whatever 
it b name may be, nnd since Christian 
Science relies entirely upon the di¬ 
vine power It should ho considered 
absolutely Christian and scientific.

One of the vocalists was Miss Mary 
E. Williams, who delighted the aud¬ 
ience by her smooth resonant con¬ 
tralto, her most effective songs be¬ 
ing Hawley’s The Sweetest Flower" 
and "O Dry Those Tears" by itlogo, 
the latter especially charming with 
its violin obligato. 

Miss Marlon E. Smith, likewise sang 
two groups of songs, one French und 
ouu English, displaying a highly cul¬ 
tivated and true lyric sopruno of un¬ 
usual flexibility and purity, especially 
in its upper range 

The star performer, however, was 
Mr. Clinton Jonas, pianist, who is 
soon to make it is public uppeurance 
as a concert virtuoso. His playing 
was a revelation lo such as had not 
iieard the great masters of iho piano¬ 
forte, and indeed the prophecies of a 
great future for him are fully war¬ 


ranted. In mochnntcnl execution he 
Is nearly perfect, and fully the equal 
of Oobhnndt, for he plays the moat 
difficult compositions with wonderful 
enso giving the quickest appngulurlaB 
with smoothness and brilliancy. 

Mr. Jonas la a musical genius, hav¬ 
ing nB yet had little of the prescribed 
training usually necessary for a fin¬ 
ished player; his method of practis¬ 
ing and playing Is essentially his own, 
and would shock the othodox and nar¬ 
row teacher, hut the results are re¬ 
markable, for he lias aL his flingers’ 
iend 500 Df the greatest classics. At 
times hts Interpretations are unusual, 
but the artistic feeling is always man¬ 
ifest. 

His four selections were well chosen 
to display his power over musical In- 
tricaces, three being by Chopin, and 
the last Liszt’s "Rhapsodie Hon- 
groise" ft composition noted for Its 
technical difficulties. It was almost 
perfectly rendered and proved a fitting 
climax to a Bplendld concert.
